PREMIER  CONOEMMS 

STRIKE  MOVEMENT 


the  men  were  flrmly  behind  the  lead- 
ers in  this  great  crisis. 

President  Cramp  denounced  the 
Government  sUtement  regarding  the 
purpose  of, the  strike  as  a  "deliberate 
Me."  It  was  not  the  public  with 
whom  ^the  strikers  were  at  war,  he 
declared;  it  was  the  people  who  were 
for  the  moment  in  the  position  of  di- 
recting the  afTaira  of  the  country. 

All  "Ih  powers  of  hell,  the  press, 
platform,  and  perhaps  the  pulpit," 
would  be  invoked  against  the  strikers, 
said  President  Cramp,  but  if  they  re- 
mained solid  they  would  be  victorious. 

Both  speakers  denounced  what  they 
characterized  as  the  Government  at- 
tempt to  bias  the  mind  of  the  public 
by  saying  that  the  strike  was  not  in 
defence  of  uniok  rights,  but  against 
the  life  of  the  community.  Answer- 
ing the  Premier's  statement  that  the 
strike  was  an  anarchistic  conspiracy 
against  the  Government,  Secretary 
iTfibmas  declared  if  that  were  true 
"Ood  help  the  country." 

He  had  warned  the  Government 
that  their  proposals  would  be  fatal  to 
•peace. 

"My  answer  to  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter's challenge,"  said  Mr.  Thomas,  "is 
that  if  he  will  now  say  to  us  officially 
himself,  not  Influenced  or  Intimidated 
by  anyone  else — if  he  will  say,  as 
head  of  the  state,  that  he  Is  prepared 
to  concede  the  same  principle  to  all 
railway  servants,  then  the  strike  can 
cease  at  once." 

A  lengthy  verbatim  report  leaned 
officially  tonight  concerning  Friday's 
conference  between  the  Government 
and  the  rallwaymen  shows  that  Sec- 
reUry  Thomas  asked  for  a  minimum 
of  sixty  shlllinKs  a  week  for  all 
workers.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  admitted 
that  the  rallwaymen  before  the  war 
had    been    "disgracefully    underpaid." 

A  few  trains,  manned  by  non- 
unlontets,  pulled  out  of  the  London 
stations  durlBg  -  the  day.  Several 
tr<Uns  which  left  for  the  North  to- 
night were  stopped  by  pickets  and 
tho  engines  taken  off. 

Fight  to  Finish 

The  Government  and  strike  leaders 
weire  busily  engaged  all  day  marshal- 
ling their  forces  for  a  fight  to  the 
finish.  Robert  Williams,  General 
Seoretarr  of  the  Transport  Workers' 
.tJnion,  expressed  the  opmlon  that 
the  "Triple  Alliance"  would  be  auto- 
matically involved  and  the  transpoft 
service  of  the  whole  country  would 
then  be  paralyaed. 

The  Government  has  already  mus- 
tered one  thousand  motor  lorries  for 
the  transport  of  food. 

The  first  day  of  the  strike  resulted 
'In  the  practical  suspension  of  the 
Railway  service  everywhere  excepting 
In  Ireland,  and  as  a  consequence.  It 
Is  estimated,  folly  a  mlUion  persons 
are  idle,  including  clerks  and  at- 
tendants, as  well  ss  thOse  actually 
engaged  in  operating  trains. 
1  To  better  cope  with  the  transport 
difficulties,  the  Sunday  papers  will 
Pe  reduced  in  sixe  and  distributed  by 
.motor  cars. 

Sir  Tlobert  Home  tonight  sum- 
marised the  Government's  standpoint 
In  the  controversy  with  the  National 
Union    of    nallwaymen   as    follows:

HAMULTON,  Ont..  Sept.  27.— Indi- 
catiuK  tlMit  there  Is  a  genei*al  incUna- 
tlon  on  the  part  of  the  workers 
throughout  the  l>onilnlon  to  take  ad- 
vuntage  of  the  Federal  housing 
scheme,  but  declaring  that  the  re<' 
Htrlctions  and  aruaranleea  demanded 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  vary- 
ing requirements  of  provincial  gov- 
eromenta  make  It  practically  impps- 
Hlblc  for  workers  to  acquire  a  loan, 
the  special  committee  on  houalng 
appointed  by  the  Trades  and  lAlior 
Congress  laid  before  the  aaaembly 
this  morning  a  number  of  sugg«a> 
tions  which  received  (Inanlmoua 'en- 
doraement. 

The  auggeatloos  recommended 
loana  by  the  Qovernmerit,  available 
through  chartered  banks  at  a  low 
rate  of  interest;  the  appointment  ot 
a  commlftalon  where  It  Is  desired  to 
operate  In  the  building  of  homes; 
Kruntfi  to  groups  of  workers  desirous 
of  co-operating  for  the  purpose  of 
purchase  or  building;  adoption  of  a 
10 stem  thut  will  expedite  the  placing 
of  loans  for  land  or  buildings;  taking 
of  measures  to  eonoct  evils  arising 
of  the  unearned  increments  of 
urban  and  rurul  properties,  and  pre- 
venting of  speculation  In  land  for 
housing  purposes:  granting  of  power 
'-to  housing  commissions  to  build  and 
Bull  houses  at  cost  und  to  make  ad- 
vances to  workers  desirous  of  build- 
ing their  own  homoH,  and  the  erection 
jof  homes  by  the  tJovernment  where 
necessary,  to  be  sold  on  conditions 
similar  to  ihono  contained  In  the 
making   of    loans. 

The  report  also  suggested  that  the 
Humc  system  applied  to  tho  central- 
isation and  purchasing  of  war  sup- 
plies should  continue  and  now  be 
applied  to  the  acquiring  of  land, 
supplies    and    labor. 

In  the  event  of  the  suggestions  not 
being  accepted,  the  committee  recom- 
mends   the   amending    of   the    present 
■Federal    housing   act  as   follows: 

"Where  provinces  refuse  to  take 
advantage  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act.  that  the  municipalities  be  al- 
lowed to  make  application  for  en 
allotment,  such  allotment  to  be  made 
without  holding  it  against  the  bor- 
rowing powers  of  such  municipali- 
ties." 

Wtnniprg  Strike  Ijcadcrs 
Consideration  of  resolutions  was 
taken  up  by  the  congress  this  morn- 
ing. Claiming  thut  there  had  been  a 
continuous  campaign  of  misrepre- 
sentation by  the  dally  press,  presum- 
ably with  the  intention  of  prejudicing 
public-  opinion  agalnak  them,  tho 
AVInnlpeg  Trades  and  Labor  Council 
asked  the  Congress  to  go  oiwrecord 
.1,8  pledging  ItMCIf  to  suppifft  the 
eight  men  arrested  in  VVinnlpea  on 
charges  in  connection  with  the  Win- 
nipeg strike  in  their  attempt  to  se- 
cure  a    fsir   trial. 

The  rommlttce  on  resolutions  re- 
drafted the  motion  to  record  the  em- 
phatic Dpinioiv  that  tho  men  in  ques- 
tion should  haVc  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial. 

The  coininittee  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  resolution  pledged 
In  up  way  the  finances  of  the  Congress 
in  this  eonnecilon.  The  committee's 
recommendations  carried. 

Unions  and  Sirikca 
A  number  of  resolutionn  dealing 
with  the  right  of  unions  to  strike  M'cre 
redrafted  by  the  conimlttee.  One  fa- 
vored the  formation  of  a  national 
counell  of  labor  that  would  have 
mandatory  power  to  take  concerted 
action  on  behalf  of  Canadian  labor 
when   such  action   is  neccHsary. 

The  xulistitule  recommended  by  the 
committee  pointed  out  that  the  logi- 
cal development  In  the  use  of 
economic  power  Is  within  the  Inter- 
national trade  union  movement, 
where  a  much  larger  scope  iu  pro- 
vided for  united  action  of  various 
trades  with  common  interests,  and 
with  the  strength  of  the  International 
unions  behind  them.

It  does  not 
interfere  with  the  internal  afrulrs  of 
international  organixations."

The  necessity  of  putting  the  ques-

tee., 

'The  head  tax  system,  according  to 
the  committee.  Is  undesirable  and  a 
poor  barrier,  carrying,  in  the  mere 
collection  of  revenue  produced,  an 
inducement  which  mitigates  against 
the  action  to  debar  undesirable  im- 
migrants. In  the  event  that  total 
exclusion  cannot  be  achieved  the  com- 
mittee recommends  the  abolition  of 
the  head  tax  and  a  measure  substi- 
tuted which  would  permit  fche  entry 
of  the  subjects  of  China  and  Japan 
and  the  native.^,  of  India  (who  seek 
entry  as  workers)  upon  a  poroont.w;e 
of  population  basis  of  .wie  Oriental 
for  each  1,000  «f  tho  Dominions 
population,  exclusive  of  such  Orient- 
als as  are  already  In  the  Dominion- 
und  that  where  thlH  percentage  is  al- 
ready in  exccaw  of  one  j>er  l.iOOO  such 
immigration  shall  entlnlv  ceawe  until 
the  population  of  the  Dominion  on 
the  same  basis  warrantH  a  further  in- 
crease.

I-.eKlslatlve  restrietion  of  (lie  right 
of  policemen  to  organlxo  and  amiiata 
with  the  Dominion  Traden  and  Ldibor 
Congress  was  opposed  by  the  special 
comjnitteo  appointed  by  the  Con- 
gress to  inquire  into  the  question  of 
police  organlwition.  This  Is  Included 
In  one  of  two  resolutions  which  con- 
stitute   the    report. 

The  resolution  favors  the  granting 
of  a  national  charter  to  unlon.s  who 
have  expres.«iod  a  desln<  to  form  a  na- 
tional federation,  indorsation  of  the 
report  was  made  by  the  CongTeaa  late 
last  night. 

"Whereas,  a  meeting  of  pollca 
chiefs  a88eml>K>d  in  Calgary  passed  a 
resolution  urging  legislation  restrict- 
ing rights  of  policemen  to  organise 
and  afniiate  with  the  Trades  and  La- 
bor Congress  of  Canada; 

"And.  whereas,  such  legislative 
action  would  be  Intolerable  infringe- 
ment of  the  Inherent  right  of  every 
man  to  associate  himself  with  his  fel- 
lows- for  mutual  protection  and  ad- 
vancement; 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this 
Congress  hereby  emphatically  pro- 
test against  legislative  action  and 
pledges  its  full  support  to  the  police 
forces  of  the  Dominion  in  the  raain- 
taining   of   their   rights." 

The   other   resolution   Is   as  follows: 
"Whereas,    there    are    "at    present    a 
number   of   unions    In    Canada   organ- 
ised for  the  better  protection  of  thair 
interests; 

"And.  whereas,  many  of  these 
unloha  iuve  expressed  a  desire  to 
form  a  national  federation  of  pollce- 
n»en.  JAlleni  and  prison  workers; 

"Therefore,  be  It  resolved  that  the 
Incoming  executive  l>e  authorized  to 
issue  a  national  charter  to  such  fed- 
eration, and  that  every  assistance  be 
given  the  preaarvers  of  law  and  or- 
der In  efforts  to  attain  desirable  eco- 
nomic conditiona."

The  London  Timea,  In  speakln<  of 
the  strike,- 'describes  it^aa  5la«i  war- 
fare, and  during  the  past'  y^ar  no 
newapaper  haa  done  more  to  endeavor 
to  arrive  at  a  aolutlon  for  induatrlut 
unreat.  Special  atreas  ia^laid  by  the 
London  preaa  on  the  fact  that  the 
rallwaya  are  under  Government  man- 
agemo^^  a»d  that  tbore  ia  no  queatiou 
in  th'ie  instance  of  the  Government 
malntainliig  neutrality  between  em- 
Oloyera  and  employeea.  aa  it  has 
ceneriaUy  attempted  to  do.'  tUnce 
auch  a  altuation  haa  developed,  bnd 
the  ratlwaymen  are  striking  agalnat 
the  State,  it  aeems  inevitable  that 
Parliament  will  to  •^mmOQ•d  to  de* 
clde  upon-nfllHit  responaiblllty.  If  anj^ 
reata  wittf  Hhe  tlovernmefit.  The 
general  trend  of  opinion  In  the  Lon- 
don n«wapapera  ia  that  the  atrike  U 
an  effort  to  force  national  iaation  of 
both  Che  railways  and  the  mines.  Tt 
will  be  poaaible  to  deteroaino  .thia  ^o 
a  greater  extent  if  the^'^mt^ra  |*  vitt 
in  Sympathy  jrlth  the  rall^aymeW. 
The  Hpokcamen  of  the  Labor  interesta 
declare  their  only  purposO  In  the  pre--' 
cipltate  action  taken  Is  to  secure  a 
Arm  agreement  for  wagea  adequate 
to  moot  the  increased  cost  of  living 
and  botter  living  conditions. 

The  British  press,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  straight  Labor  organs,  la  un- 
anlmoua  in  aupport  of  tho  atand  taken 
by  the  Government.  What  the  public 
will  fall  to  understand  Is  why  .he 
strike  ahould  have  been  called  when 
there  wore  over  three  months  re- 
maining during  which  negotiations 
could  have  been  engaged  in  with  tha 
Government.  There  Is  one  ,».h!ng 
certain,  that  .no  matter  w^at  effftct' 
the   present  ^^rSJBla  may  have  on  tl,et 


future  of  nati4^nitli«tiilon,  it  la'  serving 
to  ahow' tliat^  O0vi(l]NKp«at  cbntrol  ia. 
no  method  of  obvliting-iabor  unrest. 
Under  the  managehiFm  e(r,  the  8t«ts 
there  h«i  toap  endless  antr^' anil  ia&munulAte. 
thia  latMt-'msuaoo'  i»  a- iypa- which, 
strongly  savors  of  political  cber::ioii. 
The  preaent  strike,  precipitated  as  it 
was.  when  there  a'as  no  need  f>r 
auch  rash  haate  aa  far  aa  can  bn 
ascertained,  has  arouaed  the  Govern- 
ment aa  it  never  ho a  been  aroused 
before  in  a  simitar  matter.  If,  Parlia- 
ment endorses  the  attitude  of  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  and  hla  ministers,  and 
the  occasion  la  auffloiently  grave  f\>r 
the  matter  to  com^  up  at  Westmin- 
ster, the  Government  will  be  forced 
to  maintain  it«  preaent  atand,  and  by 
doing  ao  defeat  the  strlko.  In  ar»y 
caae,  the  Question  of  responsible  gov- 
emmoat  to  at  ai»ke  In  tli«  tmm  which 
haa  boon, forced  by  tho  railwayman. 
What  happena  In  the  preaent  crista 
wlU  largely  determine  what  the 
authority  ol  tho  State  will  be  in  in- 
duatrlal  mattora  in  the  tlmo  to  coma 


In  tho  BritMh  Isleo  iMpertal  a«l- 
dioro.  when  domoblliaed,  arc  entitled 
to  unemployment  pay  for  a  period  of 
aix  roontha.  Thoee  Canadiana  who 
^ve  aorvod  la  the  Imperial  Army 
upon  demoblllaattoD  are  givoa  twenty - 
eight  days  unemployment  pay.  Prior 
to  dcmobiliaatlon  they  have  been  con- 
tributing to  National  Health  Inaur- 
anco  in  Britain,  but  on  leaving  the 
Old  Country  to  return  to  their  horoea 
tiMy  have  to  ^erlflco  all  the  benefit* 
to  which  they  were  entitled  under  tb« 
JloaHh  Inaurance  Act.  Thoae  who  are 
demobilised  from  tho  C.  C.  F.  are  en- 
titled'tb  free  medical  treatment  for  a 
period  of  twelve  montha.  but  no  auch 
prlVtligQ  ia  accorded  es-ImperUla  who 
are  juat  aa  much  Canadians  aa  ahoae 
who  aerved  in  the  army  of  the  Doinln- 
lon. 

Here  la  an  Uloatratlon  of  how  in- 
vidloua  th«  distinction  la.  Two 
brothers,  A.  and  B..  are  rcaident  In 
Canada  in  ltl4.  A.  anawerf  the  Bm- 
piro'a  call  and  In  the  hope  of  aoelng 
service  at  tho  oarlioat  pooalblc  oppor- 
tunity ho  pays  hilt  own  way  to  Emk- 
lahd  and  jolaa  eUher  the  Navy  ^  or 
Army.  Both  he  and  hi«  dependents 
have  had 'to  exiat  throughout  the  war 
on  the  low  rates  of  pay  and  allotment 
given  by  the  Imperial  Government.  B. 
may  be  a  alacker.  but  la  eventually 
brought  to  tbo  eolora  under  the  Mili- 
tary Service  Act  and  becomea  a  mem- 
ber of  the  C.  B.  F.  Both  he  and  hla 
dependenta  get  paid  at  the  generoua 
Canadian  ratea,  and  on  demoblllaatioB 
he  can  avail  hlmaelf  of  the  large 
gratuity  and  the  many  advantagea 
offered  by  the  Department  of  Soldiera' 
Civil  Re-establiahment  A.  naturally 
feels  a  bit  disgruntled  when  he  realizes 
the  tact  be  Is  a  taxpayer,  contributing 
towards  the  generoua  treatment  meted 
,  out  to  B.,  while  he  is  treated  aa  an 
outsider  and  barred,  by  his  original 
aot  of  patriotism,  from ,  participating 
iii  the-  rights  and  priviiegea  which 
ahould  be  common  to  all  returned  sol- 
dier citizens. 

It  appears  that  the  only  represen- 
tative in  Canada  who  can  deal  in  any 
way  with  ox-Imperials  is  the  officer 
at  Ottawa  through  whom  Imperial 
penaions  are  paid.  He  haa  been  in  hla 
poaitlon  for  the  past  twenty  yeara.  No 
ono  that  we  t^now  of  duestiona  hla 
competency  In  pre-war  days,  but  what 
he  haa  done  towards  bringing  the 
complex  questions  of  the  present,  re- 
lating to  ex-Imperials,  before  the 
authorities  concerned  Is  altogether  in- 
BUfficient.  Whll«,  in  1914,  his  office 
was  merely  a  forwarding  agency  for 
pensioB  cheques  for  a  handful  of  Re- 
servists^'today  it  has  to  d^l  with  the 
Interests  of  po^hiapa  50,000  ox-Impe- 
riala.  It  haa  to  champion  their  cause 
and  take  up  weighty  questions  with 
members  of  the  Federal  Cabinet.  The 
.  tittle  progress  which  ha8',1>0en  made 
in  reaching  a  aettlement  of  tho  out- 
atandlng  grievances  shows  that  In- 
adequate representationa  have  been 
made.         -". 

For  the  n«xt  year  or  two  it  would 
aeem  to  be  eaaential  to  have  an  Im- 
.perlai  representative  appointed  for 
e«<ilt  province  to  asaist  faa  atfaighten- 
ing.  out  tho'mfcniif'tanglea  which  have 
ycofne  about  through  a  war  of  such 
lAagnitude.  There'  are  numerous  In- 
stances where  ex-Imperials  apply  to 
Ottawa,  or  to  their  reglqiental  pay- 
masters or  record  offices,  tlmo  after 
time,  and  who,  upon  receiving  no  re- 
pllea  to  their  requests,  loao  heart  and 
abandon  their  caaes,  no  matter  how 
well  (ounded  they  mar  be.  The  ma- 
chinery to  deal. with  ex-Imperlais  In 
Canada  ahould  bo  created  without 
delay.  Aa  to  what  treathiont  should 
bo  accorded  them  is  a  matter  of 
arrangement  between  the  Federal  and 
Imperial  Oqvernmmits.,  It  is  an  act  of 
.  qommon  Justice  to  which  .both  coun- 
tries Should  contribute.  We  doubt  very 
hiuoh  if  this  question  has  been  laid 
bo/ofe' tho  Imperial' authorities  in  the 
prdj^rway.  nor  do  we  think  OttaTva 
has'/givMi  the  Matter  the  coifstdera^ 
tloHMt'doserves.-.  Meantime  grievances 
The  attention  of  thO 
Authoritloa  cannot  be  dhiwn  tob 
strongly  to  the  matters  dealt  with'  in 
this  article.  There  la  not  a  single 
member  of  tho  Canadian  Expedition- 
ary Force  wHb  would  object  to  the 
sam^  privileges  aitd  monetary  advan- 
tagea being  extended  to  ex-Impcrlalv 
of  thia  Dominion  as  have  been  granted 
to  aoldlers  of  tho  C.  B.  F.  for  their 
aervlcea  In  the  war.

Tbe  Mormon  Faith 

Sir, — Having  read  Mr.  Oadsden'a 
letter  in  praise  of  the  Mormons,  I 
wjsh  to  write  about  the  origin,  char- 
acteriatlcs  and  doctrinea  of  Mormonr 
lem.  Everyone  who  la  fairly  weir  ac- 
quainted with  the  Bible  muat  know 
that  thia  aystem  la  falae,  and  wMl  wel- 
come the  following  plain  atateroents  *!^il^l'- 
made  by  the  Rev.  R.  G.  McNIeco,  D.iX. 
for  twenty  years  prior  to  1887.  pastor 
of  First  Presbyteriap  Church,  Salt 
Lake  City,  where  he  lived  over  thirty 
years.  There  he  heard  Mormonlsm 
expounded  and  defended  by  its  chief 
officials  —  by  President  Brighsm 
Young  and  J.  Taylor,  and  by  their 
successors.  W.  Woodruff,  L.  Snow  and 
J.  T.  Smith.  In  various  Mormon  meet- 
ing-houses from  Idaho  to  Arizona,  he 
heard  the  system  set  forth  by  many 
of  its  chief  apostles,  bishops  and  eld- 
ers. He  has  also  studied  the  chief 
official  books  of  Mormonism  and  num- 
bers uf  paniphleln  by  Mormon  officials. 
His  standpoint  is  that  of  friendly  sym- 
pathy and  good-will  towards  the 
people  under  their  Mormon  rulers, 
whose  sincerity  he  does  not  question. 
But  since  Mormonlsm  keeps  about 
2000  missionaries  in  the  United  States, 
propagating  thia  most  erroneoua  and 
harmful  system,  organizing  Mormon 
meetings  and  separating  families,  pat- 
riotic and  Christian  people  need  to 
have  a  clear  idea  of  what  Mormonlsm 
really  Is,  and  of  the  shameful  way 
in  which  It  dishonors  the  Bible  and 
Christianity,  so  that  they  can  help  to 
protect  their  own  communities  from 
the.  curse.  I  condense  tho  paator'a 
statements,  and  thank  you  for  per- 
forming a  great  service  on  behalf  of 
the  public  In  granting  the  Accessary 
space. 

The  Origin  of  tbe  Syatem 

As  an  organisation  It  dates  from 
April,  1830.  About  this  time  the  Book 
of  Mormon  waa  published  and  on  April 
8,  18 SO,  the  Mormon  "Church"  was 
organized  with  aix  members,  in  Fay- 
ette, Seneca  County,  N.Y.  The  first 
aource  of  its  origin  was  a  group  of 
three  designing  men,  who  put  theli^ 
profane  wits  together  to  palm  of  Chrla- 
humanity  this  crude,  bogus  and  man- 
inade  system  under  the  garb  of  dirls- 
tlan  phraseology.  Most  people  regard 
Joseph  Pmith  as  the  originator  of  tho 
Mormon  system.  But  facts  are  solid 
against  this.  He  was  Ignorant,  illiter- 
ate and  hardly  able  to  read  till  man- 
hood*. He  knew  practically  nothing 
about  tho  Bible,  accordlpg  to  his 
mother's  statement,  ..nd  there  Is  no 
trustworthy  evidence  In  his  life  and 
conduct   that   he   was   pioua   In   heart. 

A  nominally  religious  man,  however 
erratic  he  might  be,  who  had  studied 
theology,  was  needed  to  urive  the  bogus 
aystem  some  kind  of  religious  setting. 
The  only  man  connected  with  the 
achemfc  from  Its  beginning,  long  before 
tho  public  organization,  who  had  such 
quallfleation,  was  the  Rev.  Sidney 
RIgdon.  About  1819,  at  the  age  of 
26,  he  was  ordained  as  a  Baptist  min- 
ister, and  In  1821  became  pastor  of  a 
small  church  in  Pittsburg.  He  was  an 
interesting  speaker,  but  very  erratic, 
and  conatantly  presented  many  wild 
and  startling  theoriea  w^ich  unset- 
>tled  the  people.  In  1824  he  was  ex- 
(lelled  from  the  Baptist  denomination. 
About  two  years  later  he.  became  a 
minister  with  the  CampbelUtes,  and 
catne  under  the  influence  hf  that 
ftrong  man,  Alexancicr  Campbell.  But 
RIgdon  quarrelled  with  Campbell,  and 
argued  that  If  the  latter  Could  secure 
fame  and  power  by  drga'ntxlng  a  now 
church,  ho.  RIgdon,  could  gfeln  greater 
celebrity  and  authority  by  giving  to 
the  .world  a  'new  revelation<  and  a  new 
roliglon  through  the  Book  Of  Mormon. 
The  two  men  who  asslated  RIgdon  in 
working  out  this  scheme  were  P.  P. 
Pratt,  who  later  became  on^  of  the 
twelve  apoRtlca;  and  J.  Smith.  Pratt 
furnished  the  mental  and  moral  auda- 
city necessary,  and  Smith  the  avari- 
cious cunning  which  enablad  him 
so  completely  to  commercialise  the 
whole  affair  that  most  of  the  profit 
and  of  the  ecclesiastical  power  fell 
Into  his  handa.  His  place  was  aub- 
ordlnato  only  until  RIgdon  eould  put 
the  spurloua  Book  of  Mormon  Into  Ita 
present  ahap«T  But  aa  soon  aa  the 
church  was  organised.  Smith  seised 
tho  reins  of  power  and  rode  rough- 
shod over  all  opposition  until  his  death 
In  1844.  The  kind  of  man  Pratt  was 
la  ahown  -try  the  fact  that  he  was 
killed  In  18l>7  at  tha  muzala  of  a  shot- 
gun by  an  enraged  husband,  whooe 
wife  Pratt  had  induced  to  desert  her 
home  and  children  to  go  to  Utah  as 
one  of  his  plural  wives.  These  three 
unprincipled  men  were  the  fabricators 
of  tha  Mormon  system. 

CiMmcttTlatlcs  of  Mormonlam 

It  flatly  Gontmdieta  tha  fundamental 
principles  of  representative  govern* 
Toant  by  Inalatlng  that  priaathood  gov- 
ernment In  civil  affairs  Is  the  only 
rightful  government  In  the  U.  8.  or 
In  any  other  country.  Apostle  OrsoA 
Pratt  (Wk>rks.  p.  41)  writes:  "The 
kingdom  of  God  (tbe  Mormon  priest- 
hood) Is  an  order  of  government  estab* 
llabad  by  Divine  authority.  All  other 
govamments  are  Illegal  and  unauth- 
orlnad.  Any  people  governing  them- 
aatves  by  their  own  laws  and  officials 
aro  In  direct  raballton  against  tha 
kingdom  of  Ond."  Nothlaa  Is  Mt 
andona  ta  magnify  tha  pvwer  of  tha 
piiaathaoi  and  the  paopio  ara  toaght 
that  ta  Isabsy  tha  prlaathaad  Is  to 
Ood.

tare  of  Oa4.  a»d  taaehsa  that  Adam  i« 
tba  godi  aff  "thin  w4ivt«L  It  ganlea 
Chrim'a  aton«aiaat  for  aor  ^nc.  To 
gat  rid  ut  thorn  wa  must  a#»pt  the 
tanehlng.  forma  and  ordtnanceo  of  the 
Ifonnon  Churrb,  with  -t^  multiplied 
baptisms  fof  the  dead.  Mormonlam  is 
thus  a  daUbarate  counterfait  of  Chris- 
tlnnlty,  latandad  to  daoalva  the  igaor- 
aat. 

It  triea  to  palm  off  on  tho  world 
a  oauntarfalt  prophet  in  Jaaeph  Smith: 
Hb  had  all  the  marks  of  a  falsa  pro- 
phet. In  prophetic  timaa  what  werq 
tha  nkailcs  of  a  true  mauthpteoa  jtt 
tha  Deity?  He  waa  a  aaan  of  pure 
Ufa,  aplrltuaKmlndad.  ao  that  he  eould 
raoalvo  apirltual  truth  and  coramunl- 
cata  It.^  He  was  loyal  to  God.  and 
navar  mada  marehandlse  of  his  affce. 
J.  Smith  waa  the  very  opposite  of  this. 
He  waa  immoral  and  wicked,  aa  we 
shall  soon  see,  and  constantly  made' 
marohandlaa  of  his  pretended  pro- 
phetic power,  ao  that  it  brouglit  him 
houaea  and  lands,  valuable  corner  lota 
and  lucrative  offices,  such  aa  thar  of 
mayor,  magistrate.  Judge,  etc.,  etc., 
and  the  nomination  to  be  preaident. ' 

The  Morroona  arc  sadly  deceived  by 
hla  autobiography,  written  in  1888. 
He  Bays  that  when  fifteen  he  waa  a 
pious,  pnfying  youth.  What  do  his 
immedjate  neighbors  say?  There  is 
no  lack  of  evidence.  Pomeroy  Tucker, 
editor  of' the  Wayne  Sentinel,  at  Pal- 
myra, where  the  Smith  family  lived, 
and  on  whose  prem  the  first  edition  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon  waa  printed, 
aaya:  "At  this  period  (1820-I8S0)  in 
the  life  and  career  of  Joe  Smith,  Jr„ 
and  the  Smith  family  they  were  known 
as  an  illiterate,  whiskey-drinking.  Irre- 
ilgtoua  race  of  people,  the  junior 
Joseph  being  unanlmoualy  voted  the 
laxleat  and  most  worthless  of  the  geii- 
In  1833  sixty-two  residents 
of  Palmyra  made  affidavit  to  the  fol- 
lowing statements:  "We,  the  under- 
signed, have  known  the  Smith  family 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  aay  that  we 
conaider  them  destitute  of  that  moral 
character  which  ought  to  entitle  them 
to  the  respect  of  any  community.  J. 
Smith,  St.,  and  bis  son  Joseph,  were 
in  particular  addicted  to  vicious 
habits."  There  Is  much  more  similar 
evidence. 

Mormonlsm  tries  to  palm  off  on  the 
world  a  counterfeit  Bible;  8ct8  it  forth 
as  a  revelation  from  God  on  the  same 
level  with  our  BlWe,  and  places  the 
two  aide  by  side  in  the  Mormon  pulpit. 
Whence  came   this  book? 

Let  all  that  lying  yam  of  J.  Smith, 
.Tr.,  about  an  angel  disclosing  to  him 
the  box  hidden  In  the  hilt  of  Cumoraht 
N.  Y.,  on  whose  golden  plates,  in  tha 
"reformed  Egyptian  language,"  waa 
contained  the  material  out  of  which  he 
tranalated  the  Book  of  Mormon — let 
all  that  bo  cut  out.  There  was  no 
angel.  The  only  plates  J.  S.  ever  dug 
out  of  the  hill  of  Cumorah  we^e  put 
there  by  hlmaelf-  or  his  agents.  The 
real  facts  about  the  origin  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  are  these:  In  1808  the 
Rev.  S.  Spaulding  settled  in  Conneaut, 
N.E.  Ohio.  He  wiyi  a  man  of  educa- 
tion, having  graduated  from  the  Dart- 
mouth College,  N.  H.,  In  1785.  He 
studied  theology  and  was  for  many 
years  a  minister  in  Weatern  New  York, 
but  resigned  and  aought  tp  eatabllah 
an  Iron  foundry  in  Conneaut.  Being 
fond  of  Bible  literature  and  religious 
romance  and  archaeology,  he  became 
interested  In  the  many  Indian  mounds 
in  that  region,  and  eapeclally  in  their 
bulldera.  '  Thia  led  him  to  plan  a  re- 
ligious romance,  in  which  he  brought 
a  colony  of  the  "Lpst  Tribes"  to  the 
U.  8.,  where  ihey  developed  into  two 
nations,  the  Nephites  and  the  Laman- 
ttes.  The  Book  of  Mormon,  composed 
of  fifteen  different  books,  gives  an 
account  of  their  wanderings,  battles, 
etc.  Now  ten  Intelligent  witnesses 
have  stated  over  their  affidavits  in 
1833  that  about  1811-12  they  heard  S. 
Spaulding  read  a  religious  story  of  his. 
trying  to  show  that  the  American  In- 
diana dsacend  from  the  Lost  Tribes. 
They  remembered  the  quaint  phrase- 
ology and  the  queer  names,  Lehi, 
Nephl,  Moroni,  etc.  The  expression, 
"And  It  came  to  pass"  occurred  so 
often  that  tha  boya  nicknamed  Spauld- 
ing "Old  Come-to-Pass."  When  the 
Book  of  Mormon  was  published,  the 
witnesses  identified  at  once  the  aueer 
names,  etc.  When  Squire  AVrlght 
heard  the  Book  of  Mormon  read  in 
Conneaut,  he  exclaimed,  "Old  Come- 
to-Pass  has  come  to  life  again." 
Here  folow  the  ten  witnesses'  names, 
one  of  whom  was  Artemas  Cunning- 
ham of  Geaugo  County,  who  visited 
Spaulding  in  1811  to  collect  debt.  S. 
showed  him  a  atory  ho  waa  writing 
about  the  Lost  Tribes,  and  C.  spent 
half  the  night  listening  to  it.  When 
the  Book  of  Mormon  appeared  he 
recognized  that  in  outline  It  waa  the 
name  as  Spauldtng's  romance.  The 
evidence  clearly  shows  that  one  of 
Spauldlng's  manuscripts.  called 
"Manuscript  found."  formed  the  basis 
of  the  Book  of  Mormo.i. 

'just  when  RIgdon,  Pratt  and  Smith 
first  met  and  concocted  the  dishonest 
scheme  of  the  burled  plate  Is  not  clear, 
pjrobably  about  1827.  A  strenuous 
attempt  has  been  made  to  ahow  tliat 
RIgdon  and  Pratt  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  until  its  pub- 
lication, and  they  went  through  the 
wretched  farce  of  pretending  to  be 
converted  to  Mormo-iism  afterwards, 
whereas  the  evidence  shows  that  they 
both  had  schenved  for  years  past  to 
publish  it.     What  a  set  of  docelvcrs! 

The  ono  Iniportatn  fact  is  the  plag- 
iarism of  the  Jtook  of  Mormon  from 
the  Spaulding  romance  entitled 
"Manuscript  found."  It  Is  not  spe- 
cially Ihiportant  to  know  who  edited 
tha  story  and  developed  it  into  the 
present  Book  of  Mormon.  But  all  the 
evidence  points  only  to  8.  RIgdon.  It 
shows  that  a  copy  of  the  Spaulding 
manuscript  was  In  the  printing  office 
of  Pattsrson  *  Lambdin  In  Pittsburg, 
long  after  1814,  that  RIgdon  and 
Lambdin  were  on  Intimate  terma  from 
ltl8  till  Lambdin'a  death  In  August, 
1826;  that,  for  more  than  two  years 
before  the  publication  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  RIgdon  had  spoken  to  his 
friends  about  the  coming  publlcatK^n 
of  a  book  from  golden  pkftes,  which 
would  produce  a  great  rellgioua  revol- 
ution. During  those  two  yeara  RIgdon 
was  preaching  wild  and  startling  doc- 
trlneo.  aftarwarda  found  In  tha  Book 
of  Mormon.  He  daaerves  credit,  how- 
ever, for  making  the  Book  condemn 
polygamy,  which  brought  him  Into 
sharp  conflict  with  3.  8mlth  and  his 
auecaasor.  Brtgham  Young.

Frank  Hoyt  Taken  by  Detec- 
tives Few  Hours  Before  He 
Was  to  Lead  Girl  to  Altar- 
May  Fice  Several  Charges. 


On  the  eve  of  his  wedding,  which 
was  scheduled  to  take  place  last 
night  .at  a  downtown  hotel,  l>'rank 
Hoyt,  alias  Harold  F.  Bobbins,  was 
arrested  last  night  at  6  o'clock  by 
I>etectlve  Inspector  G.  M.  Perdue  and 
Detective  Blcilano,  and  booked  at 
police  headquarters  on  a  charge  .  of 
forgery.  In  his  posseeston  when 
searched  were  six  cheques,  all  made 
out  and  stamped  similar  to  that  upon 
which  the  charge  was  laid,  and  ap- 
parently only  his  arrest  had  pre- 
vented   him    from   cashing   them. 

Hoyt  also  had  in  his  possession  the 
wedding  ring  which  was  to  have  been 
given  to  his  bride-to-be  at  the  cere- 
mony, arrangements  for  which  he 
had  made.  The  mlnkster  had  been 
engaged  and  licence  secured,  but  the 
abrupt  entry  of  the  police  oITlcers 
into    his    affairs   spoiled    the   romance. 

Hoyt,  It  is  alleged,  passed  '  a 
cheque  for  |70  upon  Mr.  N.  Ken- 
nedy, of  the  Victoria  Feed  Company, 
yesterday  morning.  Tho  cheque  pur- 
ported to  be  drawn  by  C.  W.  AVhlt- 
takor.  payable  to  Harold  F.  Robblna 
and  endorsed  b.\'  the  latter.  Ho 
scoured  125  in  canli.  Later  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy i^scertalnod  tho  <'heque  was  a 
'forgery  and  reported  the  matter  to 
tho  police,  giving  a  doMcrlption  of 
tho  man  who  passed  it.  The  iiollce 
uliimatel.v  located  Hoyt  at  a  down- 
town hotel,  but  he  was  out.  T.Ater 
thoy  were  on  hand  when  ho  returned 
to  the  hotel,  and  placed  him  under 
ai-re.st. 

At  fli.st  Hoyt  denied  strenuously 
th.it  he  had  |>n^<Hod  any  cheque,  but 
wl'ion,  in  tho  course  of  the  search 
of  \\\n  person,  the  six  other  cheques, 
similar  in  all  respects  to  that  passed 
upon  Mr.  Kennedy,  wercj  biought  to 
light  ho  admitted  he  had  ca-^hed  the 
c-heque  on  Jdr.  Kennedy.  As  far  as 
he  could  rememhpr  ho  had  cashed 
sevt'i-Hl  sImHar  eheques,  securing  In 
all  about  $250.  In  his  pockets  was 
found  I  ins  In  cash.  He  had  pur- 
chased the  wedding  ring  and  a  quan- 
tity of  new  clothes  and,  apparently, 
he  was  determined  to  start  his  mar-  ' 
riod    life    with    ready    cash    In    hand. 

So  far  the  police  have 'not  heard 
from  any  other  Individuals  or  firms 
upon   whom   Hoyt  passed   chejjues. 

Hoyt,  who  has  been  In  the  army, 
has  been  In  Victoria'  for  about-  three 
months^  and  was  employed  by  Mrs. 
Whlttaker,  Admirals  Road.  Ho  Is 
about  2  4  >'ear«  of  age.  He  will  be 
arraigned  In  tho  police  court  tomor- 
row morning.

A  small  but  Interesting  display  of 
water  colors  painted  by  exhibitors  of 
the  noyal  Water  Color  Society  and  of 
the  Royal  InsUtute  of  Water  Colors 
ha«  attracted  the  attention  of  visitors 
at  the  Bomers'  Art  QaltcrlM  durinff 
tho  pa«t  few  days,  and  during  the 
present  week  the  pictures  will  be  left 
on  view  for  any  who  wish  to  Inspect 
them.  The  collection,  which  is  quite 
choice,  although  tho  numbers  exhibit- 
ed are  so  few,  contuiriB  some  delight- 
ful Cornish  Coast  scenee  by  J.  C.  Uren: 
two  or  three  Surrey  cottages  and 
landscapes,  by  Harry  Lawee,  which 
rflve  an  impression  of  wholesome  mel- 
lowed sunshine;  and,  by  way  of  con- 
trast, some  street  scones  in  Cairo,  In 
which  tho  artist,  l-'.  Catano,  portrays 
with  masterly  expression  the  thin  yet 
brilliant  eolorful  and  warm  atmos- 
rlMre  of  the  Lower  Nile. 

There  are  examplea  of  the  most 
modorji  roHllstlc  school,  and  plctur- 
e««iue  fflittipsea  of  the  ftflhlhg-folk  of 
some  Of  the  Utile  fusr1>orH  Rl>out  Eng- 
land.

Every  boxing  fan  who  could  by 
hook  or  crook  squeeze  hlmaelt  Into 
the  Cryatal  Theatre  was  present  last 
night  to  witness  the  fine  card  of 
international  events  which  Billy 
Daviea  and  Harry  Boyd  had  arranged 
as  the  wind>up  of  the  Royal  Week 
sporting  programme,  and  every  last 
one  of  them  voted,  that  there  wae 
not  a  duU  minute  throughout  the 
evening. 

Poaelbly  the  greatest  attraction  was 
the  aoheduled  heavyweight  go  be- 
tween Tommy  Woodhouae,  of  Seattle, 
and  Charlie  Smith,  of  Victoria,  and 
the  mill  was  well  worth  seeing  aa 
an  inetruetlve  picture  of  the  differ- 
ence between  the  British  and  the 
American  styles  for  big  fellows.

The  train  at  last  made  up  its  mind 
to  move  from  where  It  was  standing 
by  the  side  of  one  of  the  five  Esthon- 
ian  armored  trains. .  composed  of  an 
enclne.  one  armored  truck  with  a 
naval  qulckflrlng  gun  and  two  smaller 
weapons  set  in  It,  and  for  the  rest 
converted  covered  trucks  where  the 
men  live,  making  themselves  comfort- 
able enough,  with  even  a  piano  for 
solace — the  train  made  up  Its  mind  to 
move. and  took  me  into  Pskott  (171 
miles  southwest  of  Petrograd),  having 
accomplished  106  miles  In  twenty 
hours. 

Pskott,  one  of  the  oldest  towns  la 
Russia.,  with  Its  mediaeval  arallfi  and 
churches  and  Its  relics  of  *salnts  and 
heroes,  has  by  no  means  recovered 
from  the  rule  of  the  Bolsheviks  thaf 
came  to  an  Inglorious  end  In  the  last 
week  of  May.  Not  that  much  material 
damage  was. done,  save  to  the  great 
bridge  that  stands  unrepaired,  with  Its 
amuBhed  arch  dangling,  but  that 
economically  the  town  has  been  left 
In  a  pitiable  plight.  tt  possesses 
nupierous  factories:  the  Bolsheviks 
kept  them  working  on  the  material 
that  was  found  in  stock. 

Leaving,  they  took  all  the  remains 
of  the  raw  material  with  them.  Now. 
most  of  the  factories  stand  Idle,  tliere 
Is  no  raw   material.       There     Is  no

There  la  no 
currency  to  pay  waves  with,  even  if 
they  were  voing. 

Financially  Pskott  lives  by  the. old 
imperial  Russian — so-caUed  "Nicolss" 
— money,  and  must  pay  with  this  for 
everything  that  it  bujis  from  Esthonla, 
seeing  that   the   Kerensky   money,   or 
"Kerenkies,"  that     circulates     within 
the  borders  of  the  freed  Russian  Qoy- 
ernment,  is  not  accepted  beyond  them. 
If  no  help  were  at  hand,  within,  a 
few  weeks  Pskott  would  have  nothing, 
since  Nicolas  money  once   paid   away 
is     irreplaceable.        Fortunately     new 
Russian  paper  money,  guaranteed  by 
Admiral    Koltchak's    very    substantial 
gold   reserve,  is  being  at   last  priiited 
at  Stockholm  for  the  use  of  the  arn-.y 
and  the     frontal     region;      though   It 
would   be   highly  desirable   as  propa- 
ganda If  the  Allies  would  also  guar- 
antee it,  or  a  further  ^ue  when  ic- 
quired,    and    make    certain    that    Es- 
thonla will  accept  It  aa  currency; 
Hunoyeomb  erf  Staff  Jobs 
Such   dlfflcuitiea  are   aggravated'by 
the  cessation     of     work     for  factory 
hands   and    for    the   crowd    of    yourg 
men  and  women  whom  the  Bolshev- 
Ibts,  according  to  wont,   employed   In 
their    honeycomb   of   bureaux,    payln? 
with  lavish  "keirepkles":  and  there  Is 
consequent    depression.      The    mayor, 
an   engineer   and   a  non-party  Boclal- 
ist,  told  me  that  the  people  have  f*w 
political      convlcUona.        They      havo 
hungered    too   much.      Whoever   gave 
them   bread,    him   would   they  follow; 
and    the    ceaseleaa    Bolshevist    prop>i- 
ganda  Is     not     without     effect.     Tho 
Americans   distribute    flour    and    pork 
to   the   children — before      that      these 
starved  too — and  flour  to  the  popula- 
tion, but,   owing     to     delays     on  the 
Esthonlan    railways,    there   have   been 
periods   of   great   shortage.     When    I 
arrived,   flour,  according  to   the   civil- 
ian Inhabitants,   had     not     been  dlv 
tributed  to  them  for  a  fortnight. 

Pskott  has  its  hero,  and  a  remark- 
able one  he  Is.  Half  tho  people  adore, 
h^lf  hate  him.  He  Is  the  antl-BoI- 
shevlst  General  Balahovieh,  and  he  Is 
bdored  and  hated.  For  he  is  a  born 
leader  of  irregulars  and  has  all  their 
virtues  and.  It  must  be  confessed, 
many  of  their  faults. 

While  he  knows  every  soldier  in  hid 
detachment  by  name  and  the  pop  j- 
lace  runs  out  to  cheer  him  as 
•Daddy"  Balahovieh.  there  are  re- 
spectable citlxens  who  look  forward 
to  the  day  when  the  fi-ont  will  have 
moved  from  Pskott.  Among  other 
habits,  he  used  to  havo  traitors 
hanged  In  public. 

One  day.  It  Is  said,  he  was  preser.t 
when  a  man  condemned  to  death 
cried  out,  Duddy.  daddy,  I'm  not 
making  any  tuan,  but  I  want  you  to 
know  that  you  are  hanging  an  Inno- 
cent man." 

Balahovieh  went  close  and  looked 
into  the  fellow's  eyea.  "Are  you  In- 
nocent r"  he  askod. 

"Yes,"  answered   the  other.. 

"Do  you  swear  It?" 

"Tes,  yes.  I  swear  U!** 

"Ooodl"  said  Balahovieh.  "I  psr- 
don  yeu.  You  shall  be  my  peraonni 
servant." 

And  the  two  went,  off  together 
through  the  cheering  crowd.  Huoh 
tricks  are  smuslng  to  the  populsm 
but  not  good  for  tho  morals  of  h  town 
populHtlon.  and  the  whole  procoduie 
has  been  stopped.

ment started  with  120  men,  and 
ewelled  till  at  one  time  it  numbered 
several  thousand.  A  good  friendship 
exists  between  Balahovieh  and  the 
Ssthonian  commanders,  but,  despite 
natural  gratitude  to  them  both,  there 
are  persons  who  do  not  love  the  lat- 
ter, much  more  than  the  former. 
They  treated  the  town  too  much  as 
their  personal  conquest,  and  In  tho^e 
days,  it  Is  alleged,  many  articles  of 
use   and    oi-nament   disappeared. 

In  particular  the  hospitals  are  com- 
plainants. Everybody  has  robbed 
them — flrst  the  Germans,  then  the 
Bolsheviks,  then,  they  all  allege  with 
one  voice,  the  Esthonlans.  The  re- 
sult U  horrible.  At  the  best  hospital 
In  the  town,  reserved  for  the  sovero- 
ly  wounded,  there  Is  hardly  any 
chloroform,  ether,  methylated  spirits, 
or  lint,  nor  any  real  soap,  but  a  llqu*il 
boiled  down  from  the  remains  of  that 
article.  Wounds  are  'dressed  at  the 
front  with  any  rag  that  comes  to 
hand.  In  another  hospital  there  is 
no  soap  for  the  patients;  It  has  to  bo 
kept  to  wash  the  old  dressings  and 
bandages,  or  there  would  be  none  o^ 
them.  In  all  Pskott  there  Is  no  cot- 
ton-wool, and  in  its  stead  Is  used  a 
hard  material,  the  refuse  from  thd 
worklng-up   of  flax. 

Fortunately,  In  this  respect  there 
Is  help  at  hand.  Three  hospitals  com- 
plete for  200  men  each  have  arrived 
in  Reval  Harbor,  a  magniflcent  gift 
containing  1.000  packing-cases  from 
the  Canadian  Red  Cross,  and  '  12 
motor-ambulances  presented  through 
General  Sir  Hubert  Gough;  and  the 
news  that  the  British  Red  Cross  has 
nominated  Mr.  Clayton  Woodehouse, 
well  known  as  one  of  the  able  and 
sympathetic  staff  of  the  British  Con- 
sulate in  Petrograd,  is  highly  ap- 
proved by  Russians. — John  Pollock, 
In  The  London  Daily  Mail.

Bvery 
effort  to  get  In,  every  effort  to  stay 
In — but  for  the  public  Interest  rto 
endeavor.  Cannot,  In  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  a  higher  plane-  of 
political  effort  be  attempted?  At  the 
coming  Provincial  election,  and  It  Is  i 
not  far  away,  surely  there  must  bo 
one  man  In  the  Province  honest 
enough  to  carry  to  the  people  this 
question,  shall  the  liberty  of  the  sub- 
lect  maintain  In  Canada?

A  Lincolnshire  Lad . 

Between  sixty  and  fifty  years  ago  a  little  lad  set 
out  from  a  humble  but  cotrifortable  home  for  school 
In  the  village  of  Wetbourne  in  Lincolnshirci  <tng- 
2«nd.  On  fine  evenings  and  on  holidays  he  played 
'on  the  green  with  tlie  village  boys  or  watched  the 
games  of  the  men.  He  was  a  working  man's  son, 
strong  and  sturdy,  but  obedient,  industrious,  per- 
severing and  ambitibus.,  His  name,  as  may  be 
seen  on  the  first  page  new  register  of  the  old  and 
beautiful  church  of  St  Chad,  was  William  Robert 
Robertaon,  boru  in  1860,  the  child  of  Thomas  C. 
Robertson  and  Mrs.  A,  Robertson.     ,  - 

Hia  father  and  mother  were  fine  people  and  de- 
termined that  their  little  son  should  have  every  ad- 
vantage which  the  son  of  a  working  man  in  those 
days  could  enjoy.  At  home  his*  mother  taught  Wil- 
liam to  be  obedient,  jjunctual,  honest,  persevering 
and  to  love  his  Bible.  "SIve  was  a  splendid  mother," 
her  son  tells  us,  "pious,  religious  and  affectionate." 

The  Robertson  home  was  chosen  as  the  residence 
of  Rev.  Canon  F.  A.  Leslie  Melville  while  the  new 
rectory  was  being  built.  William  was  treated  kind- 
ly by  the  clergyman  and  the  friendship  then  bcgqn 
lasted  to  the  close  of  Canon  Melville's  life. 

At  school  young  Robertson  worked  hard.  What 
seems  to  have  attracted  the  greatest  notice  am^ng 
his  schoolmates  was  his  fondness  f<»r  drawing.  He 
medc  pktnres  of  landscapes,  and  chaff  or  coax  as 
the  nihfT  boys  might,  they  could  not  persuade 
William  to  lay  aside  his  pencil  till  he  had  finished 
the  task  he  had  set  himself.  Little  did  any  of  the 
merry  group  think  in  those  days  that  in  India. 
Central  Asia.  South  Africa  and  in  France  William 
Robertson's  keenness  of  observation  and  skill  iii 
recording  what  he  saw  would  sierve  his  country  well 
and  save  many  lives.  His  masters  encouraged  their 
promising  pupil  to  make  maps,  which  were  the 
pride  of  the  school.  « 

A  composition  written  when  he  was  thirteen  and 
preserved  by  Canon  Melville  ahows  that  the  fntnre 
general  could  use  words  as  well  aa  his  pencil  to 
make  a  picture.     Here  it  is:  ,,, 

Stvrai  at  Wctboumt  tad  Ndghborbottd  *' 
On  the  11th  day  of  July.  1872.  there  was  a  fear- 
f«l  storm  at  Welboume  and  neighborh(y>d.  It  be- 
gan at  4  o'clock  at  night.  The  rain  fell  in  torrvnts 
till  J  o'clock.  Then  there'  was  a  tremcndoas  whirl, 
wiad,  which  sUrted  at  Fnlbeck  and  nsade  drcadfvl 


havoc  in  Colonel  Fane's  garden  and  also  broke 
down  some  of  his  glass  houses. 

"Then  it  went  to  Leadenham  and  tore  trees  up 
by  the  roots  and  uprooted  part  of  the  goods  shed, 
the  slates  flying  in  all  directions.  It  then  went  be- 
low the  (railway)  line,  jiist  missing  the  village,  and 
tearing  up  trees  and  breaking  off  branches;  from 
thence  in  thi.s  direction  to  Coleby. 

"Then  ensued  torrents  of  rain  and  loud  cracks  of 
thunder,  and  the  lightning  was  most  fearful.        ^ 

"William  Robertson." 
At  fourteen  it  was  necessary  for  the  lad  to  leave 
school  and  go  to  work.  The  good  rector  helped 
him  to  continue  his  studies  and  Mrs.  .Melville 
taught  him  French,  the  first  of  many  foreign 
languages  he  has  learned  with  ease.  P'or  three 
years  William  worked  hard,  studying  among  other 
things  shorthand  and  topography.  When  he  was 
seventeen  the  youth  enlisted  as  a  common  soldier, 
greatly  to  the  distress  of  his  family,  for  in  those 
days  it  was  very  hard  indeed  for  a  soldier  to  rise  to 
oflSccr'.s  rank,  or  after  he  ha'd  served  his  time  to  be- 
come a  useful  citizen. 

Boys  and  girls  who  want  to  know  how  Sir  Wil- 
liam Robertson  made  his  way.  up  the  long  ladder 
that  led  to  a  lieutenant's  commission  and  how  he 
has  served  his  country  in  the  thirty  years  that  fol- 
lowed Nhould  get  "Sir  William  Robertson."  I.y  C.

Franklin  Lcvirs  carried  off  the  honor  in 
the  Boys'  Central  and  Eunice  Chong  in  the  Girls' 
Central  School.  Inez  Smith  was  head  of  the  school 
at  Oaklands,  near  the  northern  border  of  the  city. 
In  the  east  end  .also  girls  were  most  successful, 
Jessie  Stott  gaining  first  place  in  Margaret  Jenkins 
and  Lorna  Jones  in  N^oss  Strret  School. 

.Ml  tliese  pupils  are  now  beginning  at  the  lowest 
rung  of  the  latlder  in  the  High  School.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  watch  their  progress  from  year  to 
year.  The  Colonist  wishes  them  all  a  happy  and 
useful  future.

.'  .:.^Yqu,  h«v«  have  often  admired  the  beautiful  rain- 
4>aw>ih>>the 'frky  during  a  sharp  shower  on  a  silnny 

,  <lay,'  but  you  liskve  probably  never  realized  that  the 
Vajnbow  you 'sec  is  your  very  own;  that  it  belohgs 
to  you  and  that  no  other  person  in  the  world  has 

eyerjseon  ,it,  or  can  ever  sec  it.  With  a '^  million 
people- in  London  looking  up  and  seeing  a  rainbow, 
Wjp,  can  dijf  truthfully  that  there  arc  a  million  rain- 
bows, for  no  two  people  ever  see  the  same  rain- 
bow. To, understand  this  we  must  know  something 
of, how.  the  rainbow  is  formed,"  says  a  writer  in  The 
Children's  Friend,  and  then  proceeds  to  give  the 
following    interesting   explanation: 

If  We  take  a   prism,  that   is.  a  triangular  piece  of

clear,  glass,  sucfi  as  we  find  on  the  old-fashioned 
ornaments  tliat  once  stood  on  mantelpieces,  ;ind  let 
the  .sun  shine  througli  it  we  see  a  number  of 
beautiful  colors.  These,  examined  carefully,  will  be 
found  alw.nys  to  run  in  the  same  order,  namely, 
violet,  indigo,  blue,  green,  yellow,  orange,  red,  and 
they  are  caused  by  the  breaking  up  of  the  sunlight. 
Ordinary  white  daylight  is  really,  made  up  of  these 
seven  colors. 

Xow,  when  rain  is  falling  during  sunshine  every 
drop  acts  as  a  tiny  prism  and  breaks  up  the  light; 
but  instead  of  the  rays  passing  through  they  are  re- 
flected back  from  tlie  farside  of  the  drops  of  rain 
and  thus  we  see  a  rainbow.  The  reflection  always 
conies  to  us  from  the  rain  falling  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  sky  from  •  that  in  which  the  sun  is 
shining. 

It  is  very  evident  that  wherever  we  stand  we 
must  be  looking  through  a  different  set  of  rain- 
drops from  those  which  any  other  person  sees,  no 
matter  bow  near  he  stands  to  us.  and  therefore  the 
rainrbow  wo  see  is  made  by  different  raindrops 
from  those  which  make  up  the  bow  seen  by  our 
friend.  It  is  indeed  a  wonderful  thought  that  of 
all  the  countries  millions  of  people  who  have  seen 
rainbows  for  thousands  of  years,  no  two  have  ever 
seen  the  same  rainbow.  The  position  of  the  rain- 
bow in  the  sky  is  detcrmnicd  by  the  height  of  the 
sun  and  the  slope  of  its  rays. 

.\t  one  place  in  the  island  of  Ceylon  there  is  a 
perpetual  rainbow,  seen  from  June  to  November, 
cau,scd  by  th^  brilliant  sun  shining  through  a 
drizzling  rahi  that,,  owing  to  curious  atmospheric 
conditions  and  a  peculiar  mountain  formation,  is 
constantly  faling  witliin  a  mile  or  two  of  country 
where  the  sun  shines  from  a  cloucHo»s  sky.  The 
rain  is  caused  by  clou<ls  of  white  fog  pouring 
through  a  gap  in  the  mountains  from  ,  a  moist 
valley  below. 


Killing  Condors 

In  his  book.  "Bird  Lore."  .Mr.  Frank  M.  Chavuiian 
describes  the  destruction  of  the  great  condor  of  the 
.\ndcs.  He  met  in  the  .\rgentinc  Andes  a  man  who 
had  killed  sijctcen  thousand  of  these  mountain  birds. 
Some  lie  had  shot,  some  he  trapped  in  nets,  others 
be  bought. 

This  hunter  was  only  one  of  many  who  risked 
their  lives  in  order  to  obtain  the  large  quills  some 
l.idics  use  as  ornaments  for  their  hats.  There  are 
eighty-four  feathers  in  the  wings  and  tail  of  one 
condor  and  these  arc,  sold  in  Paris,  or  were  before 
the  war.  for  twenty  dollars.  The  result  is  that  for 
thousands  of  miles  scarcely  a  condor  is  to  be  seen. 

The  condor,  though  an  ugly,  is  said  to  be  a  very 
useful  bird.  Like  our  gulls,  it  acts  as  a  scavenger, 
only  killing  living  animals  when  forced  to  do  so  by 
hunger.  The  United  States  prohibits  the  importa- 
tion of  condors"  feathers.  Mr.  Chapman  and  other 
naturalists  believe  it  will  be  a  great  misfortune  if 
all  the  condors  in  South  America  are  destroyed. 

The  governments  of  Great  Britain  and  Canada, 
as  well  as  the  United  States  an4  other  coumrics. 
are  striving  to  save  the  lr%e8  of  the  birds  which  are 
still  left  in  the  world.  That  is.wby  the  wearing  of 
feathers  as  ornaments  has  gone  out  of  fashion. 
Perhaps  when  little  girls  grow  up  they  wll  be  kind 
and  ^vise  eiiough  to  refuse  to  allow  birds  to  l>e 
destroyed  that  they  may  wear  plumage  in  their 
hat.s.  Then  the  condor  will  be  safe  in  his  moun- 
tain home  and  prettier  birds  can  live  in  the  woods 
and  orchards  of  the  world  wtihout  fear  of  man. 


CARRIER  PIGEONS 


The -pigeons  tv!m  during  the  war  flew'over  t^ie 
bsttlrlrelds  carryinp  messages  are  now  free  fo 
spend  thrir  innocent  livr^  in  Nature's  way.  N'ot 
.many  children  kn<»w  that  England  alone  employed 
80,000  of  these  valuable  auxiliaries.  The  army  and 
navy  and  the  .\ir  I'orcc  all  were  as.tiMed  by  the 
wonderful  little  creatures  whosr  nncTring  instinct 
served  the  nerds  of  war.  in  <»pite  of  the  fact  that 
the  dove  is  tlic  emblem  of  peace.  One  of  the  offi- 
cers testifies  that: 

"The  number  of  lives  .saved  by  pigeons  during  the 
war  will  never  be  known,  for  in  addition  to  the 
many  pilots  and  observers  who  have  l>cen  rescued 
from  wrecked  machines,  as  a  result  of  messages 
faithfully  delix-ered.  the  birds  have  been  used  to.  es- 
tablish communication  with  troops,  who  were  sur- 
rounded by  the  eitemy.  by  droRping  the  birds  from 
airplanes  in  baskets  allachcd  to  paraehntes." 

We  read  nf  one  having  been  wounded,  bat  for 
the  most  part  the  birds  flew  hack  and  forth  uq- 
hsrmed.  carrying  the  tiny  miss{ve»  that  told  of  the 
danger  in  which  those  were  who  sent  them  out  to 
find  their  way  home

Thiq  gave  rise  to  the  saying  that  if 
rain  falls  on  St.  Swithin's  Day  fair  weather  will  not 
return  for  fonty  days.  Other  countries  as  well  as 
England  have  saints  whose  anniversaries  arc 
anxiously  watched  by  the  simple  country  fi,ilk  who 
dreiid  a  ra?ny  Summer.  St."  Medard,  in  t'rancc,  is 
an  ciismplc. 


The  great  Fire  of  London  which  destroyed  a 
great  part  of  the  old  city  took  place  in  1666  in  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  11.  St.  Paul's  Cathcdril. 
London  Monument  and  many  other  fine  buildings 
still  to  be  seen  in  that  great  city  were  designed  by 
Sir  Christopher  Wren,  one  of  the  world's  famous

How  Spiders  Help

Spider  web  is  the  only  suitable  material  yet  dis- 
covered for  the  cross  hairs  of  surveying  instru- 
ments. Although  this  fibre  is  almost  invisible  to 
the  naked  eye,  the  powerful  lenses  of  the  telescope 
magnify  it  to  tbevsiae  of  a  map's  thumb.  Human 
hair  when  magnified  in  the  same  way  has  the  ap- 
parent dimensions  of  a  rough-hewn  lamp-post. 
Moreover,  htifflan  hair  is .  transparent  and  cross 
hairs  must  be  opaque.-'  !•      '        '-  ^ 

^  The  spiders  prodi/cc  dtirfiig-a"two-rfioifms*  VpJn- 
ning  season  thousands  of  yards  of  web.  which  is 
wound  upon  metal  frames  and  stored  away  until 
needed.  A  spider  "at  work"  dangles  In  the  air  by 
its  invi<*tble  thread,  the  upper  end  of  which  is  at- 
tached to  a  metal  wire  frame  whirled  in' the  hands 
of  a  girl.  The  girl  first  places  the  spider  on  her 
hand  until  the  protruding  end  of  the  thread  has  be- 
come attached.  When  the  spider  attempts  to  leap 
to  the  ground  she  «iuickly  attaches  the  thread  lo  the 
centr**  of  the  whirling  frame,  and  as  the  spider  pays 
out  its  web  she  wraps  it  rouHd  the  frame.  At  one 
time  she  removes  fr«nn  a  spider  several  hundred

The  spiders  arc  kept  In  a  large  riioni  Nn^ef  the 
supervision  of  three  girls  and  a  forewoman.  When 
the  little  workmen  are  not  spinning,  they  live  |n  a 
large  wooden  cage.  Flies  are  their  chief  article  of 
dirt.  Ihiring  the  Winter  nionths  the  spider  colony 
usually  dies,  and  an  entirely  new  corps  of  workmen 
must  be  rcrruiied.  Not  every  npi^tr  ^ill  do — only 
large  fat  fellows  that  .«pln  a  tough,  round  tUtread 
are  suitable.       '  *' '   ' 

The  girls  who  have  charge  of  the  spiders  arc  not 
in  the  least  bit  afraid  of  them.  On  the  contrary, 
they  regard  them  as  pets;  can  tell  them  apart,  ^nd 
often  call  them  by  nicknames  that  humorously  de- 
scribe their  appearance  or  their  peculiar  habits  of 
work. — Youth's  Companion.

c'eat  of  semi-fitted  lines  to  the  knee-length  loosely 
belted  type  with  low  waist-line.  Much  fur — in  the 
majority  of  cases  of  the  short-hair  variety — is 
used  for  wide  upstanding  collars  or  shawl  collars 
and  for  cuffs.  Fur  is  also  used  to  trim  the  suits  in 
other**  ways. 

Skirt  Length  and  Wldtbi-The  suit  skirts  are 
usually  a  yard  and  a  half  in  width  and  niade  in 
simple  straight  style,  with  patch  or  .."lot  pockets  and 
bone  buttons  as  the  only  trimming.  The  skirt  is 
usually  ankle  length,  or  an  inch  or  so  shorter. 

J$ck«t  Trimmlng-<rLarge  pockets  formed  of  a 
fold  tiirncd  back  from  the  bottom  of  the  coat  and 
fastened  with  bone  buttons  or  heavily  foraided-.are 
one  of  the  favored  ways  of  varying  the  jacket  line. 
Much  silk  braid  in  all  varieties — flat,  round,  i«pe, 
etc.— is  used,  as  also  is  silk  and  wool  embroidery  in 
self-tone  or  in  a  lighter  shade  than  the  suit  ma- 
terial. 

Fg^cs-wAll  the  fabrics  bordering  on  the  pile 
variety  arc  In  high  favor.  Duvetyn.  velours,  suede, 
cloth,  silver-tone  and  ilso  velvets  are  employed  to 
suit  manufacturers.  Serge  and  tricotine,  gaberdine 
and  poiret  twill  are  also  represented.  ^ 

Color*— The  various  shades  of  tan  and  brown.  In- 
cluding beige,  castor,  beaver,  wood  brown  and 
various  other  shades  are  undoubtedly  the  best  sell- 
ers. Rust  is  a  variation  of  henna,  navy  is  always 
g^od,  bottle  green  is  a  very  attractive  shade  m 
duvetyn  and  shades  of  peacock  blue  are  shown. 

Dresaes  v 

The  Fall  silhouette  continues  to  follow  the  slim, 
straight  line,  except  in  the  case  of  the  evening 
gown,  in  many  of  which  fullness  at  the  hips  is  very 
marked.  Some  of  the  street  dresses  in  heavier 
fabrics^  have  a  semblance  of  hip  fullness  by  the 
addition  of  a  circular  peplum.  The  general  sil- 
houette is  simple,  however,  and  thi^  fact  is  parti- 
cularly apparent  in  the  representation  given  to  the 
chemise  dress.  Evening  dresses  have  the  flat  ef- 
fect back  and  front,  but  at  the  sides  the  hip  drapery 
is  often  wired  or  very  wide  pieces  of  crisp  tnaline 
are  gathered  at  the  waist.  The  redingotc  or  coat 
dress  is  the  nearest  approach  to  an  adoption  of  a 
pure  French  style.

usoaUr  tte  roaa4<«iUk  that  it  still  so  well  liked. 
The  Idnf 'waiatad  effect  is  greatly  accentuated  in  the 
many  amirt  Rusaian  blouses  that  are  shgwn.  Even 
the  more  tailored  street  dresaes  show  a  waist  line 
that  reaM  on  the  hips,  and  ia  aitiier  defined  by  a 
silk  coed  and  tasKl  or  by  a  wfdjc  belt  of  soft 
ribbon. 

tUrt»ii*-The  frock  skirt  is  cut  ankle-length  or  an 
inch  or  ao  ahorfier,  thus  following  the  lines  of  the 
suit  skirts.  There  is  very  little  trimming  on  the 
skirts,  with  the  exception  of  rows  of  bone  buttons 
and  some  braiding  to  correspond  to  that  on  the 
waist  or  embroidery  in  self-tone  silk.  In  the  even- 
ing dresses  skirta  are  a  bit  shorter  and  in  most 
casea  ^ave  bouffant  overdraperies,  or,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  taffeta  frocks,  the  material  is  gathered  over 
the  hips  and  stands  out  stiffly. 

Sleeve*— The  tight-fitting  sleeve  still  prevails  for 
street  add  tailored  dresses.  The  afternoon  Russian 
blouse  of  chiffon  has  a  sleeve  that  is  thr^e-quarters 
or  waist  length,  flowing  and  very  often  banded  jvtth 
fur,  which  is  repeated  on  the  bottom  of  the  blouse. 
There  is  either  a  very  tiny  cap  of  lace  used  as  the 
sleeve  on  the  evening  irowns  or  no  sleeve  at  all. 

Trimming— Embroidery  in  silks  of  self  or  con- 
trasting colors  trims  many  of  the  street  and  tail- 
—  ored  dresses,  also  there  i«  in  fevor  trimming -of  flat 
silk  worked  in  rather  elaborate  designs.  Buttons 
of  bone  are  largely  used.  Fringe,  usually  of  the 
caught  variety,  and  worstefl  embroidery  in  more 
vivid  shades,  are  also  employed  to  some  extent. 
Much  jet  trimming  is  used  on  black  evening 
dresses  and  beads  are  in  profusion  on  every  dress 
where  they  would  appear  consistent,  especially  on 
the  chiffotj  Russian  blouses.  Fur  is  largely  used  on 
these  blouses  as  bands  about  the  bottom  and  on  the 
cuffs,  and  on  the  street  dresses  as  cuffs  and  up- 
standing  collara. 

Fabric*— Practically  the  same  fabrics  are  favored 
in  dresses  for  the  street  as  those  used  in  suits,  viz., 
duvetyns,  velours,  tricotines  and  serges.  Satins  are 
often  combined  with  the  latter  fabrics.  Black  satin 
figures  very  largely  in  the  making  of  evening 
dresses,  and  taffetas  arc  equally  in  favor.  Chiffons 
are  freely  used  in  the  making  of  afteritoon  dresses 
in  Russian  blouse  style.  Some  new  and  novel  cos- 
tumes have  been  made  of  a  heavily  i-ibbed  silk 
crepe. 

Colera— Black  leads  the  colors,  and  next  in  im- 
portance are  the  various   shades    .of     brown.     For 
evening  wear  pastel  shades  and  black  are  the  most 
important.    Some  few  gowns  are  of  jade. 
Millinery 

Fabric  hats  are  a  great  feature  in  the  Fall  millin- 
ery. Duvetyn,  suede  cloth,  velvet  and  many  other 
fabrics  are  employed  for  shapes.  As  usual  in  early 
Fall  displays,  the  shapes  arc  some^'hat  wide  of 
brim,  the  Bretod  sailor  being  well  liked.  Irregular- 
ity of  brim  is  another  note  that  is  strongly  played 
upon. 

Hatters*  plush  is  very  largely  used  both  in  hand- 
made hats  and  in  blocked  shapes,  more  especially 
in  the  medium-sized  hat.  Brocaded  satins  and  em- 
broidered* taffetas  are  largely  used  for  soft  crowns. 
The  beret  crown  again  makes  its  appearance  in 
many  of  the  models. 

Feathers  are  the  biggest  thing  in  .millinery  trim- 
mings at  present.  Ostrich  shares  honors  with 
blondine.  which  has  taken  a  'sudden  leap  into  pop- 
ularity. The  burnt  variety  in  these  two  feathers  is 
very  smart,  and  is  made  up  in  the  forip  of  quills, 
brim  bands,  fantasies  and  many  other  novel  styles 
of  trimmitjg.  Embroideries  in  chenilke  and  wool. 
velvet  flowers  and  fruit  in  all  the  bright  colors  arc 
used  extensively  on  soft  felt  hats. 

Beigr.  brown,  black,  rust,  copper  and  navy  blue 
are  the  more  prominent  colors.  In  ostrich,  jade, 
coral,  turquoise,  burnt  orange  and  taupe  are  con- 
spicuous.

About  Decorating  the 
Interior  of  a  Home 


In  making  your  selection  of  the  decoration,  it  (s 
ianpertant  that  the  complete  general  plan  be  de- 
cided upon  before  the  building  or  remodelling  has 
advanced  to  any  great  extent.  As  the  wall  surface 
predominates,  its  finish  should  be  taken  as  the  key- 
note for  the  color  scheme  of  each  room;  all  other 
fiiliakcs  should  conform  to  it.  such  as  that  of  wood- 
wark,  floors,  ceilings  and  furniture.  The  exposure 
of  the  room,  ita  natural  and  artificial  lighting  pro- 
pArtiea,  its  character  and  the  general  style  and  color 
of  Hs  furnishings  must  all  be  considered  before 
choosing  a  color  for  the  wall.  In  a  small  room,  the 
colors  that  reflect  light— such  as  creams,  yellows, 
buffs,  etc.— are  most  favored.  In  a  small  hall  it  is 
especially  necessary  to  produce  a  hospitable  atmos- 
phere, whereas  a  darker  color  is  better  in  a  larger 
hall  to  detract  from  the  bare  appearance  usually 
pervading  the  more  spacious  interior. 

The  dainty  colors  are  preferred  for  the  chamber, 
with  the  exception,  however,  of  the  man's  or  boy'a 
raoaa.    This  leaves  the  richer,  more  subdued  colors 
—not  necessarily  dark— for  the  main  living  rp«m. 
CbMaa  Svltable  Colore  ^,, 

Warm  colors  are  advisable  in  north  or  north- 
west rooms:  however,  they  are  always  good  in 
ro6ma  where  tke  fumiahings  can  introdnee  the 
coetcr'^tints.  Rich,  dark  colors— such  as  bivwns, 
reds  and  warm  greens— should  be  used  in  living 
rooms,  librariea  ai^d  deoa,  unles*  white,  Ivory,  grey 
or  other  light  wood  finiahert  arc  used. 

Use  the  lightest  colors  for  the  ceilings  and  have 
them  harmoaiac  with  the  wall  tints;  if  the  wall  is 
warm  in  tone,  the  ceilfof  shonid  be  likewise,  and 
vice  versa. 

The  wall  .color,  whleh  aerres  at  a  badfgremd  for 
>ietBres  aatf  fvrnishhita,  ahonVI  mrtr  be  k>ud  or 
glaring,  btit  should  he  of  on*  or  two  tints  and 
selected  to  bring  out  the  go<}d  fratures  of  the  Zoom 
aad  e««Btcr«ct  the  hadl  if  there  are  mnyt  A  low 
room  shoaM  aJwaya  have  the  atoaldlng  placed  at 
the  angle  and  the  walls  left  uadix-ided:  aM  a  small

border  decoration,  if  any,  and  do  not  have  a  pro- 
nounced   contrast   between   walls,    woodwork     and 
floor  tints.    Keep  the  ceiling  very  light. 
Diaguiaing  the  Size 

A  high,  narrow  room  can  he  made  to  appear 
lower  and  broader  by  introducing  a  four  or  six- 
foot  wainscoting,  and  by  painting  the  lower  wall  in 
a  darker  color  than  the  upper,  or  by  placing  the 
moulding  eighteen  to  twenty-four  inches  below  the 
angle,  bringing  tbie  ceiling  color  down  to  that  line. 
Show  little  contrast  between  wall  and  ceiling,  but 
observe  that  the  li|;hter  colors  are  expanding,  and 
therefore  required  in  the  narrow  rooms. 

Hold  to  a  simple  or  more  decorative  scheme 
throughout,  depending  on  the  style  of  the  Rouse 
and  its  furnishings.  Lavish  display  in  one  room 
will  oniy  accentuate  the  lack  of  it  in  adjacent 
rooms. 

In  the  small  house  yon  can  secure  a  more  spa- 
cious effect  by  holding  to  practically  the  same  color 
scheme  in  two  or  more  adjacent  rooms — especially 
if  thrown  open  by  wide  doorways — but  keep  each 
apartment  individual  througji  the  use  of  finishing 
touches,  such  as  an  attractive  decoration.  / 

Let  your  home  suggest  refinement,  repose  and  in- 
dividuality by  giviag  some  of  these  items  your  own. 
careful  attention,  even  though  you  may  not  find  a 
satiafactory  solution  to  all  the  problems  without 
outside  assistance.

-  New  and  bewitching  models  in  Fall  millinery  are 
meeting  the  feminine  eye  everywhere,  and  she.  who 
would  be  snyrtly  dressed,  cannot  resist  tho  fas- 
cination of  the  new  offerings. 

.\  handsome  little  Louise  turban  is  made  of  taupe 
panne  velvet  swathed  over  the  .^hapc,  the  trimming 
being  a  long,  drooping,  uncurled  ostrich  feather  of 
sand  color,  which  is  fastened  to  the  front  of  the  hat 
in  military  effect. 

.\  medium-sized  Gcrmainc  hat  is  made  of  panne 
and  Lyons  velvet  in  combination,  the  tpp  hrini  be-^ 
injj  of  panne  and  the  underneath  part  of  Lyons  vel- 
vet. There  is  a  slight  roll  at  the  back  of  the  hrim, 
the  chief  feature  being  the  pointed  balloon  crown, 
piped  with  panne  velvet,  banked  at  the  back  with 
a  wisp  of  burnt  ostrich.

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


The  British  Registrar-General's  Quarterly  Return 
of  marriages,  births  and  deaths  shows  that  the  natur- 
al increase  of  population  in  England  and  Wales  last 
quarter  by  excess  of  birtlfs  over  deaths  was  40,.)64. 
against  82,472.  45,701  and  51.689  in  the  second  quar- 
ters of  1916.  P17  and  1918  respectively.  In  the  Unjted 
Kingdom.  180^)60  births  and  249,007  deaths  were  re- 
gistered in  the  March  quarter  of  I9r«).  The  natural 
decrease  of  population  at  that  date  was.  therefore, 
59,638. 

The  number  of  persons  married  in  England  and 
Wales  'in  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  was 
120,376.  or  a  decrease  of  29,832  from  the  number  iA 
the  preceding'' quarter  and  11,040  less  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1918.  The  number  of  per- 
sons married  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
March  quarter  was  150,710.  The  births  in  England 
and  Wales  in  the  June  quarter  numbered  148,824,  or 
3,904  more  than  in  the  preceding  quarter,  but  21,415 
fewer  than  in  the  second  quarter  of  1918.  Of  the 
i4SJi24  births,  9^931  (or  484  less  than  the  number  in 
the  corresponding  quarter  of  1918)  were  Illegiti- 
mate. The  births  of  males  numbered  76,312,  and 
those  of  females  72,512. 

The  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  were  108,460,  of 
which  55^4  «ere  males  and  52,806  females.  The 
total  was  83.462  fewer  than  in  the  preceding  quarter 
and  40.000  fewer  than  in  the  second  quarter  of  1918. 
The  ejrilian  death  rate  for  the  quarter  cannot  be 
stated  at  present,  but  in  a  group  of  244  towns,  com- 


prising 62  per  cent  of  the  popalation  of  England 
and  Wales,  it  wa»  12.3  per  i.oao.  Influcnze  was 
stated  to  be  either  a  primary  or  a  eontribntory 
cause  of  dejiih  in  5.080,  or  lets  than  5  per  cent  of 
the  total  deaths  registered  last  quarter,  the  nwnber 
in  the  preceding  quarter  having  been  37,697,  or 
nearly  .^0  per  cent  of  the  teUl  deaths.  Fourteen 
deaths  from  smallpox  were  registered. 

Infant  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  upder  one  year  of  age  to  registered  births, 
was  equal  to  80  per  1,000,  being  9  per  i,00o  below 
the  average  in  the  ten  preceding  second  quarters.

Scorch  upon  cotton  and  linen  sometimes  can  be 
removed,  if  the  fibres,  are  not  actually  buried. 
Wool  and  siy^  arc  disintegrated  at  a  lower  tempera- 
ture than  cotton  and  linen  and  cannot  be  reatora4 
to  their  original  condition  after  being  aeorched. 

For  removing  slight  scorch  stains  from  cotton 
and  linen  use  one  of  the  following  agents: 

1.  Soap  and  water  (ordinary  laandering).  This  ia 
suffiCent  to  remove  very  slight  stains. 

2.  Water  and  sunlight.  Wet  the  spot  with-  water 
for  soap  and  wftter)  and  expeee  to  the  sun  for  a 
day,  or  longer,  if  necessary.  The  scorch  diaap* 
pears  much  more  slowly  if  the  material  is  not 
moistened  before  exposure. 

3.  Bread  crust.  Very  slight  scorch  on.  the  surface 
of  materials  which  are  not  especially  delicate 
eometimes  can  be  rubbed  away  with  a  hrcai  cmt. 


Win#»w  shades  that  have  become  cracked  and 
broken  can  be  renovated  by  laying  thtem  flat  on  the 
floor  and  painting  them  with  ordinary  oil  paint 
bought  at  any  hardware  atore  in  small  cans.  Paint 
one  side,  let  dry  thoroughly  before  touching  the 
other  side.  This  treatment  preserver  the  shades 
and  makes  them  last  for  years. 


If  the  nickel  on  your  range  has  become  dull  with 
grease  or  age,  dean  by  washing  with  good  soap- 
suds and  scouring  off  all  brown  Ipots  with  scouring 
powder.  Then  invert  a  stove  lid  and  wipe  off  some 
of  the  soot  that  has  collected  there  wjth  a  piece  of

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Letters  received  from  Lieut  F.  C  SwanncU  who. 
previoai  to  the  war,  wfii  a  surveyor  in  Northern 
^rttiah  Columbia,  C4>ntain  intcircating  deacrip- 
ttooa  of  Northern  Russia  and  conditions  there.  A 
.number  of  photographs  taken  by  the  writer  add  to 
the  interest. 

Enlisting  as  a  private  at  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  Lt.  Swannell  served  in  France,  gaining  promo- 
tion ;»nd  the  approval  of  bis  superior  officers.  In  the 
Fall  of  1916  he  came  home  on  sick  leave.  On  his  re- 
turn he  transferred  to  the  Imperial  forces.  He  was 
sent  to  Russia  in  ihe  early  Spring  of  this  year  as  sur- 
vey and  mapping  officer  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant. 
He  has  been  wounded  since  these  letters  were  writ- 
ten, but  not  severely,  and  is  again  on  duty.  His  family 
live  on  the  Dallas  Road,  near  South  Turner  Street. 
The  following  extracts  from  the  letters  are  given 
with  the  dates  on  which  they, were  written:  ' 

'   ■  "OflT  Finland,  / 

••17th  Apiil. 

"The  coast  lay  about  eight  miles  south  this  morn- 
ing— a  ghastly  country— sheer  cliffs  400  or  500  feet 
high,  seamed  by  snow-fiUed  ravines;  back  of  that  a 
dreary  waste  of  undulating^  snowfields.  The  North 
ytJape  we-passed  hitc  last  night.    It  was  broad  day- 


light at  eleven  o'clock  last  night  when  I  turiicd  in. 
Expect  we  shall  get  into  Murmansk  tomorrow; 
what  happens  then  nobody  knows.  Just  now  we 
have  run  into  a  blinding  snowstorm  and  have 
slowed  up  speed.  Have  had  v^cry  nice  table  com- 
*  panions — three  infantry  lieutenants,  an  infantry 
lieutenant-colonel — a  very  nic'c  chap — was  with  the 
guns  behind  Festubert.  The  smoking  saloon  where 
I  am  writing  is  terribly  hot  and  crowded,  hardly 
'Endurable,  but  there  is  no  other  plaice  to  write  in. 
TVe  a  French  infantry  majoi'  sittinar  across  from 
me,  scribbling  away  to  beat  the  band.  He  is  very 
gay  in  a  gold-braided  blue  jacket  and  scarlet 
trousers. 
■/  "Never  got  into  such  a  mixed  crowd  before.  The 
XmeVican's  spend  their  whole  time  running  a  poker 
game.  One  chap  won  £45  last  night,  a  most  excit- 
ing gami  to  watch. 

"I   have   been   trying  to  stitfly  Russian,     but' It's 
pretty  nigh  hopeless  amid  all  the  clatter  of  tongues. 
"Tell   A.  there     arc     ahout     fourteen     sad-faced 
diminutive  cats  aboard,  but  not  a  single  dog." 

"Kola,  20th  April,  1919. 
"It's  snowing  like  anything  now  and  two  reindeer 
ileighs  have  just'  whirled  past  this  window  with 
queer  little  Lapps  all  bundled  up  in  furs  driving. 
The  reindeer  are  jolly  little  beasts  and  quite  tame. 
They  all  have  one  horn  sawed  off,  so  that  when 
they  are  hitched  up  in  pairs  they  won't  get  their 
horns  locked  together.  I'm  very  surprised  they  are 
so  small,  only  «bout  as  b|g  as  the  deer  in  Beacon 
Hill  Park.  .     >> 

"There  are  seven  of  us  officers  billeted  tn»  the 
Russian  schoolhouse,  a  big  log  building  with  double 
windows  and  a  great  big  brick  stove  in  the  corner, 
.  which,  however,  keeps  the  place  delightfully  warm. 
"I  have  chummed  with  a  Scotchman,  a  gunner 
^aptaia,  who  is  quite  a  nice  fellow.  Today  we  went 
louth  ap  the  river,  along  a  sleigh  road  about  three 
miles.  The  trees  are  spruce  and  wee  stunted  birch, 
and  they  don't  grow  very  thick.  Of  course,  we're 
i  terrible  way  up  north  and  I  hardly  expected  to 
see  any  trees  at  all.  It's  supposed  to  be  Spring, 
but  there's  nearly  three  feet  of  snow  on  the  ground 
and  the  river  has  ice^ver  two  feet  thick  on  it.  We 
drew  rations  of  a  tin  of  <  bully  beef  and  six  hard- 
tack biscuits — awfully  hard  they  are,  too — built  a 
fire  with  rotten  birch  stumps  and  dry  branches  and 
had  a  very  comfortable  lunch,  lying  in  front  of  the 
lire  on  bundles  of  spruce  branches.  Then  we  had 
a  grand  fireworks  display  by  throwing  the  spruce 
brush  on  the  fire.  '  It  wasn't  much  fun  coming  back, 
as  it  was  Mowing  a  blizzard  and  I  could  hardly  see 
the  trail  for  drifted  snow. 

"You  ought  to  aee  what  the  smart  British  officer 
looks  like  up  here!  We're  dressed  in  all  sorts  of 
queer  mixtures.  Most  of  them,  of  course,  think  it's 
terribly  cold  and  wear  sheepskin  coats,  great  big 
hoots  and  fur  caps.  I  don't  find  it  at*  all  cold  gen- 
erally, but  wear  Shackleton  boots  -and  lumberman's 
socks.  The  boots  arc  of  white  canvas  and  are  an 
awful  size,  so  that  I  have  to  wear  three  pairs  of 
socks  to  try  to  fill  them  up. 

"We  arc  going  to  have  lots  of  fun  tomorrow. 
Oor  cooks  and  waiters  are  leaving  for  .Archangel. 
They  ar«  R.  A.  F.  rank  and  file,  srf  I  think  w«  offi- 
cers will  have  to  do  i»fl  the  cooking  for  ourselves. 
There  are  fifty-four  of  us.  The  mess  secretary  is  a 
great  big  chap,  who  has  the  South  African  ribbon 
and  M.  C.  with  bar.  He's  going  to  make  the  por- 
ridge, a  R.  N.  C.  officer  has  volunteered  for  water 
and  I  am  down  to  chop  wood.  I  expect  it  will  be 
Breat  fun.  The  mail  stnes  out  t«>day  and  after  that 
I  don't  know  when.  They  hadn't  had  a  mail  for- a 
week  until  we  got  here." 

"Kola  Village.  26th  April,  loro. 
"We  hil^j  Dec^  down  here  nearly  ten  days,  and 
don't  in  the  least  know  how  mUch  longer  it  will  be 
before  we  leave  for  .\rchangel.    Twislvc  of  us  were 
warned  today,  but  I  am  not  one  of  the  number. 

"Kola  is  an  old  settlement.  Tt  was  originally  a 
penal  colony.  I  believe,  and  was  bombarded  hy  us 
during  the  Crimean  War.  It  is  simply  a  straggling 
tot  of  log  and  wooden  buildings.  There  is  a  big 
whitewashed  briek  church  .  whh  curious  ^een 
domes.  We  had  it  rather  rough  for  a  day  or  two, 
as  a  new  mess  had  to  be  started  in  an  old  shed.  We 
don't  fare  luxuriously  even  yet— hard  tack  and  bully 
beef  being  mir  staples. 

"For  a  week  eight  of  us  were  billeted  in  the  Rus- 
sian school,  while  the  pupil*  had  their  Easter  holi- 
days A  couple  of  days  ago  we  moved  to  the  Post 
Office.  Three  majors  have  a  small  room  and  five  of 
us  a  big  one.  We  all  sleep  on  the  Hoiyr]  but  are 
quite  comfy,  as  the  room  has  double  windows  and 
a  huge  atove  of  brick  MH  into  th«  comer.  A  Rm- 
•tam  family  eat  and  sleep  In  the  next  ro««i— father, 
m«iher  and  a  girl  of  twenty.  The  latter  speaks 
French,  so  we  get  on  l^retfy  well  as  to  hot  water 
for  shaWng.    From  toMorrow  Holmes,  tke  IL  F.  H. 


captain  and  I  are  jta  eome  in  the  evening  and  try 
to  talk  Russian  VfA  I.nippose,  drink  tea,  for  these 
Russians  have  « ..(MMnov^r  full,  brewing  ^11  tlte  time. 
"A  D,  L.  I.,  iCkpt^in  Sedgwick"  by  rianie,  sle«>pa 
next  me — a  ranker,  but  a  fine  old  fallow!—  three 
times  wonnded,  with  thft  M.C  and  )hM.  A  great 
contrast  to  him  is  a  very  immaculate  and  dapper 
captain,  also  ,D.L.i.,  M.C,  who  has  im  servant  hold 
the  gliasa  jft^cont  of  hinf  while  he  brtishea  his  hair. 
It  is  great  fun  fonthe  rest  of  us.  Thcrt  in  the  far 
corner  there's  a  gunner.  capfatn.AtSith. the  .V.C.  and 
the  Italian  Croce  di  Guera.  '.'i--  . '  •  t»  .     t,' 

"Yesterday  Holmes;  Sedi^wkk  and  1  walked  four 
miles  up  the  railroad,  found  a  small  !»ettlcment  and 
violently  tried  to  converse  with  a  Ruisian  we  found 
sawing  wood.  Luckily  he  tried  us  in  German.  He 
turned  out  to  be  ^  Russian  officer  who  had  been  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  Germany,  lie  tuvited  us  into 
the  cabin  and.w«  4iad  tea  out  uf  tall  glasses.  The 
wife   wasn't  bad     looking.  Thc>"   hud  a 

youngster,    tob,    that    soon    got    over    his      shyness 
of  us. 

"Today  a  Major  Hazen  hunted  me  up.  as  he  was 
told  that  there  was  a  Canadian  in  Kola.  I  was  up 
to  luncJt  with  him  <t-  t»»e  Kanadshoe  Offttscrhoe 
Holovaya    'Canadian    officers'    mess.     .... 

"Great   sports   I'ri'lay ski   races   and     a   grand 

tng-of-war  between  tennis,  picked  from  the  gunners, 
R.E.,  infantry  and  .\mericans.  rcspcctfvely.  ..  I   was 
one  of  the  gunner  team  of  six  and  we     beat     llie. 
cithers  after  pulling  live  times — aw'ful  hard  work  in 
the  snow. 

"So  you  may  know  we  arc  not  having  a  very 
strenuous  time  as  yet,  but  it  Will  come  soon  enough. 
For  operations  you'll  have  to^lcpcnd  on  the  news- 
papers, but  believe  mighty  little  of  what  they  say. 
I  rather  think  it's  rather  bad  over  at  Archangel. 

"I  encloscysome  Russian  money 

"Thawing  today,  but  doesn't  look  very  summery, 
as  fhere  is  two  feet  of  snow  on  the  ground  yet. 
There  is  a  queer  mixture  of  people  here.  The 
women  folk  generally  go  rotind  in  huge  felt  boots 
and  a  short  thin  calico  skirt  with  orange  and  red 
handkerchiefs  on  their  heads.  Then  one  will  nin 
into  girls  in  high  heels,  openwork  stockings  and 
line  furs— refugees  from  Petrograd.  Tt  looks  rather 
ridiculous  up  here  among  the  cabins  and  snow. 

"Tell  the  children  that  officers  up  here  have  to 
rustle  firewood.  Yesterday  I  was  splitting  wood,  as 
a  H.  F.  R.  captain  and  a  Royal  Scots  major  sawed 
it  and  two  Italian  soldiers  steadied  the  wood  on  a 
saw  horse. 

"Holmes  and  I  are  going  next  chance  to  try  and 
hunt  up  a  Lapp  Winter  camp  and  get  some  good 
photos.  The  Lapps  are  the  most  good  humored  of 
all  the  people  here  and  I  am  told  absolutely  to  be 
trusted. 

"Shackleton  is  expected  here  at  any  time  now, 
and  th€re  is  a  rrnnqr  of  hts  leading  an  expedition 
into  Siberia." 

"Kola,  Murmansk  Coast. 

"May  4th.  .1919. 
"Spring  -has  started  at  last  and  the  sun  is  quite 
hot.  The  snow  is  goin|r  quietly,  but  there  is  still 
two  feet  on  the  level.'  .Around  town  it  is  getting 
frightfully  sloppy  and  will  soon  be  horribly  smelly 
when  the  Winter  garbage  heaps  thaw  out.  Sanita- 
tion mostly  consists  in  dumping  rubbish  on  the 
river  ice  so  it  will  go  out  to  sea   when     the  river 

breaks  up 

"Couple  of  days  ago  Holmes  and  I  explored  to' 
the  head  of  Kola  Inlet.  Wc  struck  a  couple  of 
cabiiia  and  got  a  woman  to  make  us  tea.  She  was 
dirty  and  fat,  but  very  well  meaning.  She  told  us 
all  about  her  farm,  with  a  cow,  four  pigs  and 
three  sheep.  Her  husband  was  a  Finn,  who  talked 
Swedish,  so  we  got  alohg  fine  between  that  and  the 
broken  Russian.  The  house  was  just  like  an  Indian 
one,  but  rather  dirtier. 

"Then  we  had  a  trip  to  a  Lapp  village  and  also 
got  tea — saw  all  sorts  of  Teindeer.  They're  funny 
little  fellows,  the  Lapps,  but  very  goo^  natured. 

"There's  a  whole  train  of  .«leiglis  pas.sing  the 
window  now,  three  or  four  reindeer  hauftng  each 
one.  They  come  into  town  to  draw  rations,  mostly 
flour. 

"We  got  acquainted  with  the  Post  Office  people, 
and  go  in  to  spend  an  evening.  The  girl  talks 
French,  but  is  very  shy  and  speaks  almost  in- 
audibly. 

"Great  excitement  last  night  when  headquarters 
sent  word  that  four  more  officers  could  leave  for 
.Archangel  today.  Two  cohjnels  and  a  staff  captain 
got  first  chance.  I  and  a  navy  chap  tossed  for  last 
place.  I  lost.  Then  the  order  was  countermanded, 
to  the  disgust  of  the  colonels.  They  went  ramping 
down  to  the  brigade  today  and  one  of  them  got  me 
on  the  priority  list.  .Anyhow,  a  big  ice  breaker,  the 
Canada,  is  due  in  30  hours  and  likely  we  will  all  get 
away  in  her  in  a  week  and  maybe  beat  the  other 
chaps. 

"I've   just   been    inoculated    for   typhoid— first  in- 
stalment.    It's  no  joke,  I     can  tell  you.     Get     my 
second  dose  and  vaccination   for  cholera  at   .Arch-  ■ 
angel,  I  suppose; 

"Still  lots  of  reindeer  around,  although  the  sleigh 
tracks  are  mostly  slush.  Great  fun  to  see  the  rein- 
deer splashing  through. 

"Got  a  trainload  of  would-be  Bolshies  shipped 
down  the  railway  today  with  three  days'  rations. 
Mighty  good  riddance,  too.  .As  for  the  fighting  be- 
•lo#,  you  will  hear  of  it  in  the  papers." 

"Archangel,  May   nth. 

"We  had  a  very  fine  trip  from  Murmansk  in  the 
ice  breaker  Milnka.  She  was  built  at  Montreal, 
bought  by  the  old  Russian  Government,  sunk  by  the 
Bolshevists  a  year  ago  in  the  mouth  of  the  Dwina, 
raited  by  onr  navy  and  la  now  operated  by  the  1 
French  navy. 

"We  struck  mile  after  mile  of  flole  ice  in  the 
White  Sea  Narrows.  Wonderful  the  way  fhe 
Milnka  smashed  through  iloes  six  feet  thick  and  an 
•ere  in  size.  We  repeatedly  got  jammed  in— had  to 
hack  up  and  smash  forward  again.  Wonderful  sail 
lip  the  Dwina  last  night.     Archangel  is  some  tea

or  fifteen  miles  upstream.  JOne^loing^  lumber  yard 
the  whole  way.  I  never  saw  '  io  much  timber 
stacked  up  in  my  life.  We  stayed  oil,  board  all 
night,  landing  this  morning.  .T' 

"We  all  had  an  interview  with  General  Iron.^ides. 
Then  I  was  passed  on  to  Col.  Thornhill.  I'm  to 
work  under  him.  Will  be  here  some  time  sizing 
things  up,  then  go  Up  country  to  look  over  the  ticld 
parties.     Lots  of   work  all   right 

"There's  no  snow  left  here,  but  it's  cold,  not  a 
sign  of  verdure.  The  country  here  is  mile  after 
mile  of  swamp  and  endless  forests. 

'■.\rchangel  is  a  l>ig  straggling  town  with  wide, 
dirty  unpaved  streets  and  most  pf  the  hoii>c>  wood 
in  various  stages  of  dilapidation  lor  want  uf  paint. 
We've  got  electric  tranis,  though.  The  river  is  half 
a  mile  wide,  about  the  color  of  cocoa  and  running 
swiftly.     It's  in  flood  uow." 


".Archangel.  May  16,  iijiy. 
"I  got  a  holiday  this  morning  und  was  goiny  out 
to  see  .Nlajor  Hay's  Russians  at  Stokes'  gun  i.rac- 
ticc.  (.Hay  is  a  Canuck — came  over  from  luigland 
together).  However,  "while  walking  al()n«  the' 
Trotsky  Pro«pekt,  tjjc  long  main  street,  I  ran  into 
Col.  Mather,  my  table  companion  on  the  Purto. 
He  suggested  a  trip  to  Ordnance  to  make  some 
■  purchases.  iSo  we  crossed,  the  D\ftna  in  a  tug  to 
some  place  with  an  unpronounceable  name  along 
the  railway.  The  Dwina  is  about  four  times  as 
wide  as  the  Frascr  at  New  .Westminster.  1  couldn't 
get  all  I  wanted^  but  J  did  get  a  wash  basin.. a  pair 
of   leggings,  a   towel   and  a    British    Warm,   a   .short 

greatcoat  lined  with  sheepskin 

"The  afternoon  I  spent  with  the  .American  map- 
ping section,  where  I'm  working.  I'll  be  a  week 
longer  here  Hkely  and  tlicu.  go  up  the  river  a  long 
way.  I'll  be  boss  of  the  whole  show  shortly,  with 
Russians  mainly  as  personnel,  .\ftcr  dinner  went 
for  a  walk  with  Hay.  He  came  to  sec  my  billet. 
It's  a  good  one.  I  have  a  sitting  room  and  bed- 
room all  to  myself  and  actually  a  camp  bed,  so  it's 

the  height  of  luxury The  family  consists 

of  a  boy  of  twelve,  his  mother,  a  widow,  and  a  girl 
— a  sort  of  companion,  1  think.  Anyhow,  they're 
awfully  good  to  me  and  have  me  in  every  evening. 
I'm  picking  up  Russian  fast,  as  the  women  fqlk  talk 
nothing  else  and  the  boy  only  a  few  words  of 
Germain.     .... 

"This  is  a  dirty  tumbledown  town.  The  main 
street  paved  with  cobbles  and  rickctty  board  side- 
walks. Most  of  the  other  streets  arc  corduroy  and 
mud.  No  sewers  and  water,  only  by  carryinjj  from 
a  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  each  block.  The  women 
carry  it  home  in  buckets  like  Hatter  tubs  slung 
from  a  yoke.  We've  three  miles  of  electric  tram 
line 

"Not  a  «ign  of  green  here  yet  and  the  wind  was 
right  off  the  ice  from  the  White  Sea,  and  very  cold 
today.  Country  flat  as  far  as  visible;  no  fields  or 
clearings  back  of  the  river.  I  think  it  will  improve 
up  the  river.  I  hope  to  get  as  far  as  Kotlas  before 
long  if  the  Bolshies  get  chased  back  that  far. 

"I  think  I  shall  have  a  Russian  officer  from  here 
under  me  and  a  little  later  a  British  officer  to 
handle  the  office  routine  part  of  affairs  up  the 
river.  .Also  hope  to  have  a  motor  boat' for  myself. 
Some  picnic.  I  want  one  big  enough  to  live  on 
board.  Some  different  to  tackling  the  Kinlay 
River,  eh!" 

"About  200  .Miles   Up  the   River, 
"May  .J8lh,  1919. 
"Came  up  the   Uwina  about  live  days  ago.     The 
most  wonderful  trip   I   ever  had,   I   think,  and  most 
perfect  weather. 

"When  1  came  down  to  the  cjuay  at  .\rchangcl 
I  met  an  .A.  O.  D.  major,  also  bound  for  Bereznik. 
We  sized  up  the  routine  boat.  It  was  small,  evil 
smelling  and  crowded  with  Russian  oflicers  and  O. 
R.'s.  So  we  bethought  ourselves  of  the*Red  Cross 
steamer  going  up  empty  and  did  e'en  -Mrangle  a 
passage  for  ourselves  and  a  Russian  ^irl  going  up 
to  work  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  Barratt.  the  ordnance 
major,  and  I  slept  in  the  hospital  part  below,  but 
we  messed  with  the  M.  O..  a  very  nice  young 
doctor  and  the  sister,  an  Irish  one,  and  1  think  the 
only  British  one  up  the  river.  The  Russian  girl  ate 
with  us,  too.  She  spoke  perfect  linglish  and  has 
five  brothers,  oflicers. 

"The  trip  up  was  fine  —  ftom  Friday  noon  until 
Sunday  morning.  This  is  a  huge  river.  The  main 
channel  is  always  half  a  mile  wide  with  iicantiful 
sandy  beaches  and  bars.  Everywhere*  flat  f<»rcst 
country  broken  by  innumerable  villages. 

".At  one  place,  whofte  name  I  forget,  wc  stopped 
for  wooding  up  and  nurse,  doctor,  major  and  I 
visited  the  local  schoolmarm.  There  werc*two  of 
them  it  turned  out — one  dumpy  and  forty,  the  other 
young  and  quite  vivacious.  Conversation  was  one- 
sided, as  only  Miss  Valentine  could  talk  Russian 
fluently.  However,  we  drank  tea  (they  call  it 
"chi")  out  of  glasses  and  ate  a  sort  of  doughnut. 
The  good  ladies  accompanied  us  back  to  the  steam- 
boat. 

"I'm  pretty  snug  here  in  a  small  mess  with  a  F. 
V.  C.  chap,  a  Canadian,  a  lieutenant  of  the  Scots 
Guards  and  the  man  I  have  come  to  relieve,  an  R. 
E.,  named  Henderson.  We  have  quite  a  big  house, 
with  two  Russian  women  to  cook,  an  orderly  to 
wait  at  table  and  a  small  Russian  kid  to  do  the 
chores.  I  forgot,  there's  a  Russian  officer  with  an 
awful  name  who  'al!«o  messes  here. 

"I'm  having  a  terrible  , time  getting  supplies  and 
transport  ready  preparatory  to  sMrting  a  triangula- 
tion  survey  up  the  D.  and  V.  Rfvers.  a.s  far  as  the 
Bolshie  will  let  me.  Was  up  to  the  Dwina  front 
on  Monday  and  ran  into  the  Canadian  F.  .\riillrry. 

Everybody  praises  them   immensely 

"Comicalist  war.  this,  1  ever  saw,  although  the 
Boloa  actually  did  send  over  two  shrapnel,     pre- 


sumably aimed  at  our  steamer.  They  went  about 
half  a  mile  wide  into  a  swamp. 

"Today  I  was  up  to  the  Dwiiu  front,  and  was 
again  favored  by  seeing  four  Bolo  shells  burst  in  a 
field  when  they  ought  to  have  hit  a  village.  Some 
war  all  right.  We've  gunboats  galore.  Talk  about 
ammunition!  Very  amusing  after  all  the  scare 
headlines  in  the  English  papers.  I  haven't  seeti  a 
wounded  man  yet! 

"About  fifty  feet  from  where  I'm  writing  there's  a 
barbed  wire  cage  with  about  forty  prisoners.  They 
wear  dirty  padded  clothing  and  fur  caps  with  pur- 
plish fawn  greatcoats.  N'ot  a  bad  looking  lot, 
,  mostly  peasant  boys:  awfullj'  pleased  to  be  prison- 
ers, I  think.  Their  Scotch  guards  treat  them  like 
a  lot  of  children.  Was  in  visiting  and  photograph- 
ing yesterday.  Several  of  them  were  casting  alu- 
minum spoons.     I'll  try  to  get  one  for  a  curio. 

"I  siiall  have  a  qucct  cr.ew — four  Yankee  ser- 
geants and  all  the  rest  Russian  surveyors  fronj  the 
Slavo- British  Lcpion.  Like  them  very  much.  1  am 
to  have  a  wee  Russian  soldier  of  twelve  as  a  ser- 
vant. When  I  get  a  motor  boat  to  myself  my  hap- 
piness will  be  complete.  I  have  a  very  capable 
~D.  Srscrgcant  to  look  after  "office  work?^ 

(In  this  and  other  letters  Lieut.  SwanncU  sent 
home  Kiissian  stamps  and  paper  money  of  which 
the   family  have  <|uiie  an  interesting  collection.) 

"Headquarters,  Dwina  Force, 
"June  II,  1919. 
"A\'c'vc  bad.  frightfully  hot  weather  all  week,  but 
it  turned  colil  and  is  blowing  up  for  rain  toniglit. 
The^  Holo  prisoners  in  the  barbed  wire  cage  next 
door  will  have  an  unhappy  time  if  it  dors,  as  most 
of  them  sleep  huddled  together  on  the  ground. 
They  have  no  blankets  and  not  all  of  them  great- 
coats. Two  rather  desperate  ones  are  .segregated  in 
a  wcc  circular  cage  as  big  as  a  bell  tent.  From  my 
other  window  I  can  see  a  peasant  family  settling 
down   for   the   night   under   an   upturned  boat. 


"Nearly  all  the  hard  work  around  here  is  done  by 
peasant  girls.  Yesterday  1  missed  a  fine  photo — 
about  fifty  girls  and  a  dozen  Bolo  prisoners  haul- 
ing an  eighteen-pounder  gun  up  the  beach.  The 
girls  are  very  gay — flimsy  red  or  even  yellow  skirts 
with  tasteful  upper  works  of  blue  or  greed  to  match 
and  a  kerchief  of  variegated  hue  to  cap  the  climax. 
They  waddle  around  in  huge  leather  boots,  or, 
nowadays,  seeing  it's  hot,  barelegged.  I've  taken 
several  pictures  of  them  unloading  duck  boards 
from  barges.  These  are  short  lengths  of  slatted 
walks  for  laying  down  in  muddy  trenches." 

"15th   June. 

"Very,  very  busy  all  day,  as  all  sorts  of  plans  arc 
wanted  in  a  hurry,  as  things  are  starting  to  happen 
up  here  now.  Pity  1  can't  tell  you  all  about  It. 
I've  survey  parties  up  both  rivers.  Yankee  sergeants 

in    charge \\]    the    Yanks    are    leaving 

for  home  the  end  of"  the  month,  I  hear.  The  Cana- 
dian F.  A.  and  the  Scotcii  Bdr.  were  the  saving  of 
the  situation  early  in  the  Spring.  It's  pleasant  to 
hear  everybody  praising  the  Canucks.  To  get  back 
to  my  survey  parties.  The  crews  arc  mostly  Rus- 
sian—all  old-time  surveyors.     I  like  them  very  well 


indeed.  When  my  Yanks  are  recalled  I  shall  have 
three  Russian  officers  from  .Archangel. 

"I'or  three  days  I've  been  up  the  main  river  near 
the  front  with  one  party.  Great  cxciteincnt  up 
here.  too.  only  it's  a  4th  of  July  celebration  com- 
'pared  with  France 

"I'm  in  tents  here.  You  ought  to  see  the  state  in 
which  my  meals  arc  brought  me.  No  proper  cook. 
'Mecster  Lootcnant,'  as  the  Rnshies  call  me.  has 
jnst  been  brought  in  his  breakfast  porridge,  bread 
fried  in  bacon  fat  and  much  ovcr-frizzled  bacon. 
I've  taken  to  drinking  milkless  tea  with  a  spoonfift 
of  limejuice  in  it.  It's  not  hard  to  take  that  way. 
Got  to  get  out  now  and  get  some  work  done. 
Don't  worry.  I'm  not  in  the  very  remotest  danger 
here." 


Fullness  of  Life;  Its  Varied  Powers 

By  a  Correspondent  in  The  London  Times. 


Men  possess  faculties  which  would  have  no  pur- 
pose if  they  could  not  1»e  exercised  on  things  ex- 
ternal to  themselves.  We  may  have  differcpt  con- 
ceptions of  the  world  in  which  we  live,  but  we 
know  that  it  exists  because  we  have  powers  within 
us  which  could  have  no  use  apart  from  it.  The  ex- 
ternal world  matches  and-  fulfils  our  -perceptive 
powers.  There  arc  many  things  in  nature  with 
which  we  may  have  no  personal  contact,  but  tliey 
become  real  to  our  experience  as  we  apprehend 
them  by  our  senses.  There  is  a  correspondence  be- 
tween the  world  and  our  capacities  of  appreciating 
it.  Our  physical  powers  demand  for  their  use  a 
world  of  sensible  objects. 

.Xrtists  and  poets  have  powers  which  give  them 
a  quickened  perception  of  beauty.  They  do  not 
create  it:  they  perceive  what  already  exists.  Beauty 
has  its  own  existence,  and  the  artist  responds  to  it 
and  expresses  it  because  be  has  faculties  which  en- 
able, we  may  even  say  compel,  him  to  see  it.  Other- 
wise we  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  all  that 
is  beautiful  is  merely  a  chimera  of  the  imagination, 
producing  an  appearance  that  has  no  true  exist- 
ence at  all.  The  fact  is  that  man's  power  of 
response  to  thM  which  is  beautiful  shows  that 
beauty  has  its  own  actuality  apart  from  him. 

In  the  same  way  we  may  say  that  since  man  pos- 
sesses spiritual  faculties  there  must  be  spiritual 
realities  for  their  exercise.  It  is  possible  to  mini- 
mize the  powers  by  which  men  apprehend  facts  be- 
yond the  world  of  time  and  sense,  but  in  these  days 
there  are  few  who  would  deny  that  we  possess 
them.  Holding  then  the  view  that  we  have  spiritual 
powers  we  conclude  that  there  are  objects  with 
which  we  can  come  into  some  relation,  that  there 
are  facts  of  the  spiritual  order  which  give  our 
spiritual  powers  their  full  activity  and  satisfaction. 
Otherwise  we  should  be  cheated  in  what  we  may 
believe   is  our  highest  life. 

There  has  been  much  discus.sion  as  to  the  origin 
and  purpose  of  conscience.  Does  it  belong  to 
human  consciousness,  or  spring  from  tlie  nature  of 
man  as  a  social  being,  or  does  it  come  from  with- 
out, a  gift  to  each  of  us?  Whatever  theory  we  may 
hold  of  the  origin  of  conscience  we  may  affirm  its 
purpose.  It  enables  us. to  regard  virtue  not  as  a 
subjective  illusion,  but  as  a  reality  whieh  exists  ex- 
ternal to  ourselves.  Its  weighty  affirmations  of 
right  and  duty  enable  conscience  to  do  its  proper 
work  of  helping  men  to  come. to  true  decisions 
about  them.  But  right  and  duty'have  their  source 
in  one  who  is  righteous,  and  to  whom  duty  must 
be  rendered.  We  cannot  think  of  moral  law 
without  its  lawgiver.  That  lawgiver  we  call  God. 
Thus  conscience  with  all  the  spiritual  faculties  of 
men  tinds  its  highest  activity  in  God. 

When  we  have  arrived  at  this  conviction  it  be- 
comes plain  that  we  must  believe  not  only  in  a  phy- 
sical world  external  to  Ourselves,  and  in  a  spiritual 
life  above  it.  but  also  in  the  fact  of  Divine  revela- 
tion. We  conclude  since  we  have  faculties  by 
which  we  may  know  God  that  He  wishes  to  he 
known.  We  cannot  find  out  God  by  aearching  by 
the  light  of  reason,  because  reason  is  not  the 
faculty  by  which  we  apprehend  Him.  He  is  to  be 
found  by  them  that  seek  Him  with  those  spiritual 
powers  which  faith  evokes,  inspires  and  disciplines. 
There  is  no  contradiction  between  reason  and  the 
powers  with  whcih  we  apprehend  the  truths  of  rev- 
elation. 'They  deal  with  dif/ercnt  spheres  of  life, 
but  each  has  its  truest  activity  in  so  far  aa  it  co- 
operates with  the  other  in  its  fullest  energies. 
While  they  cannot  do  each  other's  work.^hry  may 
in  mutual  interaction  assist  each  other.  Reason 
must  cxerci«c  ilactf  in  the  fnllneas  of  ha  p^^tr* 
wherever  mind  'i»  at  work.  To  forbid  it*  activity 
abottt  that  which  is  revealed  is  to  enconrage  suj^r- 


stttion  of  an  undisciplined  emotionalism.  But  rev- 
elation must  also  be  welcomed,  for  we  are  made 
to  know  God,  and  faith  seeks  its  proper  functions  in 
Him  as  He  makes  Himself  known  to  men.  In  the 
harmonious  activity  of  all  a  man's  powers  he  ar- 
rives at  fhe  true  end  of  his  existence.      "        '   '^ 

It  is  recognized  that  men  frequently  develop' some 
of  their  faculties  while  others  are  allowed'  to  re- 
main dormant,  or  to  become  perverted.  The  athlete 
may  combine  splendid  physical  development  with 
the  narrowest  range  of  intellectual  powers.  The 
faculties  of  sense  may  be  acute,  whih;  imagination 
may  be  almost  entirely  absent.""  Similarly  intellec- 
tual interests  may  absorb  men  who  fail  to  respond 
to  the  spiritual  world,  and  sometimes  even  deny  its 
existence.  It  is  urged  that  the  truest  human  life  is 
that  which  has  its  part  in  every  sphere  of  interest 
with  which  it  can  come  into  contact,  and  makes 
more  and  more  effective  for  itself  in  its  service  for 
others  the  realities  of  both  the  natural  and  spiritual 
worlds.  In  this  quest  and  exercise  in  the  external 
world  of  space  and  time  and  the  world  beyond 
them  we  attain  the  fullness  of  life  and  more  nearly 
approach  the  ideal  manhood.  In  cvtry  sphere  onr 
interests  grow' in  extent  and  variety,  while  our 
capacities  develop  in  responding  to  them.  In  the 
end  we  learn  to  be  equally  at  home  in  both  the 
natural  and  spiritual  order,  to  find  them  joined  to- 
gether in  a  perfect  harmony  and  helpit^  us  to  reach 
to  the  highest  powers  of  our  manhood.  • 

Christianity's  revelation  to  the  Perfect  Man  mani- 
fests the  ideal  after  which  everyone  is  invited  to 
follow.  If  we  do  not  understand  all  that  He  is  in 
Himself  and  all  that  He  guarantees  to  -us,  we  may 
believe  that  we  still  have  the  power  to  respond  to 
His  example  and  life,  though  our  consciousness  of 
what  He  is  may  be  immature  and  lintraincd.  But 
in  proportion  as  we  use  the  powers  we  possess  in 
response  to  His  challenge  we  progress  towards  per- 
fection and  attain  more  and  more  of  His  character. 
From  Him  we  learn  that  if  nothing  that  is  hum^ 
is  alien  to  us  so  also  nothing  that  is  divine  can  be 
outside  our  interests.  We  are  equipped  for  life  in 
all  its  varied  activities  and  experience.  No  power 
we  possess  need  fail  to  find  its  fullest  energies.  In 
the  harmonious  employment  of  all  that  makes  up 
personality  we  may  attain  the  fullness  of  our  man- 
hood's heritage  m  things  temporal  and  eternal.

•ince  I  wa«  on  oo«  of  wy  fir«t  prospecting  trip*. «« 
Eatt  Kootcaajr  some  yfara  back.  I*  lived  on  tront 
then  for  tan  daya,  jaat  aUaight  trout  and  tea  with 
nothing  eUe  bni  a  few  hucfcleberrie*.  when  we 
coaid  get  them,  <titii  ■J.iCf  that  time  I've  nkv^r  had 
•o  much  of  a  reUah  for  troot  as  an  article  of  food. 
It  was  »ome  tciKtbM,  U»vU  h  waa  ojir  o«nia«Ut 
we  ^an  short  of  grtb.  hot  I  wa*  pretty  green  to  the 
woods  Jn  thoae  days,  or  perha)>a  we  might  havt 
done  better  in  the  eommissariat  department. 

"I  waa  located  in  Nelson  then,  at  .least  Nelson, 
waa  ray  headquarters,  so  to  apeak,  as  I  .didn't  spend 
much  of  my  time  in  town,  but  was  usually  out  in 
the  hilts,  scratching  around  for  the  foundations  of 
the  fortune  which  it!  those  days  I  confidently  ex- 
pected to  find  in  Mother  Earth  be|ore  many  jnoons 
had  passed.  There  was  quite  a  little  mining  boom 
on  then,  and  I  had.  got  in  partnership  with  an  old 
miner  for  a  Summer's  prospecting.  East  Kootenay 
was  in  everyone's  month  aa  the  country  to  be 
prospected;  and  into  l^ast  Kootenay  we  determined

Planning  the  Trip 

•flfy '<J14  llartner  Jack  was  an  experienced  man  in 
theVo«*»WP^'.'«^*  everything:  to  his  judgment  in 
thc'ftiitler  id  QUtfjtj  route  and  the .^«t.  Ei<«  *of  oa 
took  a*:»ra|«e"iJta*ik»t>  ai^d  a  poH-pick.  onV'of  u«> 
rifle  and  t%  •Ot^Cf'  a  shotgun, >  frying-Uan.  tivo 
billies  and  thy;ariraiv \h\e'  f;^tr^9  completing  the 
baggage,  with  tifc  .toiejHion.'of  the  grub  pile.  The 
first  sUge  of  ouri^ip  wasUy  lake  steamer  to  Pilot 
Bay;;  from  th/re  ^e  planne*  Jo  take  the  trail  to 
Fort  Steele,  a  distance  of  fe^rta  jAvepty  odd  miles.^ 
M  Fort*Steffe.we  were  to  reoutfit  an*  start  our' 
real  prospecting  expedition  in  th€'H*iirii  XOtuHry, 
coming  back  to  Fort  Steele  by  a  cirooitf^(i>yeriiwlut 
tvas  marked  ^on  the  nnfr  'as  an'  I»4i»n5  *»*S':'''r 
learned  a-lOtof  leslw^ns  on  that  trip:  One  .'was  oetaf 
^  trust  to  trails  marked  on  maps,  and  an<Ah«c 
was  never  to  count  on  getting  game  on  a  trait;  OtCd- 
'^t  another  was  never  to  be  certain  the  fish  >irill  bita 
Tven  in  virgin  waters.  - 

"My  old  partner  was  .grea<  on  the  *  go  light,'  sittff.- 
He  divided  that  seventy-six-mile  trail  into  so.  tnany 
meals  and  allowed  somuch  flour^'  so  many  slices  of 
<iOw-belly,  so  many  cups  oT  tea  and  so  tnany  b^ana 
for  each,  and  precloos  little  else.  He  knew  it  "was 
I  gfm'e  country,  so  why  worry  overmuch  about 
food?. .  Soun<i«d  fine,  but— the  day  we  left  Pilot  Bay 
It  stArted  to  rain;  we  made  about  seven  miles,  with 
rhe.' packs  growing  heavier  and  heavier,  and  made 
camp  by  the  side  of  the  trail,  put  up  but  fly,  ate 
)ur  flip  wan  ce  of  the  meagre  stock  of  grub  and 
wa^ad  for  the  rain  to  stop.  It  didn't  stop  for 
several  days;  the Jirail  was  rough  i|>  places  and 
bog$y  in  others,  and  bur  progresii  wija  fbthlag  l^te 
jp^tok  schedule.  Not  to  ptnlong  the  agony  at  this 
sarly  stage.  I  may  tell  you  that  we  found  oujrselves 
It  the  St.  Mary's  River  crossing  with  just  *bout,  a 
1u*l(!Btr  of  a  pound  of  very  fat  bacon,  u  bift  t^6 
.-istfdls  of  flour  and  nothing  else  in  the  nature  of

"We'd  had  a  hard  hike  the  day  bJeforlfc  and  were 
>oti»  pretty  hungry;  the  trail  had  been  traveled,  by 
'oo-,"!^iany  other  seekers  of  fortune  for  there  to  be 
mudi  chance  of  seeing  any  game  on  it;  we  didn't 
dare  take  any  time  off  to  hunt  away  from  it.  Supper 
th^t  night  was  hardly  a  banquet.  I  laid  off  the  fat 
ba^dn,  but  Jack  tucked  away  his  full  share,  with 
the  result  that  next  morning  he  had  all  the 
symptoms  of  a  finely  developed  bilious  attack,  and 
waj  too  unwell  to  travel.  There  were  (brty  miles 
ah^ad  of  us  before  we  coul'd  purchase 'aiiy  supplies, 
so  far  as  we  knew,  and  nearly  as  far  'behind  lis, 
nothing  at  all  in  sight  to  eat  and  t)vo  packs  to  be 
carried,  with  one  of  us  decidedly  not  up  to  normal 
strength.  v      .  . 

"Wi  decISed  that  T  should  devote  itie  morning 
until  ndon  irt 'trying  to  catch  some  fish  ih  the  St. 
Mary's  Rive^,  while  Jack  rested;  that,  if  I  were  suc- 
cessful, we  would  stay  the  day  to  give  him  a  chance 
to  get  over  his  attack,  but  that,  if  the  fish  would 
not  bite,  we.  must  struggle  on  in  the  hope  of  com- 
ing across  a'pVospector  better  off  in  the  grub  line,' 
who  might  be  able  to  help  us  out. 

"The  ftah  IJi^tre,  there.  I  could  see  them,  but  would 
they  bite?  Not  on  your  life.  Not  a  trout  could  I 
hook,  but  I  did  have  a  little  bit  of  tuck.  I  found  a 
tin  half  full  of  chipped  beef,  which  someone  who 
had  camped  at  the  riverside  had  thrown  away.  It 
was  in  good  condition,  but  very  salt,  which  was 
l^obably  the  reason  it  had  been  chucked  away. 
That  man's  wastefulness  was  our  salvation.  There 
was  luckily  plenty  of  water  everywhere  on  the  way, 
and  chewing  that  salt  beef  enabled  us  to  keep  go- 
ing. Jack  was  feeling  better  by  noon  and  was  able 
to  pack  the  guns,  while  I  doubled  up  the  rest  of  the 
pack,  and  we  started  ahead.  Sixteen  miles  we  made 
that  day;  how'  1  did  it  on  an  empty  tummy  I 
don't  know,  bat  I  was  younger  then,  and.  just  be- 
fore we  finished  the  sixteenth  mile,  we  cime  on  two 
things  at  once,  a  modicum  of  food  and  the  meanest 
man  I  ever  met  out  il|  the  woods. 

A  Rare  Animal  ^ 

"We  passed «a  spot  where  two  men  were  camped. 
They  had  two  tents,  pack  horses  and  a  pile  of  grub 
enbugh  for  a  small  army.  We  approached  them 
with  joy  in  anticipation  of  a  square  meal,  but  the 
greeting  we  got  was  decidedly  chilly.  'Can  you 
sell  ua  a  little  grub?'  we  asked,  and  were  dumb- 
founded to  get  this  reply:  'Have  you  got  themoney 
to  pay  for  it?^  You  don't  often  meet  wtrh  that  kind 
of  thing  in  tht  woods,  but  there  were  all  kinds  of 
men  out  on  so-called  prospecting  trips  that  Sum- 
mer.^ We  swaUbwed  the  insult,  seeing  the  necessity 
of  swallowing  someHiing  else  more  sustaining 
pretty  toon  the  way  we  were  up  against  it,  and 
after  some  hesitation  onr  niggardly  friend  parted 
with  a  couple  of  handfuls  of  f^ir  out  of  a  full  sack 
and  wt  left  l|t<iw.too  disgvsit^^.camp  anywhere 
naarliim.  f\  .  V^iNj^  ^ 

"^ell.  boys,  this  isn't  itiM^Ml  aa  a  hard  tack 
storj^r  Every  prospector  kttow^ Phalli  ii  10  have 
to  tighten  his  belt  inaCeM(  o^  haHng  a  good  sqi^are 
meal  once  in  a  ijjBk  aad  *>9t  tuck  soon  taracd. 
The  next  day  tjfMppck  a  ettm^  wher<f  thry  gave'  as 
all  wa  wanted  VMntaiwI  tn'«ugh  ,to  keep  us  going 
till  wi^  got  t*  -VaM  Steele,  and  absolntely  refused  «• 
take  a  eejit  for  it  alL  -f 


"When  we  reached  town  we  bought  a  cayuse,  got 
a  good  generous  pile  of  grub  to  pack  him  with  and 
started  0|tt  for  the  country  we  had  marked  out  to 
proafaat.  There  was  lots  of  gatha  in  thia  country, 
•nd  w«  did  hkty  wcH  in  the  way  of  eating  for  a 
while,  until  the  time  came  to  ma^  tracka  en  the 
hack  trail  Wa  tried  to  follow  tl/at  Indian  trail, 
bat.  tiiottgii  it  waiNvei*y  plsif^ty  marked  on  the  map, 
it  appeared  to  b*  abaolutely  obliterated .  on  the 
earth's  surface,  and  the  further  we  went,  the  harder 
became  the  imtyeHilg.  The  little  cayuse  was  a 
V  wonder  at  getting  over  logs,  add  under  them  at 
tittiex.  bnt  Ht  la«t  the  going  got  too  hard;  wa 
smashed  9iir ^e  lia'ndle  and  decided  that  the  wisest 
course  was  to  return  the  way  we  had  come.  By 
this  time  that  generous  stock  of  grub  was  getting 
pretty  low,  and  when  we  reached  the  Moyic  River 
on  the  wa/  out  we  bad  eaten  the  last  bit  pf  meat 
of  any  kind  wa  had,  and  didn't  seem  to  have  any 
more  luck  in  getting  game. 

VkHk  and  to  Bpara 
.  "That  didn't  wc^rry  us  much,  though.  There  was 
the  *iver,  and,  as  for  fish,  why  any  of  the  yarns  you 
have  heard  of  being  able  to  catch  all  the  trout  you 
wanted  with  a  little  bit  of  red  handkerchief  on  a 
hook  were, put  into  the  shade  by  the  way  those 
Moyie  fish  bit. 

"I  rigged  up  a  hook  with  a  fragment  of  colored 
cotton  rag  and  a  grouae  feather  and  went  to  it. 
That  first  evening  there  was  a  hatch  of  flies  on  the 
river  which  looked  very  similar  to  the  Old  Cftuntry 
May  fly,  and  it's  a  fact  that  it  was  just  a  question 
of  chucking  in  and  yanking  out  and  every  time  a 
trout,  not  so  very  big,  about  a  half  pound  or 
three-quarters  each.  That  evening  we  fried  them 
for  supper,  next  morning  the  same  for  breakfast. 
)yhile  i  wa»  fishing  for  a  further  supply  Jack  was 
scratching  on  the  hillside  with  the  poll-pic^  and 
located  a  Jittle  copper  float.  He  liked  the  look  rff  it 
and  wt  decided  that  as  there  was  no  scarcity_  of 
gruB~by  that  river,  we  would  stay  a  few  days  and 
prospect  for  the  lead.  That  was  when  I  got  my 
dr^^aste  fOr  trout  as  a  stiple. 

".About  the  third  meal  of  fried  trout  we  found 
that  we  had  lost  our  relish  for  them.  Next  time 
we  tried  boiling  them:  they  were  not  quite  so  rich 
that  way,  and  in  the  end  we  found  the  only  way 
we  could  get  them  down  was  when  they  were 
boiled  and  allowed  to  get  cold.  That's  abour  the 
last  way  you  would  think  of  serving  up  a  dish  of 
nice  fresh  trout,  I  guess,  Tom,  but  believe  me, 
there's  .no  kind  of  food,  however  nice  it  may  be 
occaslomdiy,  that  you  can  live  on  all  the  time  with- 
out getting  sQ  si£k  of  it  that  after  a  while  you  don't 
.  care  if'yoq  {ityer  eat  it  agam.  That  is,  if  you  are 
any  ordinary*  lehid  of  man  and  not  a  Stelansson 
or  some  extra^dinary  kind  of  individual  who  can 
eat  straigbt^jneaV  all  the  time  and  say  he  likes  it.

<'Wf  bad  tep  days  of  straight  trout  before  we  got 
bartfk  to  Fort  Steele,  and  the  first  thing  wc  did  when 
we  had  reached  town  .and  tied  the  cayuse  to  a  post 
<  was  to  baat-it  for  the  nearest  restaurant  and  fill  up 
on  beefsteak  and  oni&n»,  canned  peaches  and  bot- 
t\(fd  beer,  which,  by  the  way,  taught  me  my  final 
le^ot)'for  the  trip,  which  was.  when  you  have  been 
i^oing  light  on  gnib  for  any  length  of  time,  not  to 
go  and  make  a  beast  of  yourself  when  you  get  the 
fifst  Qhance  at  white  m'an's  victuals.

Colbert,  the  Father  of  the 
French  Navy 


"Sire,  je  vous  dois  tout,  mais  je  crois  m'acquitter 
en  quelque  maniere  envers  Votre  Majeste,  en  lui 
donnant  Colbert." — Mazarin  on  his  deathbed  to 
Louis  XV. 

On  board  every  French  ws^ship  the  tercentenary 
of  the  birth  of  the  illustrious  Colbert  will  be  cele- 
brated today.  ^  Mazarin,  who  had  succeeded  to  the 
maritime  4ieritage  of  Richelieu,  had  a  high  concep- 
tion of  the  va.s^  importance  to  France  of  those  new 
perspectites'in  the  world  which  his  grjat  predeces- 
sor had  opened;  but,  in  the  political  disorders  of  the 
Fronde,  preoccupations  arising  fr6m  Continental 
wars,  and  waste  and  fraud  in  the  administration,  the 
reiources  of  the'  sroung  navy  were  reduced  bc/orc 
he  died  to  the  verge  of  penury. 

Colbert,  the  .regenerator,  who  sprang  from  a 
family  of  merchants,  and  was  born  in  1619,  entered 
the  service  of  Mazarin  about  the  year  1649  as  ad- 
ministrator of  his  personal  estate,  but  Us  vigorous 
intelligence,  his  conspicuous  honesty  and  singleness, 
of  purpose,  his  energy  anci  capacity,  soon  marked 
hhn  out  as  fitted  for  high  offices  of  the  state.  He 
became  the  homme  indispensable  of  the  Cardinal. 
After  serving  in  several  departments  and  as  direct- 
or of  fine  arts  and  public  works,  he  was  on  March 
7,  1669,  raised  to  the  position  of  a  Minister  (^ 
State,  and  charged  with  the  affairs  of  the  navies  of 
the  Levant  and  the  Ponant,  constituted  for  him  as 
a  single  department. 

Foundations  of  the  Preaant 

It  was  in  this  position,  which  Colbert  occupied 
until  his  death,  that  he  'revivified  the  French  navy, 
shaped  it  into  a  single  organization,  gave  it  its  code 
of  laws,  established  its  military  ports,  endowed  it 
with  ordered  dockyards,  gave  it  some  of  the  nob- 
lest ships  of  the  line  which  were  ever  built — ships 
which  aroused  the  admiration  of  Charles  II.  and 
of  the  English  shipwrights,  when  the  Count  d'Es- 
trees  brought  his  squadron  to  Portsmouth  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Third  Dutch  War — provided  it 
with  a  corps  of  trained  and  disciplined  officers,  and, 
above  all,  organized  that  system  of  embodying  for 
the  navy  the  seafaring  population,  which  has  been 
the  strength  of  the  French  navy,  and  exists  at  the  . 
presenttime.  Colbert  recognized  with  clear  vision 
tSe  distinction  which  must  be  drawn  between  opera- 
tions and  maintenance.  The  Germans  followed  him 
in  the  organisation  of  their  staff,  as  in  embodying 
their  seemannische  Bovelkerung  on  a  plan  ana- 
logous to  that  of  the  inscription  maritime.  No  man 
ever  did  a  greater  work  as  a  naval  organizer  and 
administrator  than  Colbert.  He  found  the  arsenals 
utterly  decayed,  the  oAcera  and  nien  forsaking  the 
ports,  without  any  effort  htb^^  ttifAt  to  retahi  them, 
only  eighteen  ships  on  the  'ocean  coast,  and  at 
Tc^ttlon  fiTteen  or  twenty  Tessels  "bent  a  rbmpre." 
an4  of  t%r^ty  galleys  eleven  xmM  for  service.  He 
Ifeft  a  navy  of  formidable  strength,  its  ships  better 
bttilt  than  that  had  yet  bean  seen,  ita  qflScers  pos- 
s^ssc^  wi)ih  the  fighthfig  spirit,  and  its  men  suffering 
much,  but  hardy  and  trained  to  the  sea.  >fisdirec- 
tinn  in  the  highes't  quarters  alone  deprived  it  of  ef- 
feetlve  power. 

Tht  wcskness  of  Colbert's. cprps  of.  naval  officers 
was  that  it  was  recruited  enuretj  from  the  ranks  of 


the  noblesse,  ibrough  coW|>idi*s  of  gtRl«l-nurlUf, 
to  which  admission  was  made  witbont  examination  '"• 
on  the  appointment  of  Abe  Ktn|p.  Tba  imposing 
feet  he  created'  reqnked  •  lahr*'  body  i?(  .'oAccrs, 
and  generally  they  were  disciplined  and  possessed 
with  the  right  fighting  spirit.  TourVille  and  Chat- 
canrcnault  were  officers  of  the  highest  class.  Tn« 
celebrated  Ordonnance  or  code  of  laws,  which  was 
in  hand  several  ycar&v  regulated  everything  down 
to  the  smallest  detail,  and  while  Colbert  lived  the 
central  authority,  waa  anlBcimtly  s^ng  to  compf  I 
obediencf.  Af teriirards  there '  were  dUputes  and 
quarrels,  and  a  graat  <^tcry  arose  when  mef chant 
oflkara  ware  adaHtM  to  the  navy, 
llgti  and  Materild 

Par  more  snceessful  was  the  great  a<Mni>u»t'^<^ 
in  organizing  a  permanent  force  of  ma|^    He  ^f^Us 
in  January,  i666,  before  he  became  Minister,  that 
commerce  "was  the  ropt  oi  finance,  which  waa  the 
nerve  of  war."    His  problem  was  to  provide  a  re- 
servoir of  trained  men,  withoM  weakening  the  mer-  I 
chant  marine,  and  he  recoiled  from  the  press,  to     -x- *  -^ 
which  resort  had  been  had  in  the  prr\'iOus     year. 
Accordingly  i|i  1.669  he  divided  the  seafaring  popu- 
lation in  the  <foast' districts  into  three,  four  or  five 
classes,  each  qHrss'  owfng  i .'year,  of  'service  to  the 
King  every  thre*.  four  b^ five  yeArs.  EVier  since  that 
time  this  mctl^'Of  niannitig  th;e*ileet{'wlib ^pertain 
modifications.  |)ai- .provided  the  Frendi,  navy  .wi^;.^    --_, 
an  inexhaustible. auppiv  of  .tirained   saafarintt7'*nen,{^'.i^'  ,  j: 
though  in  earfylpnea  it  <UdrfbV always  snffic^.atfcjl.f.-^, 
there  waa  stijl  n?^  fbfflie  presiv,  Th'f  seaminsaW     ^'"^^ 
^in  the  new  systeln 'a  irei^,  yoke;  and  often  rebeUfed,'-       .,a 
especially  in  times  in  which,  as  Lemontejfc  said,  tW'  "^ " '" '"  ^ 
seaman's  life  was  la  pire  des  servitudes,  car  la  sub- 
sistance  y  etait  precaire  et  la  chaine  etcrnclle.     Yet 
in  that  harsh  and  cruel  age  Colbert  never  ceased  to 
preach  humanity  to  hi^  subordinates,  though  he  did 
reproach '  the  victuallers  at  Toulon  for  feeding  the 
galley-men  too  well,  ce  qui  leur 'donnait  un  cmbon-. 
point  nuisible  a  leur  agilite. 

Colbert  gave  an  enormous  impulse  to  naval 
architecture  and  construction.  He  sent  a  practical 
shipwright  to  Holland,  and  then  to  England  to  ex- 
amine methods  of  shipbuilding,  and  recruit  a  nu- 
cleus of  skilled  mem.  The  navy  in  1666  had  seventy 
ships  of  war;  in  1791,  106;  in  1686  at  Colbert's  death, 
276,  and  even  four  years  after  La  Hoguc  there  were 
~  still  liearly'^bb.  ~  Nothing  contented  the  grcaF 
Minister  save  the  best,  and  everything  ity  conson- 
ance with  his  age.     For  the  adornment  of  ships,  like

Two  Frindplea 
Nothing  was  wanting  to  the  logical  coherence  of 
the  plans  of  Colbert.  His  clear  vision  of  the  dis- 
tinction between  command  and'  administration  an- 
ticipated the  priheiple|ir«  which  are  applied  today. 
They  were  called  L'Eee  and  La  Plume.  To  the 
sword  belonged  all  fhit  concerned  strategy,  tactics, 
command  and  figrting;  to  the  pen  all  that  related  to 
purchase,  manufacture  and  maintenance.  Even  the 
dockyards  were  placed  under  civil  control,  and  a  re- 
presentative of  the  civil  branch  went  afloat  with 
each  admiral  in  charge  of  the  civil  administration  of 
the  fleet.  The  rigid  thoroughness  with  which  the  sys- 
tem was  applied  led  tO  Some  complications  and  dis-, 
putes  of  authority,  but  the  principle  was  right,  and 
has  come  into  new  honor.  The  dockyards  were  fur- 
ther established  and  enlarged;  Brest  became  the 
great  port  on  the  ocean;  Rochfort  was  founded; 
Toulon,  under  the'  diree^n  of  Vauban,  became  the 
greatest  naval  port  In  the  worid.  The  large  views, 
the  constructive  imagit^ation,  tJi*  ready  enterprise, 
the  vital  energy  and  tm  pdW^r  df  inspiring,  direct- 
ing and  compdUrig  main,  w|)ie1i-  w^re  pre-eminent 
qualities  in  Colbert,,  hgvew^^fititrfdhith'  to  the 
admiration  and  giratitmt^t  ^^  France  and  of  the 
French  navy,  and' to  the  honoi*r  of  all  men  by  whom 
these  great  endowments  and  their  high  achieve

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Labor's  Voice  in  Industry 


The  importance  of  completing  the  scheme  re- 
commended by  the  Whitley  Committee,  by  the  es- 
tablishment of  of  tifstriet  eouneila -and- work*  eom^ 
niittees,  is  urged  by  Sir  Robert  itorne,  the  British 
Minister  of  Labor,  iu  a  long  letter  which  hie  has 
sent  to  the  Joint  Industrial  Counieils. 

Sir   Robert   Home   points  out   that   the   WhitWy 
Committee' proppsed  the 'formation  of  three  (nffer- 
ent   types     of .    bodies— national    councils,    district 
councils  and  works  committees — all  being  regarded 
as   usually   necessary  for  fhjc   complete   success   of 
the  scheme.  -He  en^rely  shares  this  view,  th^  for' 
mation  of  a  national  council  being  only  one  stage   ~ 
in   the   organization.     'Tndeed,"  he  says,  "I   doubt 
whether  the  spirit  of  co-operation  between- employ^  v  ^ 
ers  and  workpeople  can  be  sufficiently  developed  by, 
the  representatives  of, the  employers'  organizations' 
and  trade  unions  sitting  together  in  councils  unjeaa . 
the  principle  of  joint  consultation  and  action  i«^earr 
ried   further   by  their  association   together  in  each  ' 
district  and  itf  every  works.     The  underlying,  idea 
of  the  Whitley  Report  is  that  the  worker     should 
have  a  real  voice  in  determining  the  conditions  of 
his  everyday  work,  and  this  cannot  be  secured  -un- 
less he  can  speak  not  only  on  matters  affecting  his 
industry  as  a  whole,  but  also  on  those  concerning 
the  particular  establishment  in  which  he  works. 
Forty  National  Conncila 

At  the  present  time  there  are  national  councils  in 
no  fewer  than  forty  industries  of  the  country,, a  re- 
markable pmof  of  the  progress  of  the  moveoiciit 
for    better    co-operation    between    employers   :  and 
workpeople.     Sir   Robert   speaks   highly     of     tfldCi 
work.     To  make  quite  clear  what  is  meant    byik 
district  council  apd  a  works  oommittee,  die  Minister' 
qnotiea  from  the  Whitley  report  these  recontiJiendar' 
tions:  \".     '  '   '     •  ^!:'r» «*'•■.  '"  '. 

That  district  eofnncila,  fe^eseAtative  of  the  trade 
unions  -and  of  the  employers'  associations  in  the 
industry,  should  be  created, ^or  developed  out  of  the 
existing  nuchincry  for  negotiation  in  the  various 
trades.  7 

That  works .  committees,  representative  of  >  the 
manageipent  ,and  of  the  workers  employed,  should 
,be  instituted  in  particular  works  to  act  in  close  co- 
operation with  the  district  and  national  ^machinery. 

Sir  Robert  recognizes  that  any  steps  to  set  up 
these  bodies  must  be  taken  with  the  full  approval 
of  the  national  councils.  Different  plans,  no  doubt, 
will  have  to  be  adopted  in  order  to  meet  the  vary- 
ing needs  of  different  industries,  and  he  offers  to 
place  special  officers  of^his  departmental  the  dis- 
posal of  any  national  council  wishing  to  set  up  dis- 
trict councils  or  works  committees. 


MOSQUITOES  IN  HISTORY 


It  is  natural  to  assume  that  certain  pests  belong, 
in  their  deadly  perfection,  to  modern  times  only.. 
But  such  is  not  the  case  with  mosquitoes.  Accord- 
ing to  an  expert  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
who  is  held  to  be  the  foremost  authdrity  on  what 
is  sometimes  called*  the  "New  Jersey  Canary,"  his 
researches  indicate  that  the  inhabitants  of  ancient 
Greece  were  sometimes  forced  to  abandon  their 
dwellings  to  avoid  the  attacks  of  mosquitoes.  The 
citizens  of  Mionte,  a  rich  city  of  liona.  fled  from 
the  mosquitoes  to  Mileta,  and  Pergamo,  a  beautiful 
city  in  Asia  Minor^  was  abandoned  for  the  same 
reason. 

Sapor,  King  of  Persia,  was  compelled  to  raise  the 
siege  of  Nisibis  by  a  plague  of  gnats.  Humbolt 
says  that  in  certain  regions  of  South  America  the 
inhabitants  pass  the  night  buried  in  sand,  which 
covers  them  to  the  depth  of  three  or  four  inches, 
leaving  out  the  head,  which  is  protected  by  a  cloth. 
.  There  is. even  a  mosquito  story.,  which  hid  the 
hardihood  to  attack  he  veracity  of  George  Wash- 
ington, or  possibly  that  of  a  contemporary  tourist. 
Isaac  Weld,  in  his  "Travels  Through  North  Amer- 
.  ica,"  says  in  reference  to  Skenesborougb,  .N.  Y., 
that  mosquitoes  were  very  ferocious  and  plentiful 
there. 

"General  Washington  told  me."  he  says,  "that  he 
was  never  so  much^annoyed  by  mosquitoes  in  any 
part  of  .\mcrica  as  in  Skenesborougb.  They  used 
to  bite  through  the  thickest  boot."  Now,  the  boots 
of  those  days  were  very  thick  and  mosquitoes  were 
probably,  as  far  as  structure  goes,  pretty  muclgas 
they  are  today.  Moreover,  the  Father  of  his 
Country  could  not  lie.  but  perhaps  Mr.  Weld  conid 
or  more  probably  one  of  the  geatlaascn  may  have 
indulged  a  sense  of  humor.— —New  York  Sun.

-ftfm^,  not  fluctuation.  Wherever  salt "  -wjli^ir 
comes;  it  destroys  the  flowers  and  insects  of  tht 
^tft,:  but  there  is  a  deeper  sense  of  destruction  in 
^e  backward  passage  of  the  waters,  even  when 
they  arc  still  fresh,  and  driven  by  the  sea  behind 
them.  The  end  of  some  rivers  is  instantaneous  and 
bpfendid;  they  leap  straight  from  the  hills  o^er,  a 
jcrag  into  the  envelo(fing  sea.  Unstained  by  cities,; 
unburdened  by  skiff  or  barge,  they  are  types  of 
youth  saved  by  deatlfr  There  is  a  dreariness  in  tidal 
channels  which  seldom  rises  to  solemnity.  Grey 
ooze,  foul  fleshy  plants,  a  floating  scum — in  such 
surroundings  the  ebb  tide,  when  the  river  toils  tea- 
ward,  again,  is  more  sombre  than  the  obliterating 
flood.

Blue  comes  from  the  '' 
reflection  of  the  skies,  and  both  these  hues  are  too 
fleeting  to  be  seized  as  a  characteristic  in  the  names 
of  streams.  Red  and  yellow  come  from  the  surface 
scourings  of  the  earth,  and  are  more  constant,  and 
many  streama  are  called  black  or  white.  Blackness 
is  one  aspect  of  depth  and  atillness,  and  white 
waters  are  often  fouler.  Where  the  Black  and 
White  Lutschine  meet  below  GrindelwaM,  the 
Black  is  the  clearer  stream,  the  White  thick  .w^^h 
ihe  silt  ground  by  glaciers  from  the  rocks.        *?« f  , 

The  names  of  certain  rivers  are  some  of  the  old- 
est elements  of  our  language;  they  stand  like 
Stonchenge  among  modern  camps,  monuments  0/ 
submerged  and  far-related  tribes.  The  common 
general  name  for  a  rocky  brook  in  Wales  Is  also  in 
use  near  Mont  Blanc.  English  Aitons  tell  of  the 
ousted  Britons;  but  no  one  knows  from  what  anti- 
quity we  derive  the  name  of  tJie  Thame  or  Thames. 
The  streams  are  as  6ld  as  the  hills,  for  they  shaped 
them  as  we  fsee  them,  and  are  far  older  than  the 
green  landscapes  beneath  their  crags.  Hills  turn 
from  birch  and  alder  scrub  to  heather,  from  heather 
to  grass,  and  from  grass  to  bracken,  but  the  naked 
rock  iii  the  stream  remains  the  same.  The  fictda' 
mantle  of.  oats  and  barley  is  changed  yinually.  Dark 
pine wooda  arise  atid  fall,  in  a  longer  rotation.  The 
sun,  after  seventy  years,  once  more  strikes  into  the 
amber  pools,  and  bring*  back  the  scabious  blossom 
to  the  ledges^  and  the  butterflies  which  feast  upon 
it,  bnt  the  change  that  aecma  ao  sweeping  to  living 
eyes  is  only  a  return  after  a  momentary  interrupt 
tion.  to  the  ancient  aspect  of  the  river.  Flowing 
water  is  the  most  transient  of  visible  things,  the 
river  to  which  it  gives  life  the  moat  enduring.  *  i%  > 
satisfies  both  onr  love  of  change  and  our  eraviitg  : 
for  permanence.

iHBN  the  Kettle  Valley 
Railway  leavcM  I'en- 
tlcton  and  makea  the 
Jons  and  toKuouH 
climb  to  the  summit 
of  the  Kettle  Divide 
It  reachen  that  ■ectlon  of  the  Province 
Irom  which  it  takes  Ita  name — the 
Xettle  Valley,  \yij\t  Bast  of  the  divide 
and  comprlains  all  that  country  inter- 
vAnlilg  between  this  range  and  the 
Midway  Mountains  farther  East.  The 
Kettle  River  is  a  considerable  stream. 
The  weat  branch  takes  its  rise  on  the 
Kaslera  side  of  the  Kettle  divide  and 
drains  the  great  water-shed  on  the 
aide  opposite  from  Okanagan  Lake. 
The  main  branch  of  the  Kettle  takes 
jSts  rise  much  farther  North,  draining 
the  Western  water-shed  of  the  Mid- 
way Monntalna.  The  confluence 
occurs  near  Westbrldgc.  Later  this 
augmented  stream  is  increased  by 
the  contribution  of  the  Ofanby  River 
— really  the  North  Kork  of  the  Kettle 
■ — the  great  confluence  taking  place  at 
Orand  Forks.  The  whole  Is  part  of 
tho  vast  "Columbia  System."  adding 
no  small  Item  to  the  magnitude  of 
that  historic  stream. 

From  Peatloton  to  the  Summit  the 
distance  is  flfty-one  miles,  an  addi- 
tional eighty-four  milrs,  bringing  the 
railway  to  Midway  at  which  point  it 
merges  Into  the  Columbia  and  West- 
ern branch  of  the  Canadian  Paclflc 
land  esUbltahea  eonmualoatlon  ^wlth 
, Kelson.  ':_  '''.'"MW  ' 

The  altitude  reached  at  the  Kettls 
Summit  is  4,200  feet — or,  to  be  exact, 
,11  feet  less — and  the  route  traversAd 
•is  apotber  striking  illustration  of  the 
facility  with  which  engineering  ob- 
Btarlea  aro  overcome.  The  gravelly 
mountain  Hopes  are  broken  Into  and 
rut  up  by  Innumerable  shdes  with  an 
unusual  number  of  small  streams 
draining  the  higher  levels.  These 
streams  have  eroded  their  way  to  bed- 
rock and.  during  illlniitH,ble  ages,  have 
chiseled  groat  canyons  in  the  rock 
Itsoir.  When  the  Kettle  Valley  Rail- 
way reaches  the  "perspective"  of  this 
comparatively  level  top  ridge  It  swings 
round  a  Jutting  promontory  that  dls- 
pla.vs,  far  below,  the  whole  Kriowna 
Valley,  with  ItM  multitude  of  orchards 
and  farms,  extending  some  dlstanc* 
up  the  broad  "gulch"  toward  Vernon 
in  the  North.  On  a  clear  Hummer  day 
this  valley  Is  a  phenomenon  that  must 
be  seen  to  be  appraised. 

MMcs  and  Chasms 
The  railway  then  begins  the  'l?ir. 
cult" — or  suctteseion  of  olroults— of 
the  slides  and  canyons  introduced  in 
the  proceeding  paragraph.  The  two 
high  polnta  on  the  top  of  the  divide 
whieh  mark  the  beginning  and  the 
end  of  the  great  circuit  are  not  far 
apart.  But  many  miles  muxt  be' 
traveled  before  the  diverging  lines  of 
steel  approach  eafh  other  again.  The 
;maln  gulrh  or  "chasm"  of  thin  circuit

Is  itself  a  three-forked  stream  and  no 
sooner  does  the  railway  make  a  efr- 
cult  of  one  eixnyon  than  it  begins  the 
circuit  of  another.  When  thU  Is  ne- 
gotiated there  is  yet  one  more,  shortly 
after  which  the  summit  is  reached. 
"Looping  the  loops"  on  this  railway. 
therefore.  Is  quite  as  Interesting  and 
far  more  instructive  than  the  risque 
iperformance  that  coined  the  phnise. 
C  The  mountain  slopes  are  not  densely 
wooded  but  abound  In  vegetation  oV 
the  wilderness  vartetles,  beginning 
siready  to  take  on  the  chsracter  of 
the  country  farther  Bast  where  "farm- 
tnr'  at  these  altitudes  Is  in  consider- 
able va««ie.    Bo  htxurlant  Is  this  vegc- 
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tatlon  ihat  it  affords  pasture  for  great 
herds  of  deer  and  other  wild  animals 
of  like  kind.  The  suggestion  was  made 
to  me  by  an  Intelligent  railroad  man 
that  the  Government  nhould  cuiivert 
these  vast  areas  Into  ga^ie  preserves, 
protect  the  game,  charge  -heavy 
licence  fcis  for^*  short  .  season  of 
shooting  and  rid 'the  country  of  the 
national  debt.  He  dpclared  that 
wealthy  New  Vorkcrs  and  "Mlchl- 
ganders"  would  be  but  too  glad  to 
pay  incredible  licence  lecs*  for  the 
privilege  of  hunting  doer  and  other 
game  In  "wilds"  so  easily  ucceMsible 
and  so  contiguous  to  clvillKatiou — and 
other  things.  To  convince  me  that  he 
was  not  perpetrating  any  deception 
this  young  man  placed  a  small  sack 
of  salt  oh  a  cleared  opening  in  the 
bush  some  few  hundred  yards  below 
the  railway  line  and  certainly  next 
morolng  there  were  hundreds  of  deer 
light inK  for  a  'lick"  at  the  coveted 
seuHonlnK,  Whe'rever  they  came  from 
they  had  "smelled"  the  salt  and  we 
wero  sorry  that  ll  was  the  cli^c  season. 
Home  day  what  he  suggested  may  be 
done  and  the  burdens  of  the  com- 
plaining taxpayer  transferred  to  tho 
mighty  and  moneyed  nlmrods  of  the 
ICast,  There  are  Just  m*  big  flsh,  too, 
in  Hjcsc  upland  lakes  and  rivers' an 
any  thai  ever  were  caught  in  the  ftiore 
advertised  places.  The  Trovlnce  some  1 
day  may  take  hold  of  this  question  of 
breedins  big  game  and  conserving  ll 
for  sporting  purposes  with  a  view  to 
the  gathering  of  revenue  instead  of, 
as  rtow,  maintaining  a  close  neason  to 
secure  the  spasmodic  Rratlllratlon  of 
a  few  leather-stockinged  nportsmcn. 
'  Mineral  Belt 
No  sooner  does  the  Kettle  Valley 
Railway  start  down  the  Bastern  slo|>e 
Of  the  Kettle  Divide  then  it  runs  Into 
the  mineral  belt  that  has  be«n  the 
basis  «.f  the  large  mining  and  smelting 
industries  of  the  Boundary  section  of 
the  Interior.  I  .ess  than  forty  mi)ea 
from  the  HummIt  there  U  a  veritable 
"nest"  of  prospects,  some  of  which 
were  well  adVH,nced  In  development 
When  the  war  broke  out.  Much  of 
this  develo|>menl  work  hits  been  re^ 
Kumed.  Notable  among  the  mines  aU 
meet  ready  to  be  put  on  a  shipping 
basis  Is  the  Carmi  Mine.  nsAr  the  rail- 
way station  of  the  same  name.  Around 
BeaverdeU  In  this  locality  there  Is  a 


veritable  nest  of  ore  chutes  lending 
color  of  reason  and  nan^tion  to  the  ex- 
pectation that  this  immediate  iielgh- 
Ijorhood  may  renuscitute  the  mining 
activities  of  that  section  of  the  In- 
terior. 

Nature  evidently  intended  this  hcc- 
tlon  of  the  Province  to  be  Hclf- 
sustaining,  for  Just  below  that  part 
of  tho  valley  settlement  of  the  rich 
btMich  In  lids  irt  ill  Htcafly  progrens. 
ThcHc  limd«  are  rcni.irkaldv  fertile 
and  productive,  and  tho  piitneers  of 
these  .Mcttlcnionls  have  JUMtitlcd  their 
faith  In  the  country  by  the  dcKrce  of 
piuspcrlty  they  enjoy,  Farther  down 
the  valley  of  the  Kettle  HIver  the  de- 
velopment thai  huH  resulted  from  ex- 
periments in  fanning  at  high  nilit«rles 
Is  UHtonixhinR  to  thtme  who  have  not 
known  of  the  extent  yf  these  indus- 
tries. KarioK  on  the  sloplnK  moun- 
tain •  sidcH.  three  and  four  thousand 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea  are 
aniouK  the  most  productive  In  the 
whole  country  and  their  cultivation 
surprlKingly  lucrative.  .Sub-irrigiition 
Im  what  does  the  trick.  The  moisture 
released  from  the  snow- level  (liters 
thr«>UKh  tho  soil  Juwi  l»elow  the  Mur- 
facc  and  keeps  irrigated  the  deeply 
rooted  cereals  and  vcRettiblcH  stimu- 
lating them  to  unparalleled  yields. 
Far  more  pritHtahle  than  stock- 
ranging  are  many  of  iheso  uplaiTd 
farms  as  the  splendid  bulldinKs,  with 
every  modern  convciilence.  thiit.  are 
scattered  along  the  eleyated  benches 
testify,

Tlie  same  dillgeni  api>lieutlnn  lo 
study  of  the  poMslhiUtle^  nf  this 
"elevated"  farmioK  has  taken  pince 
ns  that  which  charaeterir.es  the  hortl- 
culturnlislM  of  the  Okanagan  belt.  Not 
far  ^rom  Ttork  Creek,  where  lUe  Kettle 
Valley  widen.-*  out  to  the  proportions 
of  a  limited  prairie,  an  "Investigation 
Kar'm"  was  esUtbllshed  by  the  (tovem- 
ment  for  the  purpose  of  demoti- 
Htrntlng  the  potentialities  of  tlii^n 
high!  ahitndcH  in  the  matter  of  cereal 
and  fodder  priHlnctlon,  Whe.-it  arown 
on  these  hills  graded  "No.  1  hard." 
t\hen  senl  to  the  Ooa^i  nilllti  though 
the  Rrowers  had  no  Intention  of  com- 
peting In  this  class.  Rut  the  experi- 
ments were  conducted  chiefly  with  a 
view  to  the  discovery  «»f  adaptable 
fodder  prudMotlon.    They  were  cM-rled 


oil  iiy  .Mr.  Angus  McLennan,  and  both 
gru»srs  ami  vegetable  or  "root"  fod- 
ders were  put  to  the  tenl.  Corn,  beets, 
turnips,  timothy,  alfalfa,  clover,  and 
other  feed'  were  subjected  to  exhaus- 
tive lestK,  the  results  of  which  may  be 
UHcertaincd  by  reference  to  the  pub- 
llcatlonM  on  this  subject.  The  result 
linH  been  that  fanners  know  what  lo 
plant  and  S^vt^,  and  tho  areas  brought 
under  ru Itivu^llon  aro  extending — both 
ulitiidlnally  and  longitiidlnully — from 
yojir  to  year.  It  is  probable  thai  the 
HiKceiw)  of  these  denionstrutlonM  will 
rcHiill  in  the  cultiVHtion  of  high  alti- 
tudes in  ttther  parts  of  the  F'rovlnce 
with  similar  JuslKlcntion  in  crpjivalent 
success. 

.\ll-('Mnadian   Trade 

Ky  the  construction  of  the  Kettle 
^■alley  Hallway  all  the  development 
prevlou.sly  made  ha.s  been  rewarded, 
and  what  Ih  taking?  place  now  is  be- 
IHK  expedited.  .Moreover,  all  the  trade 
anil  commerco  that  has  been  created 
ha.'t  been  conserved  for  Canada  as  a 
whole  and  Kritlsh  Columbia  In  par- 
ticular. The  natural  channels  of 
Malttc  are  eastward  and  westward 
now  instead  of  southward,  as  for- 
merly. The  bulldinK  of  this  railway 
h.tH  etimplcted  or  snpidemented  exist- 
loK  systems,  bringing  the  business  of 
Unit  section  of  the  Province  within 
the  network  of  ull-(^inadian  trade.  If 
the  natural  markets  are  at  the  4'oast. 
the  diatancc  has  been  shortened  by 
both  time  and  space  elimination.  If 
the  markets  are  east  of  the  itockies. 
the  name  conditions  prevail,  and  to  a 
giealer  extent.  Il,.w  much  this  means 
to  ihe  country.  In  view  of  l)ie  perish- 
able chamcter  of  the  most  remunera- 
tive produeta  of  the  Interior,  it  would 
be  diniciilt  to  calculate.  At  any  rate, 
the'  railway  givns  the  producer'  hW 
chance  In  competitive  markets  and  re- 
moves many  of  the  disuhillties  under 
which  formerly  he  was  com|M>lled  to 
lobor. 

II  fJhotild  be  stated  also  that  the 
Kettle  Valley  railway  was  built  for 
»«»rvl<'e  and  not  for  Ihe  exploitation  Of 
the  country  and  the  sudden  and  «n- 
earned  eorichment  of  lis  promoters. 
If  cost  the  Province  no  grant  of  vast 
ureas  of  land,  ns  did  some  of  the  ear- 
lier railways,  nor  was  there  any  guar- 
antee t.f  Itonds  l>y  the  tloevmment. 
The  cash  subvention  was  a  me^e  irtfle 
when  ihc  cost  uf  the  road  is  reckoaed. 


'Lt«s  than  a  minion  and  u  qsMSTter  wi^ 
granted  by  tho  Province,  luid  ihla  .turn 
includes  its  share  uf  the  pwit  of  the 
combined  trulMc  and  railway  Widgc 
across  tho  t>*nu'er  RKcr  at  llof»e.  In 
other  worda.  the  railway  STiMi  a  "busi- 
ness" propoeillon  from  the  start,  and 
without  doubt  it  will  Juirtify  the  confi- 
dence of  tbutte  who  launclied  the  un- 
dertaking. 

tjivnk*  Asset 
'  The  value  of  the  r<»utc  a»  u  arenlc 
asset  la  little  understood  and  greatly 
underostlmuted.  When  the  knowl- 
edge of  Its  attraction  av  a  f<cenlc 
route  becomes  better  known,  its  man- 
agement will  be  compelled  to  double 
tho  capacity  of  its  Irulns  and  s|>eclal- ' 
ixe  in  tourist  trallic.  And  when  the 
i^pabilities  of  the  country  tbrtrngh 
which  it  passes  are  more  fully 
grjMped.  the  hope  and  reasomible  ex- 
pectation which  led  to  its  construction 
will  bo  more  fully  realised. 

What  tiwt  aeetlon  of  ;he  Province 
needs — as  is  the  case  in  every  other 
part  of  British  Columbia  is  a  serious 
attack  upon  the  problem  of  develop- 
men:  a  departure  from  or  complete 
abandonment  of  methods  ol  develop- 
ment in  other  countries,  and  a  solu- 
tion of  the  local  problyms  of  Industry 
in  harmony  with  the  fixed  laws  of 
Nature.  For  the  lust  twenty  years  the 
I'rovlnco  has  been  the  par.tdise  of  ex- 
ploiters. The  land,  timber  and,  to 
some  extent,  the  minerals  of  the  coun- 
try have  been  used-  as  bait  to  ,-ittraot 
the  fortunes  of  aliens  and  non-resi- 
dents who  expected  to  multiply  their 
wealth  without  doing  anything  to  de- 
velop the  resources.  Iteut  estate, 
prospects  and  fancied  oceans  of  sub- 
terranean oil  have  been  "pyndicated" 
and  sold  to  the  spoculutivo  Investor 
whose  notion  of  the  development  of 
any  country  is  that  sumoono  else 
should  do  the  developing,  he  reaping 
the  Increment.  The  folly  of  this  car- 
nival fo  exploitation  is  seen  on  -^very 
hand,  and  those  who  remain  have 
learned  wisdom.  Gradually  tho  va- 
cant acres  are  beluR  tenanted  and 
brought  under  cultivation.  Hlowly 
the  undoubtedly  rich  mineral  pros- 
pects are  being  opened  up  by  the  old 
processes  of  steady  work,  technical 
knowledge,  and  skill.  And  .-ilreudy 
the  swaying  and  staggering  steps  of 
many  a  worthy  owner  ui  real  and 
honest  wealth  are  being  eteadlcd  by 
the  reluctant  reward  of  honest  toil. 
The  "gambler"  has  given  place  to  the 
man  of  purpose,  and  t^e  trickster  to 
tho  solid  citizen  who  can  work  and 
wait  the  allotted  period  between  seed- 
time and  harvest.

A  Traveler's  Talc.«i 

Some  of  the  citizens  of  Hrltish  Co- 
lombia resident  in  the  far  outlying 
districts  never  see  anyl>ody  connected 
with  the  Government  excepting  a 
Itoad  Hunperintendent.  Of  course, 
they  see  the  candidate  for  parlia- 
mentary honors  and  confidence  along 
nI)OUt  election  time.  .Many  of  these 
people  never  have  seen  anyone  from 
Victoria.  Naturally  ihcir  ideas  of  the 
functions  of  a  private  secretary  ,are 
somewhat  confused.  Home  of  them 
think  he  attends  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Council  and  Is  deep  in  the 
secret  deliberations  of  the  Govern- 
ment. Others  have  the  notion  that  a 
private  secretary  has  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  every  detail  of  depart- 
mental administration,  and  their  con- 
iidencc  in  the  cfllclcncy  of  the  "ser- 
vice" is  shattered  when  they  discover 
that  a  private  secretary  does  not  know 
that  a  bridge  la  needed  here  or  there, 
or  that  .some  bridge  has  l>cen  built 
which  should  have  been  put  some- 
where else.  If  a  seizure  of  "contra- 
band" or  "Illicit"  ban  been  made 
somewhere,  or  If  some  "rcHpcciablc" 
bootlegger  has  been  "nabbed"  and 
lined,  the  innocent  surprl.'-c  of  a  pri- 
vate sccreatry.  on  hearing  the  news 
for  the  flrst  time,  is  accepted  as  con- 
clusive evidence  that  the  aforesaid 
p,a  is  not  "onto  his  Job."  That  "the 
law  is  a  bass'  everyone  knows,  but  the 
victim  of  injustice — or  even  Justice — 
seems  to  labor  under  the  delusion  that 
a  private  secretary  is  privy  to  and 
partlceps  crlmines  in  all  the  damnable 
machinations  of  a  government  whose 
activities — or  inactivities — annoy  a 
section  of  hoi  polloi.  The  farther  one 
goes  from  the  seat  of  government  the 
more  these  Illusions  prevail. 

The  reception  tendered  a  private 
secrelaiy  depends  somewhat  upon  the 
political  or  party  iiersiiasion  of  the 
"receiver."  If  he  happens  lo  be  a 
supporter  of  the  government  in  power 
no  welcome  can  be  too  effusive.  If 
ho  happens  to  be  a  "red -eyed'  revo- 
lutionary or  even  .1  "conscientious" 
and  consistent  member  of  the  opposi- 
tion party  the  reception  is  frigid.  One 
need  not  be  a  psychologist  to  discover 
"party"  anillallona  in  the  extra  rural 
districts. 

Oood-nuturedly,  however,  nearly 
every  ■oiitlunder"  believes  that  every- 
one connected  with  a  government  or 
In  the  employe  of  "the  bi«  hulldlngs 
at  A'lrtoria"-is  more  or  loss  a  fool  and 
has  a  "soft  thing."  Illustrative  of 
this  general  i>ellef  a  man — not  l>y  any 
means  lacking  In  proper  appreciation 
of  the  real  situation  -told  me  a  story. 
It  appears  that  a  neighbor  of  his — 
so  he  said— siilTerfd  the  tortures  of 
Tantalus  from  headache.  After  en- 
during .IS  lonK  as  he  could  he  con- 
sulted a  physician.  The  doctor  nuide 
a  careful  and  tb'orough  diagnosis, 
after  which  he  said: 

"It  appeur.«  to  m.-  there  must  be 
something  the  matter  with  your 
brains.  If  you  don't  min<l  Til  take  a 
look  at  them."  Whereupon  he  pro- 
ceeded to  "lift  the  lid"  off  tho  man's 
skull  and  peer  Into  the  interior.

Chitch   Ailment 

If  the  sliding  member  of  the  clutch 
iH  rusty,  it  will  give  the  effect  of  h. 
(grabbing  member.  The  rusted  por- 
tion will  prevent  the  clutch's  engag- 
ing gradually  holding  for  a  fraction 
of  a  second,  and  thus  forcing  a  quick 
en«ragemcnt.  The -operator  often  be- 
lleve.M  that  the  trouble  is  due  to  poor 
facing  or   worn   engaging   members. 

Thin   Knamel   With    .\lcohol 

Ordinary  turpentine  is  a  satisfac- 
tory medium  for  thinning  enamel  or 
varnish,  as  most  motorists  know. 
Some  varnish  manufacturers  supply  a 
special  thinning  liquid,  which  should 
be  used  in  thia  instance.  When  it  is 
desired  to  produce  a  quick-drying 
enamel  try  using  alcohol  (or  thin- 
ning. 


Do  not  leave  tire  chalk  out  of  your 
tool  kit.  Some  of  It  should  be  shaken 
Into  the  shoe  every  tin>p  you  change 
tubes.  It  helps  the  tubes  to  settle 
Into  place  and  reduccH  friction  be- 
tween tube  and  shoo,  thus  prolong- 
ing the  life  of  the  tube. 


Don't  overload  your  tiros.  A  tiro 
will  "give  out"  sooner  from  overload 
than  from  almost  any  other  cause. 


Packlncs  for  Watrrpump  Olanda 

Many  motor  car  users  have  experi- 
enced diniculty  in  getting  heavy  oil  to 
flow  from  the  storage  tank  in  which 
It  is  kept.  A  way  around  this  la  to 
solder  what  la  known  as  a  molasBes 
faucet  on  a  flve-gallon  can.  This  fau- 
cet works  on  the  prinelplc  of  a  gate 
valve  and  the  heavy  oil  will  b«  found 
to  flow   ca.sily. 


The  screen  in  the  oiling  systrm 
should  be  examined  and  foreign  mat- 
ter removed.  Washing  the  crank  case 
with  kcroMcnc  occasionally  will  be 
found  to  be  bcneflclal.

#Men  you  hear  a  clatter  as  though 
you  had  run  over  a  tin  can  or  some 
Other  piec«  of  metal  scrap  which  has 
found  Its  way  on  to  the  road,  do  not 
be  ao  optimistic  as  to  think  it  did  not 
fall  off  the  car,  but  go  back  and  look 
carefully.  One  motorist  lost  a  licence 
tag  this  way.  another  broke  the  coup- 
ling between  the  clutch  and  gearset 
because  he  did  not  .itop  to  look  when 
a  bolt  fell  out.  He  heard  it,  but 
thought  nothing  of  It.  Another  lost 
two  good  wrenches  and  a  tiro  pump 
which  he  had  absent-mindedly  left 
on  the  running  board.  Still  another 
lost  u  spare  tire  on  the  rear  in  the 
same  way.  It  is  better  to  be  on  the 
safe  side  and  inreet'tgate. 

Clean  Bmiw  Before  Palntinc 

Unless  care  is  taken  to  have  the 
surface  absolutely  clean,  considerable 
difttfulty  is  encountered  in  attempt- 
ing to  paint  over  polished  brass.  To 
Insure  a  satisfactory  Job,  the  brass 
should  first  be  scoured  with  a  mix- 
ture of  aalt  and  vinegar  to  remove  all 
grease,  after  which  the  surface  should 
be  washed  with  hot  soapsuds  and 
wiped  dry  with  a  clean  rag.  lihere- 
iifter  the  paint  may  be  applied  with- 
out risk  of  Its  running  while  wet  or 
chipping  off  after  It  has  dried. 

Wobbllna  WheclM 

It  is  wise  to  make  an  occasional  ex- 
amination of  the  front  wheels  to  see 
whether  they  are  wobbling.  This 
may  be  done  by  Jacking  up  each 
wheel  and  revolving  It  and  walkinc 
away  a  few  feet  to  see  If  it  wobbles 
as  It  revolves.  By  having  someone 
else  drive  the  car  the  owner  can  very 
quickly  see  if  the  wheels  are  shaking 
by  taking  his  stand  a  short  distance 
down  the  street.  Sometimes  the 
wheel  itself  may  run  true  but  the  rim 
and  tire  may  be  incorrectly  mounted 
•o  aa  to  give  the  impression  that  the 
whole  wheel  Is  wobbling.

Their  clothing  and 
the  shape  of  their  heads  and  other 
parts  of  I  heir  bodies  differed  from 
the  clothing  and  bodies  of  the  presont 
day  Kskhiios.  Remains  of  several  of 
the  Eskimos  were  shipped  by  Van 
Vallln    to    the    museum. 

Evidently  the  ancient  village  was 
overtaken  by  sonie  cat.iHtrophe.  it  i.s 
believed.  None  of  the  present  natives 
of  the  Barrow  section  know  of  the 
existence   of  the  lost  village.

Why  they  exempted  books  I  do  not 
know  unless  It  was  to  encourage  read- 
lag.

Is  contained 
In  a  dispatch  from  Tlflls  addressed  to 
the  Berlin  Forelcn  Ofllce  on  Ansust 
SO.  lilt,  hy  the  Bavarian  Qeneral, 
Baron  Kraai/von  Kressenstebi/  some 
time  Chief  of  Staff  to  DJemal  Paaha'a 
Paurth  Turkish  Army  In  Syria,  who. 
after  the  Brest-Litovsk  Cofiferenee., 
had  been  appointed  aeraMh  Hlyh 
Commissioner  In  the  Caticaaus,  with 
instructions  to  study  the  'Armenian 
question  on  the  spot* 

Baron  von  Kress's  dispatch  Airureii 
In  a  collection  of  German  oAlelal  doou- 
mcntM  Just  pubUahed  In  Berlin,  with 
the  authortty  of  the  Wllhelrastraase, 
,by  Dr.  Johannes  l>psius,  founder. of 
the  German  Orient  Mission  and  presl- 
<lent  of  the  German  Armenian  Bodety. 
The  collection,  which  is  entitled  "Ger> 
many  and  Armenia:  1*1 4-1 9 IS."  U 
Visued  as  a  volume  of  over  600  pages, 
price  15  marks,  by  the  PoKtdam  Tem- 
nelverlas.  After  the  revolution  in  Ber- 
lin last  November,  ho  was  rranted  full 
j^ccesB.to  the  reports  of  the  German 
diplomatic  and  consular  ayents  in 
'ptrkey.  and  he  assumes,  as  editor, 
complete  responsibility  for  the  present 
production. 

r,  He  disclaims  any  desire  to  accuse  oi* 
to  exculpate  anyone.  But  his  array  of 
evidence  conclusively  shows  that  from 
the  Iniperlal  Chancellor  in  Berlin 
down  to  the  lowest  grade  ofllclal  in

^oreivn  Service  knew  day  by  day  what 
•JKnaa  happening  lo  Armenia,  Uinden- 
l^rlr  and  Ludendorff  were  as  well 
,#**fe  of  every,  detail  n*  were  the 
veteran  von  der  Golts  arid  LIman  von 
Sanders.  The  Main. Committee  of  the 
Reichstag  shared  the  guilty  secret. 
Yet  nothing  effective  was  df ne  to 
||>fl|lg  the  Turks  to  their  senses.  At 
Coastantlnople  the  German  AmbaaM- 
dor  of  the  day  confined  himself  to 
making  academic  representotions  at 
•tatjed  intervals.  The  Turks  in  return 
crave  Germany  to  understand  that  it 
**"«•  her  business  to  win  the  war,  and 
not  to  meddle  in  Turkish  Internal 
B.$*irB.  The  Germans,  for  their  part. 
Pkporeciated  only  too  clearly  the  retort 
it*  which  the|r  own  policy  of  deporta- 
tidil  In  Franoe  and  Belgium  ultimately 
exposed  them. 

Dr.  I^pslus'  labors  also  afford  the 
Gannan  public  its  first  comprehensive 
view  of  what  he  describes  as  "'perhaps 
the  greatest  persecution  of  Christians 
of  |ill  time/'  . 

The  drama  opened  in  Constantin- 
Ople  with  an  Oriental  Bartholomew 
JftUht  on  April  as,  .1»15.  when  «00 
A|>menian  notables  were  arrested,  de- 
p<lrted,  and  done  to  death.  In  Ar- 
menia Itself  a  so-called  "rising"  at 
Van  furnished  tbe  pretext  for'fhe-* 
wholesale  massacres  and  deportations 
thot  continued  untll'^ifhe"  end-  of  the 
year.  And  from  December.  1»15.  be-' 
fan  the  peHed  of;  systematic  con- 
version to  Islam.  In  this  proceeding 
German  diplomacy  was  prepared  to 
Hequlesce.  on  the  sententious  ground 
tl^t  "In   the   li^ast   creed   and   nation- 


ality are  synonymous."  But  even  the 
German  dlphwmtlsts  had  to  acknowl- 
edge that  the  Decree  of  Aogust  1, 
191«.  determining  the  pollUcal 
rellglctfis  rights  df  the  Armenians, 
deaigaed  to  terminate  the  very  ex- 
isteaoe  of  the  Armenian  nation. 

Or.  Lepsius  estimates  that  before 
the  war  l.t46,4S«  Armenians  had 
ttieir  homea  in  the  Ottoman  domln- 
lona.  During  the  war  the  Turks  de- 
ported nearly  l.eOO.eeO  persons,  and 
of  theee  no  fewer'  than  1.000,000 
perished,  not  inclutflng  some  tO.OOtI  to 
100,000  Armenlaas  of  the  Caucasus 
who  are  alao  "miailag/*  No  nation. 
Dr.  Lepeius  observes,  even  among 
those  that  .^ve  til^en  dtreet  part  in 
the  war.  can  show  such  a  record^  of 
loas.  The  value  of  Armenian  property' 
confiscated  by  the  Turka  Is  estimated 
at  1,000,000.000  marks  (nominally 
;t»o,ooo,oae).

^  >Dr.  Lepeius  couples  *'  tl^  fero#ous 
vreed  of  the  'Yount  Turks  with  the 
Ifumped-U^  nJmiti  d'Ktat  ot  the  Na- 
tionalist Cohatanttnople  Committee  as 
the  mainspring  of  the  policy  of  ex- 
termination. Talaat,  HalU,  and  Bnver 
are  exhibited  aa  its  most  conspicuous 
exponents.  .

The  Toung  Turks  renuiined  wll- 
I  fully  blind  to  the  Inevitable  loss  of 
economic,  and  Indeed  of  military.  elH- 
clency  that  followed  from  the  perse- 
cution of  the  Armenian*. 

But  there  is  nobody  here  now 
(wrote  Count  Paiii  Wolff- Metternich. 
then  Ambassador,  to  Herr  von  Beth- 
mann  Hollweg  in  191C)  strong  enough 
to  tame  the  many-headed  hydra  of 
the  oommlttee.  with  its  chauvinism 
and  fanaticism.  The  committee  in- 
sists that  the  last  remnants  ot  the  Ar- 
menians shall  be  devoured,  and  the 
Governiileat  has  to  submit.  But  there 
Is  now.  little  left  for  the  hungry 
wolves  Of  the  committee  to  extort 
from  t,hese  wretched  creatures.  ,  . 
To  "Turkefy"  meaDs^to  expel 
lrin''~~dV#flhIng"  That  is  not 
Turkish — It  means  to  destroy  and 
forcibly  to  annex  other  people's 
property.  Herein  for  the  moment,  and 
in  the  childish  repetition  of  French 
Liberal  phrases,  consists  the  vaunted 
new  birth  of  Turkey. 

Prince  liohenlohe  on  one  occasion, 
and  Count  Wolff-Mettornich  on  an- 
other, alone  urged  Herr  von  Beth- 
mann  Hollweg  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  publicly  dissociating  Qer- 
masy  from  the  Armenian  horrors  by 
moahs  of  articles  in  the  German  preas. 
This  Ingenuous  proposal  evoked  no  re- 
sponse from  the  Wllhelmstraese.  On 
the  contrary,  The  North-German 
Gakette.  the  Berlin  semi-oiTlcial  organ, 
was  allowed  to  publish  Turkish  official 
denials  of  th©  massacres  and  vigorous 
protests  against  the  slanderuus  Impu- 
tation of  the  enemy  press  that  the 
Ottoman  Government  had  anything  to 
do  with  any  "excesses'  'that  might 
have  been   committed.

Hlndenburg  edoraed  LudendorlTs  in- 
junction, and  pleaded  "as  a  Christian" 
that  the  Caucaaus  populationa  might 
be  preaerved.  '  Bnver  returned  an 
evasive  reply,  * 

The  entry  of  the  Turks,  under  Nuri 
Pasha,  Into  Baku  on  Septeniber  10- IT, 
lOlt,  was  tbe  subject  'of  an  extraor- 
dinary dUpatch  by  Ueutenant-Colonel 
Paraquin.  the  German  Chief  of  Staff, 
to  the  Turkish  ISostern  Army  Group. 

Colonel  Paraquin  was.  he  says,  be- 
sieged by  German  residents,  begging 
for  protection,  and  on  their  heels 
there  followed  the  neutral  consuls  on 
a  similar  errand.  These  appeals  vera 
communicated  to  tbe  Psi^^as  with  an 
urgent  request  for  attention.  But  the 
Pashas  and  their  suites  were«-  en- 
grossed In  the  preparations  Tor  a  full- 
dress  4>anquct.  Wtille  the  Pashas  and 
their  German  confederates  made 
merry,  the  inhabitanta  of  Baku  were 
being  plundered  and  murdered.  "The 
Turks,"  says  Colonel  Paraquin.  "did 
not  allow  themselves  to  be  disturbed." 

In  the  evening  the  Danish  Consul 
appeared  In  the  great  hall  of  the  Hotel 
Metropole.  where  the  convivialities 
were  in  full  swing,  and.  reported  to 
Colonel  Paraquin  that  German  houses 
were  being  plundered  and  that  the 
lives  of  the  occupants  were  in  danger. 
The  German  colonel  thereupon  strode 
up  to  Nurl  Pusha  and  in  a  luud  voice 
said  to  him: 

"Your  Excellency.  I  beg  of  you  now 
at  last  to  take  effective  steps  for  the 
protection  of  the  Germans.  If  hot, 
I  shall  be  compelled  to  report  lo  the 
Gorman  EnibaHMy  at  Constantinople 
Jiow  little  you  protect  Germanllfe^ 
and  property!"  ~' 

Nuri  was  takon  al)ack.  but  protested 
that  he  had  done  everything  possible. 
The  colonel  pointed  out  that  not. a 
single  senior  officer  had  yet  visited 
the  town,  and  that  the  troopH.  Instead 
ot  being  told  off  on  ffuard  duty,  had 
merely  been  paraded  for  inspection. 
The  colonel  declares  that,  although 
the  moment  was  not  one  for  polite 
ameinitieH,  he  emploi-ed  no  word  or 
gesture  that  might  be  calculated  to 
give  offence.  Neverthele.ts.  on  the 
following  day,  September  18,  Halil 
Pasha  sent  his  aide-de-camp  to 
Colonel  Paratfuin  with  a  message  to 
say  that.  In  view  of  the  colonel's  con- 
duct towards  Nurl  Pasha  In  pi|blic 
the  day  before,  he  was  relieved  of 
his  post  as  Chief  of  Staff  to  the 
Bastern  Army  Group.

usStl  to  accuse  <!rey  of  luzines.s.  Ills 
own  description  of  himself  was  «lven 
in  private  utterances  to  his  friends  In 
his  youth  that  people  always  were 
telling  him  that  the  ball  was  at  his 
feet  to  kick  anywhere,  but  he  did  not 
care  to  kick  the  ball. 

What  success  he  has  got  In  life 
has  accordingly  been  iilmost  thrust 
upon  him.  Hlft  ascendency  over  the 
House  of  C'ommonH  \\h»  rxtraoidln- 
ary,  apparently,  beyond  nil  reasonable 
expectations,  for  ho  had  none  of  those 
gifts  of  inspiring  oratory  such  as 
Lloyd  Ueorge  or  Churchill,  nor  that 
stHtelincss  of  phrase  that  makes  the 
speeches  of  Asquith  like  extracts 
from  a  dialogue  of  Plato  or  an  essay  i 
of  Dean  Swift.  Or*  y  never  uttered  1 
a  glowing  or  memorable  sentence  In 
his  whole  life.  But  standing  up 
straight,  making  no  gesture.,  not  lift- 
ing his  voice  from  Its  cold  monotone, 
he  never  made  a  sperch  that  did  not 
sweep  away  all  opposition.  What  he 
said  seemed  so  clear,  so  cold,  such 
common  sense,  such  orderliness  of 
mind  and  detachment,  impartial  Judg- 
ment that  any  other  course  than  that 
he  advocated  passed  into  fhe  region 
of  in^possible  things.  Hia  speech  left 
the  impression  that  his  own  conclu- 
sions were  as  ineviuble  as  the  pro- 
cesses of  nature. 

Mystery  to  tho  Many 

One  not  an  Englishman  like  my- 
self  has  often  asked  a  little  uncer- 
tainly whether  these  results  of  Orey's 
speeches  were  a  sheer  triumph  of 
mind  and  not  a  triumph  of  manner 
and  character,  whether  the  stately 
pose  and  the  handsome,  typical  Nor- 
man face,  the  suggestion  of  tempera- 
ment pemote  from  personal  self-seek- 
ing or  any  of  the  ordinary  devicei 
of  parliamentary  orators  were  no't  as 
mnoh  the  seeret  of  the  tremendous 
infhtenee  of  his  speeches  rather  than 
their  mere  Intellectual  qualities.

His  popularity  In  the  House  of 
Conimons  whs  not  won  by  sny  of  the 
ordinary   aria  of     public     mtm,   bwt 


rather  In  spite  of  his  personal  char- 
acteristics. He  had  some  intimates 
doubtless,  but  they  were  not  among 
the  rank  and  file  in  the  House  of 
Commons.  ^^He^^waa  the  flrgt  Mlh» 
itHev  who  ever ^  dared  to  InAulke' in 
continual  iiVsence  fippm  the  ftouse  of 
Commons.  Immured  In  the  Foreign 
Office  and  reading  many  tvoiirs  daily 
dispatches  from .  all  parts  of  the 
world-wide  British  Empire,  he  never, 
came  to  his  seat  in  the  Houte  of 
Commons  except  when  he  had  ques- 
tions to  answer  or  a  speech  to  make. 
Questions  were  allowed  only  on  cer- 
tain days,  and  never  except  on 
woman's  stiffrsge,  one  of  the  few 
passionate  Ideals  of  this  apparently 
cold-blooded,  remote  mind,  did  he 
make  a  speech  on  ordinary  topics  in 
a  House  of  Commons  debate.  Though 
he  might  claim  in  the  absence  of 
the  Prime  Minister  now  and  then  to 
fulfill  the  dearly  loved  function  of 
leading  the  House  of  Commons,  Grey 
never  led.  the  House  except  on  nights 
when  ho  was  left  alone  to  defend  his 
foreign  policy.  When  he  rushed 
down  to  vote  on  important  divisions 
he  never  was  once  seen  to  indulge 
In  the  almost  universal  habit  of 
friendly  conversation  betWeen  men 
dragging  slowly  through  tho  weary 
profiasa  of  voting.

To  few  men  then  outside  his  col- 
leagues was  (Jrey  personally  known, 
yet  when  you  did  speak  to  him  you 
were  surpirlnod  to  find  a  friendly, 
frank,  even  rather  shy  man,  and 
perhaps  his  shyness  rather  than  his 
pride  accounts  for  much  of  his  ex- 
traordinary remoteness  and  loneli- 
ness amidst  such  a  tempestuous  and 
also  comrade-like  world  as  that  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  I  never  saw 
him  In  either  the  dining  or  smoke 
room  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
where  even  Lloyd  George,  In  spite  of 
his  heavy  duties  and  tho  glittering 
glory  of  the  premiership,  occjision- 
ally  dines  and  frequently  takes  his 
smoke, 

it  Is  known  ihat  Lord  Grey  for 
most  of  his  life  was  qui^e  a  poor 
man,  hut  this  did  not  trouble  a  man 
of  such  ascietic  simplicity  In  personal 
tastes.  A  great  lover  of  fishing  and 
nature,  he  used  to  take  his  week-end 
vacation  by  running  down  to  a  -  hut 
with  two  small  rooms,  which  I  have 
scer^  with  my  own  eyes  frequently, 
and  his  wife  and  himself  lived  on 
boxes  of  sardines  and  such  modest 
canned  food  in  the  intervals  of  fish- 
ing in  the  beautiful  rustic  stream. 
There  was  significance  In  this  mod- 
est home'  and  food  of  the  powerful 
Foreign  Minister  of  the  British  Em- 
pire. This  hut  was  In  the  grounds 
of  a  magniflfton*.  park,  with  a  glori- 
ous old  mansion  which  was  then  In 
the  possession  of  the  enormously 
wealthy  widow  of  dam  Lewis,  the 
greatest  snd  most  successful  Jewish 
money  lender  that  Rngland  ever  saw.

snd  In  eenlrast  with  her  husiiand  she 
was  audaciously  and  often  quite  in-

and  were  perhaps  the  more  Intimate 
friends  and  comrades,  with  a  mutual 
adoration  unbroken  by  one  hour's 
estrangement  or  nilsunderstandihg.

Airships  in  the  Future;  Great 
Britain  Well  Ahead 


Tba  euccMw  which  haa  attended  the 
fllfht  ,o(  the  Brltiah  ricid  alrahip 
"lt<t«'*  from  lOi  bsM  at  Kast  For- 
tune to  America  and  her  return  vor> 
as*  to  -Pulhiim.  haa  d«uonatrat*d  very 
forelbtjr  the  hfCh  value  uf  tb«  large 
aJrehlp   (or  tratie-ocaanio  travel. 

From  very  ni»ny  polnta  of  view  the 
voyacw  was  valuable  In  providing 
data  aa  to  the  actual  cortdltlona  te  be 
met  witli  in  t^lns  lonar  diatancee.  ai:>d 
oonaequentljr  in  brinaina  to  lifht 
many  phefea  to  which  attention  muat 
be  directed  in  prepartaa  (or  the  fu- 
ture development  of  alrahipa  for 
commercial  purpoaee. 

PIrit  and  foremoat  we  learn  from 
the  voyace  of  "R-S4"  acroea  the  At- 
lantic that  we  muat  have  bicaer  alr- 
ahlya.  capable  of  carry^a  greater 
quantitlea  of  petrol  and  auppliea  df  all 
descriptlona,  and  givlna  greater 
•peeda,  which  will  enable  ua  to  riaa  to 
greater  helghta  and  ao  be  better  able 
to  negotiate  wind  currenta.  To  elab- 
orate thia  point  aa  briefly  aa  poaeible. 
let  mo  aay  that  the  winda  over  large 
expanaoa  of  water  are  variable  In 
character,  therefore  It  la  eeaential  in 
oonalderlng  the  queation  of  regular 
travel  by  airahip.  that  It  ahould  be 
poaeible  to  fly  at  greater  helghta  and 
ao  picit  out  tM«  beat  level  to  fly  at  ac- 
cording to  the:  nature  of  theae  wind 
currenta. 

Fly  the  WbiM  Oyer 

Oiven  thia  greater  epeed, :  with  in- 
creaaed  petrol  capacity.  It  will  be  poa- 
eible to  fly  the  world  over.  There- 
fore it  to  h^gbiy  importaot  that  the 
Btudy  of  meteorology  ahould  ho  de- 
veloped, and  that  there  Lhould  be 
provided  w«ather  rep^rta  and  wind 
charta  from  all  quarters  of  the  world 
to  enable  the  airahip  of  the  future  to 
plclc  out  the  beat  le%'el  for  flying,  hav- 
ing regard  to  the  wind  prevailing  in 
any  given  are«u  py  thia  I  do  not  mean 
to  auggeat  in  any  'wey  that  the  data 
received  by  wireleaa  during  the  voy- 
age of  "R-J4"  was  Imperfect — It  vma 
of  great  value  and  of  the  utnioat  as- 
siat&nce  in  enabling  thia  long  ouUand- 
liome  flight  to  be  made  the  auc(»eaa  it 
waa — what  I  do  wish  to  emphaalee  is 
that  for  the  future  greater  (rtrides 
must  be  made  in  the  coIlecUon  and 
compilation  of  this  moteorplogical 
data  to  enable  airships  to  take  advan- 
tage "of   favorable   wind-levels. 

Another  direction  in  which  siclence 
la  making  headway  to  the  beneflt  of 
airship  travel  la  that  of  wireless. 
During  the  voyage  we  were  nrvcr  out 
of  touch  of  land,  and  the  whole  time 
kept  up  communication  by  this 
mean*  with  Ireland,  the  Azores,  and 
America.  Directional  wireless  es- 
pecially has  great  possibilities  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  air- 
ahip travel. 

Aa  regarda  actual  lessona  of  the 
"R-34"  voyage,  I  think  we  may  take 
it  that  it  eatabllahed  deflnltely  that 
for  the  future  the  best  route  acroaa 
the  Atlantic  will  not  be  the  ono^flown 
on  that  occaaion — that  la.  the  north- 
erly route  from  East  Fortune,  via 
Newfoundland — but.  in  my  opinion, 
it  will  be  In  the  direction  of  the  weat 
coaat  of' Africa  and  across  the  Atlan- 
tic south  of  the  Aeorea  to  Florida;  for 
the  return  trip  It  will  be  possible  to 
Uke  a  direct  route  from  N'tw  York  to 
London  owing  to  the  favorable  winda 
blowing    eaatward. 

The  Ahship  of  tlM<>  Fntnre 

The  airship  of  the  future,  aa  I  have 
already  emphaaised,  must  be  bigger 
and  of  greater  capacity,  and  it  will  be 
possible  to  provide  greater  comfort 
for  both  paaaengera  and  crew. 

There  ia  no  feeling  of  aea-aickneaa 
on  a  large  airahip,  and  hardly  any  in- 
dication of  motion.  One  has  good 
aleeping  accommodation,  and  there  ia 
ample  room  for  recreation.  I  would 
not  go  ao  far  aa  to  aay  that  much 
recreation  waa  indulged  in  during  the 
tranaatlantic  flight,  but  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  thia  was  a  service 
flight,  undertaken  under  service  con- 
ditions. The  passenger  and  commer- 
cial airship  of  the  future  will  not  be 
aubject  to  the  limltatlona  which  pre- 
vailed on  thia  occaaion.  For  the  fu- 
ture alrahipf,  owing  to  the  increased 
efliciency  and  alze,  it  will  be  poaalble 
to  aacrlflce  a  certain  amount  of  lis.  ht- 
neaa  in  construction  for  the  aake  of 
aimplicity  In  design;  and  with  an  In- 
ceaae  in  aise,  eteel  can  be  used  with 
advantage  in  place  of  Duralumin, 
and  a  great  reduction  In  cost  of  ion- 
atruction  thereby  effected.  Further- 
more, with  increase  in  size  it  should 
be  possible  to  prt>duce  a  rigid  airship 
capable  of  remaining  either  moored 
out  or  In  flight  while  in  commission. 
thus  aavlng  the  great  expenao  of  houa- 
ing  eutiona. 

Weather  Slight  Factor 

Bad  weather  will  not  appreciably 
endanger  a  rigid  in  llight  and  its  chief 
operational  handicap  haa  so  far  been 
the  probability  that  it  will  aooner  or 
later  be  caught  out  in  a  high  wind 
laating  for  a  longer  periott  than  the 
endnranoe  of  the  ehip,"  ao  that  the 
ship  would  then  have  to  attempt  to 
land  before  the  wind  dropped,  and 
would  probably  be  wrecked,  if  the 
meteorological  reports  for  prevloua 
yeara  are  examined,  it  will  be  awn 
that  even  under  unfavorable  condi- 
tiona  it  will  be  poaalble  for  a  ahip  with 
a  three-weeks'  endurance  to  leave  the 
ahed  during  any  temporary  lull  in  the 
wind,  carry  out  a  fortnight's  fllrht, 
and  calculate  on  being  able  to  r»turn 
and  land  during  another  lull  In  the 
enauing  week. 

Should  the  lalrge  ehlp  meet  a  storm, 
she  will  be  able  to  go  round  It,  and 
could  afford  to  wait  in  the  air  for  tine 
weather  in  which  to  lapd. 
.  Thua.  If  the  endurance  of  a  riglil 
is  Increaapd  to  a  stifflclent  extent.  It 
will  be  poeatble  to  carry  out  illfjht  with 
a  regularity  comparable  to  that  main- 
tained by  surface  craft.  The  ran^^e. 
practically  apeaking,  is  almoat  unlim- 
ited, and  the  weight-carrying  c.ipaclty 
large.  A  10,000.000  cubic  feet  ctpac- 
ity.  rigid  airahip  wlU  have  a  disposable 
lift  of  over  too  tona.  which  ia  avail- 
able  for  petrol,  ballaat.  crew,  pnnaen- 
gera.  freight.  In  varying  Jfroportlons, 
aa  deatrable.  ' 

Tho  uaee  to  which  aueh  an  airahip 
coMid  be  put  are  clearly  of  greet  im- 
pertanoe.  and  there  la  no  other  type 
of  vwnel  which  oould  aa  efllcleatly  un- 
dertake them. 

Ttmtm  Weeka  ia  Air 
With  a  rigid  of  about  to.ooo.ooo  cu- 
bic feet  capacity  and  endmnnce  of  ap- 
proximately three  weelM  at  4S  m.p.h.. 
with  a  atxlainm  apeed  of  70  to  ko 
m.p.h..  a  ceiling  of  aome  30.000  f«et 
caa  be  otMained,  and  a  mazlmam 
range  of  ovr  20.000  milee.  or  nearly 
onee  round  the  world. 

Aa  an  Indication  of  tlM  aefety  of 
aleehtpo,  I  would  point  o«t  that  wnh 
o%-er  1.4 SS  houra  flown  by  i<.gater- 
than-alr  rraft  during  the  war.  only 
nna  life  was  lost.  An  alrelUp  can  aet 
out  on  loag  dialance  flighu  over  tiie 


witliout  fearlag  entine  failure.  At 
Intermediate  atoppiog  plaoee  it  can 
come  dowA  to  within  a  few  hundred 
Xeet  of  the  ground  and  moor  to  a 
grapnel  (or  drogue  It  over  the  Bea> 
to  repleniah  fuel  without  actually 
landing.  Similarly,  an  airship  can 
fly  at  night  with  complete  nafety.  nav- 
igation being  carried  out  by  the  or- 
dinary naval.  Inatrumenta  and  obeer- 
vatlona  o^  the  atara  made  from  a 
eteady  platform  on  the  top  aurface.  ^ 

The  commercial  airship  of  the  not- 
far-dista|tt  future  will  have  a  "dia- 
poaable  lift"  available  fur  crew,  fuel, 
anyl  merchandlae  or  pasoengers  of  200 
toag  o^  more.  It  will  b%ve  a  speed 
of  ninety  mllea  per  hour,  with  ample 
accommodation  for  paaaengera  in  the 
ahaPe  of  saloon,  drawing  room,  smok- 
ing  room  and  state  rooms,  with  a 
lift  giving  acoeaa  to  a  roof  garden  on 
the  top,  and  will  be  able  to  remain  In 
the  air  for  a  month  or  more  at  a  time.  , 
After  a  Journey  it  will  return  to  moor- 
iaga  like  a  water-borne  ahIp,  only  be- 
ing houaed  in,  a  ahcd  for  periodic 
overhaul. 

I  have  outlined  briefly  a  few  polnta 
concerning  the  f^ture  of  the  ^airship 
aa  Judged  by  leaaona  learned '  og^-  the 
"R  34'a"  voyage. 
THma-Ooeanlo  Bert  toe  in  Five  Ve|tf« 

I  do  not  aay  that  we  shall  have 
reguUr'alNhip  aervice  thia'  year  or 
leVen  'next  -year.  -  but  1  -do  think'  th*t 
within  flv«  yeara  we  ahall  aeo  inau- 
'  gurated  efficient,  reliable,  and  refu- 
lar  airship  servicea  not  only  to  Amer- 
ica, but  to  Egypt,  India  and  Auatralia, 
and  that  by  this  means  our  overaea 
Dominiona  may*be  linked  up  with  the 
Mother  Country.  Developments  must 
be  approached  aystematically  and  In 
successive  stages,  checked  and  modi- 
fled  at  each  stage  by  practical  re- 
sults. 

A  start  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  it  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance that  commercial  enterprise 
should  come  forward  and  make  this 
start  ix'liile  Great  Britain  has  such  a 
lead  in  thia  sphere  of  aeronautical  de- 
velopment. With  the  exception,  poe- 
slbly,  of  Germany,  Great  Britain  ia 
well  ahead  of  other  countries  in  rigid 
airahip  developrhcnt,  and  well  ahead 
of  all  countries,  Including  Germany, 
in  -regard  to  the  construction  and  de- 
velopment of  the  non -rigid  type. 

We  must  maintain  this  lead,  and  I 
hope  and  confidently  believe  that  our 
commercial  instincts  will  prompt  us 
not  only-to  maintain  this  lead,  but  will 
be  the  means  of  securing  for  Great 
Britain  world  supremacy  in  commer- 
cial airship  transportation  and  travel. 
(Extracts  from  reports  of  Gen.  Sykes 
and  Gen.  Maitland,  who  crossed  In 
R-34.) 


AEIOAL  JOTTINGS 


Civilian  Flying  Safei^-Writing  oA 
the  percentage  of  flying  accidents  in 
the  Uplted  States  in  the  past  few 
months,  a  statistician  remarks  that, 
for  the  number  of  hours  flown  and 
the  distance  covered  the  percentage  of 
fatalities  in  aviation  has  proved  less 
than  that  of  the  automobile.  He 
quotes  the  following  flgures  to  prove 
his  contention;  in  the  month  of 
December  last,  one  death  occurred  in 
flying  for  1,800  hours  flown,  distance, 
108.000  miles.  In  January  of  this 
year,  one  death  in  27,000  houra  fly- 
ing, or  162,000  mllea.  The  daily  caau- 
alty-  report  from  autombtM|e  accidents 
throughout  the  States  colapares  very 
unfavorably  with  the  aviation  acci- 
dents, and  gives  every  support  to  the 
theory  that  flying  may  not  be  so  very 
dangerous  aa  popularly  aupposed. 


Aircraft  Manufacturers  Coming-- 
in addition  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Canadian  branch  bf  the  famous 
Handley-Page  Company  at  Toronto, 
recently.  It  is  now  learned  that  the 
A.  V.  Roe  Company,  makers  of  the 
well-known  Avro  machines,  haa 
opened  a  branch  of  its  works  in  New 
Brunswick.  The  Avro  corporation 
will  be  known  as  the  Canadian  Avro 
Company,  and  has  already  started  to 
turn  out  machines  for  Canadian  uae. 
The  Avro  biplane  was  used  extensively 
during  the  war."''  as  a  preliminary 
training  machine  for  scout  pilots.  The 
notable  point  about  the  war-time 
Avro,  was  the  extraordinary  sensitive 
rudder,  arid  it  la  often  quoted  that  a 
pilot  never  presaed  his  rudder-bar  in 
an  Avro,  but  merely  though  about  it, 
and  the  machine  turned. 


Inter-AUifMl   Aircraft  Corporatiou 

The  Intei'-Allied  Aircraft  Corporation, 
with  headquarters  in  New  York  city, 
is  among  the  many  new  aircraft  con- 
cerns springing  up  all  over  the  States. 
It  Is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that 
two  famous  Canadians  are  in  this 
company,  which  has  W.  A.  Bishop  as 
president  and  W.  G.  Barker  as  vice- 
president.  With  the  most  highly 
trained  men  in  the  flying  world  going 
into  commercial  activities  on  the  other 
side  of  the  line.  It  would  appear  that 
the  establishment  of  a  Canadian  Air 
Board  has  come  too  late  to  retain  the 
services  tjf  the  really  valuable  flying 
men  in  the  Dominion. 


With  the  aigttiag'  of .  the  Armiatice 
brlaglag  about  a  ceaaatioa  of  bosttlltiea. 
the  queation  of-,«luU  ia  cioaaldered  Om 
most  Importaat  faetor  of.  modem  war- 
fare, has  been  widely' dlaouaaed.  New 
features  of  attack  and  defence,  the 
minute  detaila  «f  '  whlob  were  a'tudled 
and  rebearaed  to  a-polat  la  which  the 
clemeata  of  dmnce  ware  almeat  neg- 
ligible, beeams  dally  .'oocArreacea.  The 
.public  heard  very  little  about  theae,  ua- 
leaa.  like  trench  ratdlag  (a  dlatinct  Can- 
adian innovation)  it  became  diatlnotly 
aucceasful  aad  was  in  turn  uaed  by  the 
varioua  armlea  on  all  fronu.  Trench 
raiding  not  only  made  the  enemy  aer- 
voua,  but  continually  ^worried  him.- and 
waa  the  aource  from  which  valuable  In- 
formation waa  obtained  from  the  pria- 
onera  brought  back  to  our  line. 

The  outstanding  featurea.  the  oaes 
the  public  are  more  familiar  with,  have 
been  aircraft,  tanks  and  aubmarlaaa.  all 
of  which  are  propelled  mechaalcilly.  If 
we  Include  automobiles,  known  to  the 
army  aa  "motor  transport"  which  played 
a  very  important  part  in  this  war.  one 
o4l  readily  aee  that  the  gasoline  en- 
gine In  Its  varioua  uaea,  ranks  very 
high  In  Ita  adaptation  for  war  purpoaea.

feet  were  aate  from  "Archie"  Are.  in 
the  early  part  of  lOlO'  anti-aircraft 
gunfire  l»e«an»e  louder  ia  italwrk  and 
wlihia  ita  /au>#e  mors  efteetlve.  A 
plaae  was  not  aaie  from  the  effect  of 
the  bursting  ahrapiiel  at  leea  than  a 
iietght  of  elevan  theua»nd  feet.  About 
tlkli  time  'severM  changes  were  noted, 
olitef  of  which  waa  the  smoke  from 
the  bursting  shell  was  blaeit.  in  place 
of  the  usual  white  puSe.  wiUoh  proved 
JUaat-the  Huns  were  using  a  high  ex- 
ploeivs  shell.  This  shell  had  a  saitailer 
horixontal  radius  of  action  when  it 
burst,  but  was  more  destructive  U>  a 
plane  on  its  vertical  course..  The  ef- 
fect of  this  shell  waa  unlike  that  of  a 
shrapnel  burst.  The  bursting  ol  a 
ahrapnel  shell,  providing,  it  did  not 
buret'  leaa  than  three  hundred  feet 
beneath  the  alri^ne.  In  the  majority 
of  caaea  only  riddled  the  Winga  and 
the  body  of  the  plane  with  'shrapnel 
bttUeta.  and  unleaa  aome  vlt^l  apot 
was  struck,  the  plane  was  none  the 
worse  for  Its  experience  and  was 
quickly  patched  up,  on  ita  return  to 
the   aerodrome. 


Mail  Servico  Proli(«bl(w-The  opera- 
tion of  the  aerial  mail  service  in  the 
United  States  during  the  past  year  and 
a  half  has  proved  so  successful  that 
a  distinct  proflt  has  been  gained  over 
the  operation  expenses  Incurred  by  air** 
delivery.  In  contrast  to  the  deflelt  of 
the  railroad  delivery.  -  The  post  ofllce 
authorities  have  been  so  encouraged 
by  the  success  of  their  enterprise  that 
they  are  planning  extensive  expansion 
to  the  existing  routes  nqw  flown. 
Alaska  is  to  have  an  aerial  mail  de^ 
livery  from  Seattle  some  time  in  the 
very  near  future,  and  it  has  been 
sUted  that  a  West  Indian  service  Is 
now  under  consideration.  The  assist- 
ant postmaster-general  has  already 
aalled  for  Havana  to  make  the  pre- 
liminary arrangementa  neoeaaary. 

MINERS  ARE  IDLE 

IN  KIMBERLEY  CAMP 

NKLSON,  B.C..  Sept.  U.  —  two 
hundred  and  fifty  minei%  in  the  Ktm- 
bsrley  camp,  who  went  on  strike  on 
September  12  for  an  increase  In  wages 
of  II   pea  day.  are  atlll  Idle. 

The  companiea  chilm  that  the 
strikers  err  membera  of  the  One  Bi^ 
Union,  and  atate  that  tliey  will  re- 
fueo  to  negotiate  ao  long  aa  the  men 
adhere   to   tivit    organisation. 

The  strike  waa  called  by  the  Good- 
win local,  which  ia  astd  to  lie  organ- 
ieed  on  O.B.U.  princlptea.  and  to  be 
■amed  fdr  an  alleged  draft  evader 
shot  on  Vaacoavar  lalaad  t«« 


Flying  waa  only  made  possible 
through  tbe  development  of  the  gasoline 
motor.  The  Wright  Broa..  In  their  early 
experlmenta.  flrst  with  gliders  (which 
were  minus  ^e  motery  and  later  with  a 
motor  propeUed  biplane,  were  forced 
to  the  neceaslty  of  building  a  motor 
themselves  in  ordeii  to  carry  out  these 
experiments.  In  their  flrst  flight  on 
December  17.  1003,  at  Kitty  Hawk.  N.C.. 
the  motor,  a  four-cylinder  of  25  h.p.. 
was  of  their  own  design  and  manufac- 
ture. From  the  Wright  Bros.'  motor  of 
25  h.p.  has  gradually  emerged  the  mod- 
em aircraft  motor  of  today,  ranging 
from  100  h.p.  to  750  h.p.  and  four  cy- 
linders up  to  twelve  and  sixteen,  and 
increasing  in  sixe  and  power  every 
month. 

The  Individual  exploits -of-  airmen^ 
have  received  more  publicity  than  prob- 
ably any  other  branch  of  the  service 
during  the  war.  Names  H)ce  "Ball." 
"Ouynemar,"  "Fonck,'.'  and  our  own, 
"Bishop"  and  "Collinshaw,"  'Lufberry." 
the  American,  "Richtofen,"  "Boelke"  and 
"Immelmann,"  the  German  pilots,  have 
each  in  their  turn  received  world-wide 
publicity.  The  opportunity  for  indi- 
vidual exploits  exists  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent in  the  flying  ser^hce  than  any 
other  branch  of  the  forces  engaged,  al- 
though hundreds  of  pilots  and  observ- 
ers have  been  shot  down  by  a  more  ex- 
perienced opponent  before  they  had  an 
opportunity  to  acqr^re  the  conlldence 
and  skill  essential  to  the  .  successful 
pilot'  or  gunner  observer. 

Providing  the  opposing  forces  are 
equal  in  number'a  In  an  air  fight 
the  altuation  is  analogous  to  fighters 
entering  the  ring  for  a  contest,  with 
the  exception  that  air  fighting  is  a 
grim  contest,  in  which  the  opponents 
are  trying  with  all  their  skill  to 
"down"  each  other.  As  Lleut.-Col. 
Bishop  once  remarked:  "On^  of  us 
has  got  to  go.  so  I  try  hard  to  make 
it  the  other  fellow."  A  pilot  who 
has  not  yet  acquired  the  skill  and 
confidence  In  combatting  an  opponent 
in  the  air  is  at  a  big  disadvantage 
when  opposed  to  a  pilot  or  gunner 
observer  who  has  probably  several 
machines  to  his  credit. 

The  exr>eptional  cases — the  "star 
flyers"  of  each  country — become 
akllled  to  a  point  where  they  think 
nothing  of  attacking  half  a  dozen 
enemy  ntachlnes  single-handed.  If' 
they  aucceed  In  bringing  down  two 
or  three  of  theae  machlnea  the  enemy 
will  very  probably  break  off  the 
fight  and  acoot  hack  to  aafety.  A 
great  trick  of  the  Huns  in  a  case 
of  this  kind  was  to  try  and  lure 
the  enemy  machines  down  to  a  pre- 
arranged spot,  break  off  the  fight, 
and  signal  their  anti-aircraft  batteries 
to  "open  up"  on  the  Allied  aircraft. 
This  trick  never  worked  'more  than 
once  with  the  Allied  pilots. 
"Archie"  at  Worit 

Anti-aircraft  guns,  iifhich  were 
more  or  leaa  in  the  experimental 
atage  at  the  outbreak  of  war,  have 
made  ateady  progress  until  they  have 
now  reached  a  high  state  of  effici- 
ency. The  popular  name  "Archie." 
in  reference  to  anti-aircraft  gun  fire, 
first  became  known  aa  auc^  in  the 
apring  of  1910.  A  Itondon  music 
hall  ahow  entitled,  "Mamma'a  Boy," 
made  its  appearance  In  the  late  Vail 
of  1*15.  The  "boy"  playing  the  title 
role  was  "Archibald,"  whoae  part 
called  for  a  lot  of  burleaque  action.  In 
the  spring  of  1010  a  group  of  pilots 
were  standing  on  their  aerodrome  in 
France  watching  a  British  plane  that 
waa  being  heav.ily  shelled  by  a  Ger- 
man battery  oC  anti-aircraft  guns.  In 
order  to  prevent  the  Huns  from  get- 
ting the  range,  and  with  his  efforta 
centred  on  baffling  the  enemy,  the 
pilot  waa  cutting  capera  which  were 
rather  amuaing  (at  least  t6  the  on- 
lookers). A  puff  of  ahrapnel  burst 
'very  near  on  one  occasion:  but  the 
ipilot  evaded  It  by  a  quick  move 
of  the  controls.  One  of  the  "subal- 
terns." watching  from  beioa-,  was  ap- 
parently thinking  of  the  antics  of 
"Archibald"  in  the  play,  and  ex- 
claimed. "Now.  Archibald!"  The 
other  pilots  took  up  the  Idea.  It  waa 
afterwarda  cut  down  to  "Archie."  and 
the  name   "atuck."

In  the  early  daya  "Archie"  gave  vent 
to  his  feelings  with  white  amoke  puffs 
pointing  to  the  uae  of  a  low-power, 
low-calibre  shrapnel  ahell,  which  was

MADE  ATTEMPT  TO  GUt;;  W  CARI:MAPU  FOR  JUNK

A  private  Vtncouvcr  eutcrpris^,  was  busy  up  the  West  Coast  of  the  Island  this  Summer  endeavoring  to  cut  up  for  junk  the  hull  of  the  Cariraapu,  the  sailing  vessel  wrecked  above  Barclay  bound 
some  years  ago.  The  Vancouver  tug  Oaring  was  used.  The  wrecking  party  made  the  mistake  of  cutting  the  steel  plates  of  the  hull  into  fifteen  ton  pieces  while  the  derrick  scow  used  would 
handle  only  five  or  six  tons.  The  result  was  that  the  plates  had  to  be  recut  and  the  ymrk  was  abandoned,  presumably  owing  to  the  rough  weather  setting  in.  A  scowload  of  steel  was  obtained 
bat  It  is  not  khown  what  was  dooe  with  it.  The  wreckers  werebu^y  on  the  Carlmapu  practically  the  whole  of  the  Summer.  Some  Vancouver  people  succeeded  in  salving  an  anchor  from  the 
fuil-rigged  ship  Pass  of  Malford  Ihls  Summer.  This  vessel  was- wrecked  many  years  ago  at  Uclnelet  and  was  broken  up  by  the  waves.  Divers  have  also  been  down  on  the  wreck  of  the  Valencia 
which  went  down  on  the  rocks  in  1$06,  and  in  which  maily  lives  were  lost.     It  is  understood  that  the  wreck  was  inspected  to  find  out    what    chance    there    was    of    getting    out    the    engines!
